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CITY HOVERS* BBT. 


HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS MULTIPLYING 
— SUGGESTIONS TO WIDEN MARGIN 
STREET— WAVKRI.EY AVENUE PRO- 
POSED AS A CONNECTING ROUTE TO OAK 
SQUARE. 

Both branches of the city council mot 
Monday evening. The board of mayor 
and aldermen held a special session. 

The election officers appointed by the i 
mayor at the preceding meeting, to till I 
vacancies, were confirmed. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 
$75 for the registration of highway do- j 
partment laborers, under tho civil service 
requirement; $600 for settlement of 
damages on account of the laying out of 
the Cheesecake brook boulevard; $615 
for new water mains on River, Bradford, 
Fuller and Gardner streets; authorizing 
the highway committee and committee 
on Washington street awards to make 
settlements with all parties claiming 
damages on account of tho seizure of 
land for the layiug out of Common- 
wealth avenue and the widening of 
Washington street. 

A petition of Austin R. Mitchell and 
16 others, requesting the laying out of 
Walnut street to a width of 60 feet, from 
Nowtonville square southerly, was re- 
ferred to the highway committee. 

A hearing was given on the petition of 
Henry F. King,et al., for the widening and 
laying out of Margin street, in connec- 
tion with the proposed widening of 
Washington street, from Lincoln Fark to 
Germaiu street. Mr. King appeared to 
speak in behalf of the plan. He ex- 
hibited a map, showing the lines of tho 
streets as proposed by the combination 
widening and improvement scheme. 
The city’s plan only provides for the 
wideniug of Washington street. Mr. 
King explained his proposition at some 
length. His idea was to straighten the 
tracks of the Boston & Albany railroad 
through West Newton, by moving them 
northward, occupying the territory now 
known as Davis street. The land com- 
prised in Davis street he proposed to ex- 
change with the Boston vfc Albany Rail- 
road Company for suflicieut laud south, 
representing the present roadbed, to 
widen Margin street. The Uuitariau 
church, be suggested moving back on the 
lot where it now stauds, bringing it 
nearer to the B. ifc A. tracks. 

The plan proposed to continue Margin 
street to Austiu street, giving a continu- 
ous thoroughfare about 40 feet in width 
from Newton Lower Falls to Newton. 

Mr. King expressed confidence that 
the Bostou & Albany Railroad Company 
would agree to the scheme, as it would 
enable it to get rid of an objectionable 
curve in West Newton aud to better 
carry out the idea of a depressed road 
bed with sloping walls, in accord with 
the general desire of the citizeus iu 
carrying out the plan of separating the 
grades. 

Mr. King went on to say that the other 
buildings could also be moved. It the 
city sold Davis street to the railroad the 
sum realized, he said, would go quite a 
way toward providing for the cost. 

Mr. James T. Allen was the next 
speaker called upon. He said that Mr. 
King’s plan was an excellent one. If the 
railroad company, he weuc on to say, 
depress the tracks at Margin street, there 
will be room for a slope. Otherwise, at 
the foot of Putmau street the citizens 
will be confronted by a stone wall. It 
Mr. King’s plan is carried out, however, 
aud the general improvement made iu 
conjunction with the railroad as out- 
linen, the ideal method of depressing the 
tracks, giving an opportunity tor a 
gradual slope, will be possible. It seems 
to me that to do this thing right, the 
widening of Margin street and Washing- 
ton street should be djue iu conjunc- 
tion. It is the ideal way aud deserves 
careful consideration. 

Rev. Mr. Lisle followed Mr. Alien. He 
said Newton, tho Garden City, was un- 
surpassed for its fine residences, but it 
had few wide streets. Even Washington 
street, he continued, is uarrow. In order 
to make the expenditures ou the boule- 
vard uuiform with those in other parts 
of the city, Washington street should be 
wideued. As to the cost, he thought 
that those owniug flue residences would 
injure themselves by opposing tbe plan 
for fear of an increase of taxeH. He 
would like to suggest that the liberal 
widening at Chestnut street be carried 
out also. He indorsed Mr. King’s plau. 

Rev, H. J. Patrick, D. D., said that if 
the improvement was made iu the 
centre of the village it would be enjoyed 
by a much greater number of peisous 
than if it was made between West New- 
ton aud Newtonville or West Newton aud 
Aubumdalo. One standing at Cate’s 
stable aud looking up the street, he went 
ou to say, could at once see the ueed of a 
change aud the improvement it would 
make. Newton Centre was said to 
possess the iiuest square iu the city, but 
if the plan proposed by Mr. King was 
carried out West Newtou would also 
have a fine ouu. 

Mr. W. E. Sheldon said that the widi u- 
ing of Margin street iu conjunction with 
Washington street was a much needed 
improvement. The former street, being 
so near the railroad tracks, was very 
dangerous. If tho railroad traoki were 
moved 50 feet to the north it would 
settle tho whole matter. As a friend of 
improvement, JO years ago, he had drawn 
up a plau for the widening Washington 
street, hut it had not been carried out, 
as it would have cost $100,000. It would 
now cost to do the same thing several 
times that sum. 

Capt. Howard, another frieud of the 
King plau, spoke iu favor of its leceiviug 
the attention of the. city authorities. 
He thought that the Bostou A’ Albany 
railroad would be glad to oonfer with the 
city iu regard to the matter. Mr. King’s 
plan, lie said, would widen Margin street, 
change the course of the railroad aud 
Washiugtou street aud improve Putmau 
stroet. It deserved consideration. Sev- 
eral other speakers followed among 
them being Mr. Walton, Mr. Wheeler, 
Mr. Metcalf and Mr. Johu L. Langford. 
They all favored Mr. King’s suggestion. 
Thu hearing was closed. 

Other healings were given on the 
petition of C. S. Avery for permission to 
erect a stable ou Chestnut street, no one 
appearing iu opposition, the petition was 
gi auted; on the wideuiug of Wubhiugtou 
street from Germain street to Lincoln 
park, also on the petition of the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany for pole locutious on Highland and 
Parker streets. 

Communications were reoeived from 
the city of Boston, ( water department), 
relative to the construction of sidewalks 
ou Buwdoiu street and Hillside load; 
from the Newton A Watertown Gas Light 
Company accepting certain locations. C. 
A. Ford aud others remonstrating against 


tho widening of Tromont street; from 
the inspector of buildings relative to the 
petition of G. R. Fisher for permission 
to construct a barn at tho corner of 
California and Dalby streets, in the rear 
of his house. They were referred „o ap- 
propriate committees. 

In the common counoil, tho session 
opened with a hearing on the proposed 
widening of Tremont, Park and Wash- 
ington streets. It was rehearsed last 
week at tho meeting of tho mayor and 
aldei men. 

Mr. S. L. Powers, representing Mr. 
Abram Bytield, chairman of the stand- 
ing committee of the Cimuning church, 
was tho first speaker. He called tho at- 
tention of tho council to tho objection 
previously referred to at the meeting of 
the aldermen, that of the incursion of 
the church property by proceeding to 
widen by tbe lines laid out by tho city 
engineer. He appeared, ho said, uot to 
opposo the general plan of improvement, 
but rather to offer a suggestion. Tbe 
plau proposed, ho went on to say, pro- 
vides for an irregular line, leaving a 
small portion of the church lot at the 
corner of Park and Vernon st roots. 
There is a great objection to leaving this 
piece of land, as it will bo practically 
useless to the church. It leaves a jog in 
the church property and will prevent tho 
carrying out of a contemplated plan to 
erect a parsonage. If the improvement 
is to bo made, tho church people greatly 
prefer that tho streot should be wideued 
on a straight lino to Veruou stieet. From 
a public point of view, too, I boliovetbat 
the proposed lino of tbe street should bo 
straightened. Tho sentiment of resi- 
dents on that point, I may add, is ap- 
parently unanimously iu favor of a 
straight line. 

Mr. Byfleld was called upon. He said; 
If you take the laud as proposed, it 
leaves only a space of 00 feet at tbe 
corner of Park and Vernon streots. It 
would seem almost ridiculous to do that. 
It would appear that a straight line to 
Vernon street would be so far preferable 
that it would require little argument to 
couviuce one ot tbe advantage to be 
gained. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich— In tbe interests 
of some 15 or 20 gentlemen, whose es- 
tates are interested in this proposed im- 
provement, I appear hero to present 
some objections to tbe proposed route 
through Tremont and Park streets. It 
is a very important public improvement, 
l may add, one of the most important 
that has been undertaken this year. It 
involves, too, a large outlay of money. 

I desire to say that the estimate of dam- 
age made by the highway committee is, 
iu my judgment, ridiculously low. Of 
course, it is well known that tliero is a 
very general dissatisfactiou with tho 
awards. 

Now, all that the gentlemen ask, whom 
I represent, is that you give this matter 
very careful cousideratiou. Tho only 
call, as I understand it, for the widening 
is to afford an avenue of communication 
with Oak Square by means of an electric 
street railway. Nothing has yet been 
said regarding an alternative route. It 
is our wish, therefore, to have the coun- 
cil consider whether or no tbe city’s and 
the public interests would not be just as 
well served by laying the electric tracks 
through Tremont aud Waverley avenue 
to Washington street. Would it uot in 
some wa s bo a betterjroute? Tremont 
stieet uetweeu Waverley avenue aud 
Park street is veiy uarrow and the 
houses are now pretty close to the street 
line. Then, too, the lots are small. 
This holds true with regard to the north 
side of Tremont street and both sides of 
Park street along the route of the pro- 
posed widening. Tbe houses are num- 
erous also. On the other hand, there 
are few houses along tbe line of the sug- 
gested Waverly avenue route and the lots 
are nearly all largo ones. It would 
seem, therefore, that the expense would 
he less to run the tracks down Tremont 
street aud over Waverly avenue. 

In favor of the latter scheme, I might 
allude to the fact that Waverly avenue is 
50 feet wide already. The laud for the 
most part is vacant. There is only one 
house that would be disturbed iu the 
least aud that stands on a large lot of 
land, so that there would be no necessity 
of bringing the dwelliug too near the 
street line. The damages, I think, would 
be as near the minimum as possible. 
The damages would be comparatively 
small and, all things considered, it ap- 
pears to he the better route. Tho street 
railway location could be provided with- 
out the necessity of taking land from 
very small house lots aDd without cut- 
ting through houses. 

It may be that the increased value of 
land on Washington street will interpose 
as an obstacle. It is possible that you 
may be required to pay a large price for 
land ou that thoroughfare. It should 
be ramerabered, however, that the same 
difficulty is likely to confront you by 
wideniug by tho proposed route. The 
value of laud iu the immediate vicinity 
of Washington street has also riseu iu 
value. I have already stated that the 
awards made for laud by the proposed 
route are iuudtquate and will uot, in my 
judgment, cover the expense. The city 
may be obliged to pay a high figure for 
laud taken for the widening improve- 
ment ou Park aud Tremont streers. 

The question for the city council to 
i consider is simply, which route is tho 
| better? It has been said that one great 
| obstacle in the way of the Waverly 
avenue route is that of the high grade of 
Washington street from the proposed 
: terminus of tho street railroad to Waver- 
i ly avenue. That may possibly outer iuto 
| the decision of the question. It is my 
| opiuiou. however, that so far as the 
West Eud Railroad is concerned, it 
would have no strong preference for one 
i route above the other. 

The Waverly avenue location would 
. give more opportunity. I think, for real 
J estate development. The city’s route, it 
I cannot be denied, would be a great hard- 
ship on many property owners on Park 
aud Tremont stieets. it is a question, I 
submit, that should be very carefully 
considered before a final decision is 
made. 

Mr. Goodric/i at this poiut presmted a 
remonstrance from owners of property 
ou Park aud Tremont streets, who ob- 
jected to the city’s route, it was signed 
by Charles C. Lord, Ainusa B. Huff, Goo. 
W. Crosby, E. 1'. Burnham, E. T. Fear- 
ing and several others. 

Attorney Brown appeared for Asa T. 
Pierce, residing at 17 Park street. He 
opposed the city’s proposed route for 
sentimental reasons, lie said that Mr. 
Pierce had bought tho estate on Park 
street on account of its quiet locution 
and iu the interests of his wife's health. 
She was subject to violent headaches, he 
went on to say, aud the location of a 
noisy street railway close to her home 
would be u source of great annoyance, 
aud besides be hardly conducive to fur- 
nish the quiet necessary for tho allevia- 
tion of her sufferings. If the locatiou 
was decided upon through Park street, 
it would be necessary for Mr. Pierce to 
move elsewhere, it would compel him 
to dispose of his estate upon which he 
had expended quite u large sum of 
money. I hope, said the speaker in con- 
clusion, that the suggestion offered by- 
Mr. Goodrich will be adopted and that 


tho provision for an eleotrlo oar route 
will bo made by way of Wavorly avenue. 

Mr. S. L. Powers— I desire to say a few 
words in reply to Mr. Goodrich. Thero 
are several objections to the Wavorly 
avenue route. 1 think that it is one that 
has developed sinco the awards wero an- 
nounced last week. There was certainly 
no opposition to the general plan of 
widening Tromont and Park stroets at 
the hearing boforo tho board of alder- 
men. Tho only thing to bo considered 
in this matter, it seems to me, is which 
plan will best promote the greatest good 
for tho greatest number, at tho smallest 
possible outlay of money. Tho original 
plan was through Tremont stroet and for 
years, whenovor this proposed improve- 
ment has been mentioned, no other route 
has ever beoti thought of or suggested. 
It would cost more, I think, to widen by 
tho Wavorly avenue route. Thoro aro 
two expensive houses at tho corner of 
Washington street and besides a number 
of valuable estates that will be affected. 
The grade difficulty, in my judgmeut, is 
a serious one. I don’t believe the West 
End Railroad will consent t> run cars to 
Washington street up Waverly avenue. 
It would probably be neoessary to Band 
tho tracks continuously during tho 
winter time. 

Of course, we aro all aware that it will 
cost quite a sum to widen under tbe 
city’s plan. Tho laud damages will be 
considerable of an item. It is to be ex- 
pected that the city will pay liberally 
for tho property taken for that purpose, 
given up by citizens not because they 
want to, but because they aro obliged to. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the city 
will bo fair and just in determining tho 
nwnrdB. I am convinced that tho 
people on Park and Tremont streets, who 
at present feel aggrieved on account of 
the awards, if assured that they would 
be dealt with fairly in the matter of dam- 
ages, would waive their objections to the 
city’s plan of widening. I am confident, 
too, that tbe Waverly avenue route would 
prove tho more expensive one and that 
it would not accommodate tbe public as 
well. 

There is another matter to bo con- 
sidered. If there is a controversy over 
the route, it may result in retarding the 
improvement. We want this improve- 
ment carried out as soon as possible. 
We dou’t want to wait for other oity 
governments, who may inaugurate a 
policy of retrenchment aud thus, por- 
haps, put tbe matter off for a long time. 
It is to be hoped that the board will put 
through tbe plan at once, practically as 
proposed, bearing in miud the suggestion 
favoring a straight line to Vernon streot 
aud the carrying out of the policy of a 
fair compensation to those whose laud 
will be affected by tbe change in the 
street lines. 

Mr. Goodrich — Tho statement to the 
effect that all the citizens are iu favor of 
the Park aud Tromont street routes, I 
think, should uot go unchallenged. If. 
seems to ine that there is a fairly dividid 
sentiment in the matter. I think that 
the suggestion made by tho remonstiauts 
is a pertinent one. I don’t apprehend 
any trouble from a reform city govern- 
ment. It seems to me that the change is 
bound to come iu some shape. 

Mr. W. J. Follett- The question to be 
considered in this case is — which route 
is the most feasible? There can only bo 
one answer, I think, to that question. 
The Tremont and Park street route is 
the natural route, following a natural, 
easy grade. The idea of going up and 
down a lull seems to me to be a ridicu- 
lous one. It has been suggested that wo 
delay in this matter. Delays are always 
costly to the city. There has been too 
much delay in the past in carrying for- 
ward important and necessary improve- 
ments and tbe result has been nu in- 
creased expense to tbe city when the 
work was finally commenced and com- 
pleted. Wbat we desire and what the 
proposed improvement will give us is a 
quick connection with Boston by electric 
oars. It is an improvement that will bo 
of great benefit to tbe people and a wise 
outlay of money, whatever tbe cost. 
There is only odo sentiment in regard to 
the route outside of the men directly 
affected and that sentiment is in favor of 
following tbe Datural grade. As has 
boeu said, delay is likely to breed agita- 
tion. I think wbat the city couucil 
should do is to make the improvement 
and make it at ouce, settliug fairly with 
tbo people whose property interests are 
affected. 

Councilman Ober asked Mr. Goodrich 
for information regarding tbe length of 
tbe two routes. 

Mr. Goodiioh — The Waverley avenue 
route, I think, is a trifle shorter. 

City Engineer Woods was called upon, 
in response to a request of Mr. Crosby, 
to furnish information upon this point. 
He said that thero was a difference of 50 
feet in favor of the Park s leet route. 
Iu answer to further inquiries, he statod 
that the widening on Tremont streot 
would bo mostly on the north side and 
that the widest taking from house lots 
on the other side would be only threo 
feet. 

Mr. Follett at this pniiit introduced tho 
figures ou tho assessed valuation of prop- 
erty, The Park aud Tremont street 
route, lie said, was $105.00; Waverley 
avenue and Washington street $467,300. 

Mr. Goodrich — In giving those figures, 
Mr. Follett, you might have added that 
the area of land was vastly greater ou tho 
line of Waverley avenue aud Washington 
street than in the lots along Park aud 
Tremont street. 

The hearing was closed. 

In concurrence, a big batch of papers 
were acted upon by the common council. 
By invitation, the lower branch joiued 
with the aldermen at the bearing given 
ou tho petition of Mr. Henry F. King, et 
al., for tho widening of Margiu street and 
the straightening of the tracks of tho 
Boston & Albany Railroad through West 
Newton in connection with the Washing- 
ton street improvement.

WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE. 


SOME Oll.IECTIONH AND ANSWERS I1Y REV. 
O. It. MILLER— WOMEN DON’T WANT TO 
VOTE? 


The opponents say that tho groat 
majority of women don’t want to vote, 
and heuce nono should have tho ballot 
until a majority want it. But this same 
argument ckn be used against male suf- 
frage, for official statistics tell us that 
“at Presidential elections, a majority of 
the men vote, hut at our ordinary state 
elections less than half of the men vote; 

At municipal elections much Iohs than 
half vote; and at school elections, when 
they are held separately, only a small 
fraotion of the male voters turn out.” 
At our last state census taken in 1885, 
there were 442,010 “legal potential 
voters,” that is, men who wore eligible 
to register and vote. But that same year 
at tho state election only 200,008 men 
voted, 11,040 loss than half of the men 
voted who could hnvo registered and 
voted. Of course there are more votes 
some years than others, but those pro- 
portions do not vary a great deal from 
year to year. Take our own city of Now- 
ton at our Inst municipal election; only 
about ouo man tn three voted. 

Iu Ward 1, 33 less than half of tho men 
registered, and 254 less than half of the 
men voted. In Ward 2, 87 less than half 
of the men voted; in Ward 3, 181 less; 
in Ward 4, 211 less; in Ward 5, 176 less; 
in Ward 0, 180 less; in Ward 7, 101 less. 

In my own vVard 4 last election 27 less 
than half of the registered men voted; 

15 less than half in precinct 2 (Auburn- 
dale), and 12 less than half in precinct 2, 
(Newton Lower Falls.) In this ward 
less than ono man in tour cared enough 
for the ballot to use it. Yet some of 
tlieso same men stand up and say when 
a majority of tho women want the ballot 
they can have it! Another objection to 
woman’s suffrage is that 

SO MANY BAD WOMEN WOULD VOTE 
and thus overbalance the votes of the 
good women. That is a slander on 
womauhood, for the proportion of good 
women greatly outnumber the evil dis- 
posed women. According to our state 
census of 1885, a little over half of the 
population of Massachusetts are womeu, 
hut only ouo iu live of our criminals are 
women. According to the U. S. census 
of 1890, of the whole number of prison- 
ers in the United States, only one in 13 
is a woman! Does not that speak well 
for women? Iu the light of these facts 
does it seem probable that any grett 
danger is threatened the state if wo give 
the ballot to womeu? 

Another strong fact is that wherever 
the women have had the ballot, that the 
bad women have not used it in anything 
like the proportion of their numbers to 
the better class of womeu. Take tho city 
of Boston in the last four weeks. It is 
interesting to compare tho different 
classes of women as represented by tho 
character of their wards, who registered 
from Sept. 30 to Oct. 16, tho time when 
registration was open to qualify them- 
selves to vote on tho referendum. 

In Ward 6, North End, 8 women 
registered; iu Ward 7, West End, 14; in 
Ward 8, West End, 14; in Ward 13, tough 
end of South Boston, 16. 

Now take four of the best wards of 
Boston: 

In Ward 11. Back Bay, 226 women 
registered: in Ward 21. Roxbury, 274; in 
Ward 23, Jamaica Plain, 309; in Ward 24, 
Dorchester, 376. 

That is, the four worst wards of Bos- 
ton averaged 13, and the four best wards 
averaged 296. Now adding these figures 
to the number of registered women 
whose names were carried over from last 
year, and we have the followiug total 
womou registration for the wards men- 
tioned, who will be oligible to vote on 
the referendum next Tuesday. Nov. 5. 

Ward 6, 35; Ward 7. 32: Ward 8, 76; 
Ward 13, 60; Ward 11,725; Ward 21, 1217; 
Ward 23, 036; Watd 24, 1448. 

Here we see in the total woman’s regis- 
tration in the four worst winds of Boston 
averages 53, and the four best wards 
average 1081. There is a volume of logic 
in those figures. 

There are some people terribly afraid 
of the Catholic woman vote. It may 
allay their fears somewhat to compile 
Wards 13 and 14, tho Catholic and Pro- 
testant wards of South Bostou. In Ward 
13 (Catholic) 60 women are registered; 
iu Wnrd 14 (Protestant) 947 women are 
registered. It has ever been coutrary to 
the policy of the Romau Catholic church 
to encourage its womeu to vote; heuce 
no great dangor is threatened from that 
source. Evou if all the Catholie women 
who are eligible should register and vote 
still the Protestant womou greatly out- 
number them. 

According to the U. S. census of 1890 
iu Suffolk county, whioh includes the 
cities aud towns of Boston, Chelsea. 
Revere and Winthrop. there are 102,313 
commuuioants of the Roman Catholic 
church, aud their contmuuicauts include 
practically their whole population. The 
total population of Suffolk oouuty is 
484,780, thus loaving 292,407 majority 
against the Catholics. Iu the state of 
Massachusetts there woro 614,627 Catho- 
lic oommunicauts. But tho total nopula- 
tion of Massachusetts was 2,238,043. 
Only 36 1-4 per cent, of the population of 
Massachusetts is Catholio. Au expert 
on such statistics says “there are about 

400.000 women eligible to vote in Massa- 
chusetts; among these are 175,000 more 
Protestant Americau women than 
Romau Catholie. Iu Bostou there are 

17.000 moro. 

Take it. simply as to nativity and 
American women greatly outnumber tho 
foreign women. In Massachusetts iu 
1885 there were Americau women able to 
read aud write, 401,305; foreign, 173,025; 
A merman majority. 228,340. 

In Boston iu 1885 there wore American 
women able to read and write (possible 
voters), 67,034; foreign, 50,010; American 
majority, 17,018. 

a man who stood at the registration 
office in Boston several days aud watched 
the registration in 1888, where there was 
so ntuoh excitement ou tho school ques- 
tion, told mu that 3 out of 5 of the 
foreign aud Catholio women who pre- 
sented themselves were rejected because 
they oould not read and write. 

Wo believo that if muuioipal suffrage 
is grunted to womeu that iu a very few 
years, thoy will vote iu a large propor- 
tion us the men, and that the vote of the 
better class of women will ever outnum- 
ber that of the worse ulemout of womeu. 
Hence we urge all voters next Tuesday 
to vote “yes” on the question, “Is it ex- 
pedient that muuioipal suff rage he grant- 
ed to women?

CHICAGO .SCORED. 

IT WAS A HARD TASK FOR THE WE*T- 
KHNERH— IN REALITY OUTPLAYED BY 
NEWTON MJCN— THE VICTOR’S ONLY 
POINT OF SUPERIORITY WAS THE 
WEIGHT OF LINE. 

(From Our Special Correspondent.) 

In a splendidly contested game played 
at tho Cedar street grounds, Newton 
Centre, Saturday afternoon, the Chicago 
A. A. team defeated the Newton A. A, 
olevon by a score of 6 to 0. The only 
touchdown wns made by Brown ten 
seconds before time was called. The 
home team was the strongest placed in 
the field under tho management of tho 
Newtou A. A. this season. It was made 
up principally of old college players aud 
proved a formidable opponent even lor 
the strong Western aggregation. Its 
weakest point was the centre whero 
Cbieago had an excellent man in the 
person of SteveuBou, the main stay of the 
visiting organization. 

There was a disagreement relative to 
calling time. The Newton time keeper 
differed with tho representative of the 
Chicago team and the umpire had, there- 
fore, a knotty poiut to solve. The 
Chicago man used a stop watch and, ac- 
cording to the umpire’s decision, the 
Newton man was 62 seconds out of the 
way. There was a wrangle, too, relative 
to allowing the goal from touchdown, 
t lie Newtou men claiming that it was not 
kicked. 

Newton had tho kick off in the first 
half and by short rushes carried the ball 
down the Chicago’s 3-yard liuo whore it 
was lost on a fumblo. Chicago kept 
buckiug Newton’s centre and managed 
to get the ball down to Newton’s line be- 
fore losing it. Nichols, one of Newton’s 
half-backs, got the leather and made two 
long rushes, carrying it back to the 
centre of the field whero it remained 
until timo was up in the first half. 

In the second half, Chicago worked 
the centre again aud got the ball down 
to Newton’s 5-yard line. Draper kicked 
twice, aflor Newton had obtained the 
hall on fumbles, and then by a run of 50 
yards carried it almost to Chicago’s goal 
from the field. Securing the ball Chicago 
bucked Newton’s centre for the entire 
length of the field. It was held for over 
ten minutes ou Newton’s 5-yard line 
and was finally pushed over by Browu 
for a touchdown. 

Chicago’s chief point of superiority 
was the weight of her line. All her 
gains were made through centre and 
tackles. Stephenson aud Brown were 
the conspicuous stars for the visitors. 
For Newton, the features were the runs 
by Nichols and Draper aud the tackling 
of “Slugger” Mason. Tho teams lined 
up as follows:

Our commerce de- 
pends in a groat measuro upon these 
officials, who aro offen cnlled upon to 
mako roports on matters involving much 
labor, and demanding keonnesa of in- 
sight and good jugdmeut. lie rocalled 
several cases of this nature. The salaries 
now paid are inadequate, and much less 
than other nations pay, so that tho 
American official are at a disadvantage 
in this respect. Mr. Leeson thinks a 
thorough and impartial investigation of 
the needs of this service should be made, 
by competent men, to be followed by 
legislation by Congress, to completely 
reorganize the sorvice to moot the de- 
mands of tho existing nnd prospective 
conditions in our commercial life. There 
iB no doub‘ that the spoils system has 
done us groat injury in the past, and any 
measures to put an end to it would be 
welcomed by all thoughtful people. 


THE CAMPAIGN. 


Tho election next Tuesday will end one 
of tho quietest campaigns Newton has 
ever had. Not a political rally has been 
held within the city limits, and the cam- 
paigners have given us a wide birth. 
Evidently Newton’s position is con- 
sidered so certain that it was not thought 
worth while to waste time here. Still, 
when the political speeches are reported 
so fully in the daily papers, and every 
voter reads one or more, there is really 
not much use of campaign rallies to iu- 
form the voters upon campaign issues. 

Whatever ripple has appeared above 
the surface in Newtou has been due to 
the active efforts of the believers in 
woman suffrage, who liavo held mauy 
meetings and corfducted a lively cam- 
paign, with the purpose of iuducing wo- 
men to rogister. Their efforts have not 
been in vain, as the number of women 
qualified to vote has been largely in- 
creased. 

As far as the general campaign is con- 
cerned, Newtou will give Governor 
Greeuhalge a large majority, probably 
several hundred larger than usual. 

The only other positions about which 
there is any special iuterest are the 
Senatorsbip and the representatives. 
The non-partisan candidate for Seuator, 
Mr. Lawrence Bond, has an especial in- 
terest for Newton people, ns he has 
served the city well in the city council, 
and has been a faithful member of the 


The ordinance forbidding the burning 
of leaves in the public streets does not 
seem to be enforced, as fires bavo been 
noticed ou several streots this week, and 
the smoke nuisauce has been almost un- 
bearable. Fart of it is due to fires in 
backyards, but a great cloud of smoke 
has laid over the city, and smarting eyes 
and throats have been universal. The 
doctors say that tho epidemic of colds 
now so prevalent is due in great measuro 
to the smoke nuisance. The law iu re- 
gard to the street fires should be more 
strictly enforced and there ought to bo 
some way to reach those who keep fires 
burning on their grounds. The burning 
of leaves is such an unbearable nuisance 
every fall, that many think it would be 
much better to cut down all the shade 
trees, and so have no leaves to burn. 
That would be one way to end the ever- 
recurring trouble. There are mauy 
people all over the city made ill by the 
smoke, and even a heavy fall of snow 
would be welcome, as that would clear 
the air for a time. 


The plan proposed by Mr. King and 
and others for the widening of Washing 
ton street at West Newton is conceived 
on a magnificent basis, aud if there was 
money enough in the city troasury it 
might have some prospect of being 
adopted. But all the other villages 
would be jealous if so much money was 
expended there. Outsiders are saying 
that there is no objection to West New- 
ton people makiug any improvements 
they desire, provided they pay for them 
out of their own pockets, but it is hardly 
fair to ask to have such a heavy burdeu 
foisted upon the city. We have a one 
sided street, most of the distance on 
Washington street, but it would not be

How Oujrlit We to Vote.

To the multitude who never raise this 
question, but keep on voting the same 
ticket, year after year, from habit, I hftvo 
nothing to siy.

2. Do uot vote with the Democrats, 
for two reasons. First, because under 
the guise of home rule for cities, they 
are making every offort to surrender 
again to Boston exclusive control over 
matters which arc as vital to the state as 
to the metropolis; and thus to uphold 
the great city in poisoniug the moral 
health of the people. Bad as is tho pres- 
ent condition, such a step would be a 
step backward, which would bring aid 
and comfort to the saloons, brothels, and 
gambling-hells. 

Tho second reason is that the Demo- 
cratic party denies its name by throwing 
its influence against tho enfranchisement 
of half the people. With the elevation 
of woman to equality with man, iu the 
church, in society, in education, and even 
in business, which is progressing so fast, 
there is doubtless coming political 
equality for that half of humanity, but 
when it comes, it will bo iu spite of 
Democratic opposition. 

3. Vote with tho Prohibitionists, for 
two reasons. First, because whether a 
Prohibitionist yourself or not, you are 
interested in securing to every citizen 
his right to the suffrage. By the scan- 
dalous class-legislation of politicians, 
every obstacle is thrown in the way of 
men, I who desire simply the right of ex- 

E ressing their principles at the ballot- 
ox. The caucus acts railroaded through 
tho last legislature are so mysterious 
that no one has yet interpreted them 
into consistency. It may be that wo 
-vJE’rohibitionists are not “a party within 
the meaning of the statute” until wo 
cast three per cent, of the total vote for 
governor. Failing by the merest trifle 
to secure that proportion last year, we 
have to resort to the expensive and 
humiliating method of petition to ob- 
tain the privileges of freetneu of this 
commonwealth. What we ask of 
thoughtful meu who want to see fair 
play is to vote this time for our candi- 
date for governor (that grand man, Ed 
ward Kendall of Cambridge) and so put 
an end to this injustice. 

Second, because the drink question is 
the greatest questiou before the people, 
and Prohibition is the only way to settle 
it right. The Empire state is beiog 
shaken to its foundations on this issue, 
and one thing New York city has done 
is to give the lie to that old bogy that 
Prohibition caunot be euforced against a 
hostile local sentiment. A single man 
that dared to use the power of law has 
succeeded wheie friend and foe alike 
predicted failure. Think it over! New 
York with a quiet, cleau Suuday, the 
workmen’s wages goiug to their wives 
instead of to the grog-shops, the Sunday 
carnival of crime checked by a prohibi- 
tory law, and Massachusetts cringing 
still and saying, ‘it can’t be done.” 
Local option has been tried here for the 
last twenty years, aud we are as badly in 
the ruts as before. Prohibition will 
stop the whole nefarious business, vhe:i 
the people elect men that mean it. Tho 
licensed liquor power constitutes a privi- 
leged class to prey on the prosperity of 
the state. The Prohibition party is the 
party of the people; its motto is, “u i 
class-legislation.” 

I am about to cast my twelfth auuual 
vole for the straight Prohibition ticket, 
in full confidence that the reasons which 
led me to break off from ray old associa- 
tions will iu time convince my neighbors 
also.

BOSTON SOCIETY’S RADICAL INNOVA- 
TIONS AT POKER. 

Deck* of Sixty Canln am! **Rll)fdoodlMP* 
Among I lie Now Feature* — Sympathy 
For I.o*er* ami Lnncheon With “A Wee 
Nip” For All— The Little Kitty. 

Could the Into Minister Sohenck, who 
gave to the world during his diplomatic 
lifo a troatiso on tho fascinating Amori- 
rnn game, attend a modern poker party 
ho wonld certainly declare that tho 
world lias moved backward, in one re- 
spect ot least. 

Very few people ontside certain cir- 
cles of the Back Bay havo any conception 
of tho extent to which poker ploying is 
curried in that soction. Tho whole lo- 
cality is divided into “sets,” and it is 
customary for each one to hold a session 
at, his or her house nearly evory night 
in tho week. 

The nsnal hour for beginning play is 
8 o’clock, and it is customary for the 
ladies to dress for the occasion, while 
tlio gentlemen not infrequently array 
themselves in full ovening costume. 

The standard limit is 10 cents, one 
reason for making it so small being that 
the conscientious shall not feel that they 
aro gambling. It is frequently remarked 
by this ouo and that ono that they have 
not come out for the purpose of mnking 
anything— only to have a social time. 
This statement appears somewhat incon- 
gruous when placed side by side with 
tho look of satisfaction that is notice- 
ablo when a good sized jackpot is tak- 
en in. 

Another foature of society poker is 
the great amount of sympathy expressed 
for the players when the cards are run- 
ning badly and they have been called 
upon to interview the bank for the fifth 
or sixth time. The heaviest dealers in 
sympathy are those who hove tho largest 
stack of chips before them. It does not 
cost anything, aud it is believed by tho 
ones who peddle it out that it will im- 
press tho others with a belief that they 
aro real generous. Bnt a careful observ- 
er will notice as the game progresses 
that tho unlucky ono is always raised 
by those who believe they have the best 
hands, notwithstanding tho size of their 
stacks. 

This is called poker table sympathy 
aud is as shallow and meaningless as 
much of the talk heurd among society 
people. 

Generally there are three hours of 
play, after which the hostess asks her 
guests to a light ropast, consisting of 
sardines, crackers, cheese nud sweet- 
meats. Bottled beer m the favorite bev- 
erage^ bnt there are instances on record 
where something stronger has been in- 
dulged iu. A great many society people 
of both sexes drink rum punch, lemon- 
ade dashed with whisky und plain gin. 

The usual time devoted to refresh- 
ments is 15 minutes, as allure anxious 
to get at the cards again. 

Now tho peculiar features of society 
poker, which are contrary to the “for- 
mula” presented by the lamented 
Scheuck, aro novel aud numerous, and 
while they are readily accepted by nino- 
tenths of those who play just for the 
fun of tho thing, yet the other tenth is 
unalterably opposed to them, but, act- 
ing in accordance with the principle 
that the majority should rule, all offorts 
to have the game rid of them have been 
abortive. 

The most pain that the small minor- 
ity experiences in playing the evoluted 
game is when the 60 card decks are 
brought in. It frequently happens that 
seven and eight players aro present at a 
sitting, aud when everybody “stays” 
tho cards fall short, which necessitates 
gathering np the “dead wood” and fill- 
ing out tlio hands from it. There is n 
woll grounded superstition that these 
discards havo been robbed of everything 
of value, aud that to draw from them is 
equivalent to throwing the chips into a 
redhot stove. To in a measure meet 
these exigencies 1 1 and 12 spot cards 
have been added, making the pack con- 
sist of 00 cards instead of 52. Those 
who havo been uccustomed to play at the 
clubs, whore the game^ still retains all 
its Scheuckian purity, have a chill 
when they find these obtrusive cardB are 
to confront them. 

Another innovation is tho “riugdoo- 
dlo. ” Where tho word originated is a 
mystery fully as deep as the practice it 
desiguates. 

A riugdoodle is declared when a hand 
has boon culled und fours ure shown. 
Then follows a round of jack pots, 
the holder of the winning hand starting 
them. Blue chips are put np to corre- 
spond with tho number of players. Of 
coarse this makes a heavy drain on the 
stacks which have been lowered through 
the evening by ill luck, aud if the own- 
er of one of these happens to be uu op- 
ponent of the riugdoodle, he goes off on 
a long dissertation on how tho game was 
once played. Of course a round of jack 
pots would bo equivalent to a riugdoo- 
dle, but it comes easier to some players 
to pay on the installment pluu. 

It has now become tho custom to 
make a discount of one red chip for ev- 
ery jack pot. Although this is a pretty 
heavy rake off, yet it all comes buck to 
the pluyers just before the wind up for 
;he evening. 

When time has crept on toward mid- 
night, tho keeper of the kitty announces 
that a round of consolation jucks will 
be played. The chips are divided into a 
number of piles corresponding with the 
number of players, aud the extras are 
placed in the center of the table with 
the individual contributions. 

When society plays poker, there is al- 
ways u big supply of curds on hand. If 
luck runs badly for u pluyor a now pack 
is demanded, but it is rurely fortune 
changes her plaus. 8he names the unfor- 
tuuute ones before the gume starts, aud 
no form of device will bring about an 
alteration iu her programme. — Boston 
Herald.

THE INDIAN FAIR. 

TO UK 1IKLI) IN NEWTON CENTRE 
NOV. 0 AND 7. 

In view of tho fnir to be hold In the 
Associates’ Hull at Newton Centre, Nov. 
0 nnd 7, in aid of the department of 
Indian libraries and industries, one of 
tho departments in an association which 
has its branches from Maine to California 
and is constantly extending its lines. 
One naturally asks what is the purpose 
aud what the work of this association? 

Its objeot is in evory possible way to 
bring out the Indian from bis degrada- 
tion and to give him his place among 
other American citizens, some of whom 
come trom foreign homes but littlo less 
degraded than his. No department of 
this association brings about n closer 
connection between Indians thcmflelves 
and those who desire to holp them than 
that of the Indian libraries and indus- 
tries. 

This work was started in tho spring of 
1890 by Frances C. Sparhawk whoso ex- 
perience nt Carlisle had taught her bow 
insufficient it was to send young Indians 
to school for a few years, and then leavo 
them eutirely to their own resources up- 
on reservations, mauy of which aro bar- 
barous. The help that parents give 
young white people to get a start in life, 
these youug Iudians need quito as much. 
But their parents and friends aro iu uo 
position to help them ; interest and aid 
must come from outside. 

Emerson says that men aro like en- 
dogens and grow from within outwardly. 
To stimulate these young Iudians, to in- 
spire them with higher ideals aud to 
help towards realizing these by bringing 
them into direct personal intercourse 
through personal correspondence, if in 
no other way, with earnest and high- 
minded white people, Iras been from tho 
outset the aim of this department of 
libraries and industiies. Miss Sparhawk 
felt that these peoplo who had known 
personally tho worst of the whites should 
know some of the best, and be knowu 
by them, that through personal relations 
prejudices on both sides would soften, 
and the way be opened for a larger work, 
that of helping them iuto self support 
under favorable conditions, a work al- 
ready opened under tho ludian Indus- 
tries Longue, (an outgrowth of this de- 
partment) of which sho is secretary. 

The objeot of the department ther, 
an object strongly endorsed by Gen. 
Thos. J # Morgan, when commissioner of 
ludiau Affairs, aud also by his successor, 
by the Molionk Conference, and by 
ludian workers in the field, is by litera- 
ture, by correspondeuce, by intercourse 
as direct as possible, with the educated 
ludiau and the ludian schools. There 
are over ninety government schools to 
got at the ludiau aud draw him iuto a 
better life. 

In all directions the Indian work is 
opening. .The Iudians were self support- 
ing when we found them; through us 
they have becomo dependent. It be- 
longs to us to lead them into a larger 
aud better independence than they have 
ever known, that of a Christian civiliza- 
tion. It is for this object, that tho de- 
partment of Libraries and Industries is 
working. 

The fair to be held iu Associates Hall, 
Newton Centro, on the afternoon and 
evenings of Nov. 0 and 7, will present 
many charming features, thanks to the 
great interest and kindness of the ladios 
and gentlemen of Newton Centre, who 
are helping in it, with a heartiness 
worthy of the cause. The tables for 
household articles, faucy, art, books, 
dolls, will be full of attractions for 
Christmas buyers. The booth of home 
made candy will prove a fascination to 
more than young people. Not the least 
interesting will he an Indian table show- 
ing chiefly, the work of youug Indians 
at the schools, but also something of 
tlieir native work. 

Refreshments will be served in tho 
small hall. A varied program of enter- 
tainment will be giveu.

Protests Against City Expenses. 

To the Editor or the Graphic:— 

When it was announced that the tax 
rate of this year was no larger than 
$14.00, there was a general feeling of re- 
lief, as some uneasiness bad been felt 
thnt the many schemes of improvements, 
iu the way of boulevards, street widou- 
ings, sewerage, school bouses aud other 
projects, requiring large appropriations, 
90 readily voted through the city coun- 
cil, the tax rate would go to au unpre- 
cedented figure for the city of Newton; 
but wbeu tbo taxpayers, aud especially 
those in Ward 2, receive their tax bills, 
they found that while tho rate bad boeu 
kept down, tbo tax bills were “sky 
high,” and it was evident that the asses- 
sors knew wbat was expected of them; 
the result was a general marking up in 
valuations, iu many cases, to a higher 
figure than the property would sell for. 
We loaru in one case where tbo assessed 
valuation is 38 pur cent above the price 
at which tho owner has been offering to 
soil, without (lndiug a buyer. Is it not 
time our city fathers should call a halt iu 
city expenditures ami give us a chance 
to grow, before they enter into any more 
now projects? If they keep ou at tho 
rate of the past two or three years, pro- 
spective citizens will conclude that the 
cost of living iu Newton is too high, ami 
muuy that we now havo will bo obliged 
to find a less expensive home. Already 
we find ou our owu street, oue fourth of 
all the residences for sale, ami no oue 
Hueius auxious or willing to buy. We 
are uot finding fault with tho wideuiug 
of Washington street., or thebuilding of 
Commonwealth avenue, but we maintain 
thut we now have as heavy a load as wo 
can well carry, aud it is time our city 
fathers gave the taxpayers a rest from 
auy further iuoreusud assessments,

An Independent Candidate. 

(Boston Herald.) 

There is to be a lively campaign in the 
2d Middlesex district. At the request of 
a number of Republicans and Demo- 
crats of the distriot— that is, such citi- 
zens as Admiral Kimberly and Messrs. 
Frederick M. Stone, James C. Melvin, 
Arthur T. Lyman, George A. Walton, 
Richard M. Saltoustall, Jo.-eph R. Smith, 
W. P, Plimpton, James H. Nickerson, D. 
C. Heatb, Thomas B. Fitzpatrick aud 
James B. Tolman — a well knowu resi- 
dent of Newton and motnber of the Suf- 
folk bar, Mr. Lawrence Bond, has con- 
sented to run ou nomination papers as a 
non-partisan candidate for tbo Senate. 
Although the 2d Middlesex district bus a 
nominal Repuolicau majority of about 
2500, Hon. James P. Niles, the Repub 
lican candidate uow running for a re 
election, was elected when he ran last 
wimer for office by a bare majority of 
nineteen votes. The reason why Mr. 
Niles, who is a dentist iu Watertown, 
suffered such a falling off from the party 
strength was because ot his woll kuown 
A. P. A. affiliations. His politioal pro- 
motion has been chiefly due to the secret 
aclivity of this orgauizatiou, and he is 
n cognized to be one of those who in the 
future are likely to cause the Republican 
party iu Massachusetts a great deal ot 
trouble. Senator Hoar’s statement, 
apropos to corporations, that “When- 
ever in any legislative district of tho 
state the Democrats have a candidate 
who on the whole is fitter to be trusted 
with tho coutrol of corporations than his 
Republican competitor, I will conseut 
that tho people may vote for him,” can 
readily be paraphrased by those who 
read between tho lines iuto the statement 
that wheuever a better candidate than 
the Republican candidate, in this all im- 
portant matter of religious proscription, 
is put up, it is the duty of Republicans, 
who value the future of their state and 
tho weltare ot their own party, to sup- 
port him rathet than the regular party 
candidate. Mr. Bond stands ou a uou- 
partisau platform, which appeals for 
religious liberty, demauds the extirpa- 
tion of a corrupt lobby, calls for such 
regulations of quasi-public corporations 
as will secure fixed and stable franchises, 
while requiring from them just compen- 
sation for privileges granted, aud in- 
dorses Gov. Greenbalge’s efforts, through 
his veto, to uphold civil service reform. 
This, and au insistence on the desirability 
of home rule iu the cities of the Com- 
monwealth, with a knowledge of public 
affairs acquired by service iu both 
branches of the Newton tuuuicipal gov- 
ernment aud the school board of that 
city, teud to make him a man in whom 
the voters ot tho district have the right 
to feel great confidence. With the 
Democratic nomination that lias been 
given him, Mr. Uoud cannot fail to make 
a good run, aud possibly a successful 
oue.

Wheu l coutrast these names with 
those at the bead of tbe Appeal for Man 
Suffrage. I do not think we need feel 
alarmed.

Mayor Bothfeld has written a letter to 
the voters of Newton declining to accept 
another term as mayor. The news haa 
thrown the politics of the city into great 
confusion, as every one was so well 
satisfied with the mayor that no other 
candidate was thought of, and there 
would have been no contest to speak of, 
even if there had been an opposition 
candidate. 

Mayor Bothfeld’s health is the reason 
for bis actioD, as it has been seriously 
affected by the arduous duties that have 
devolved upon him, and last Friday 
night he had to give up and take to his 
bed. His coedition, while not danger- 
ous at present, is so serious that his 
physicians told him plainly that he must 
have some relief from his duties, if he 
expected to be a well man, and as he had 
seriously thought of giving up public 
life for some time, but had been over- 
persuaded by citizens who felt that he 
was too good an official to lose, he de- 
cided to retire from office at the end of 
the present year. He is now suffering 
from bronchial pneumonia and other 
troubles, the result of overwork, and has 
been unable to sit up or to see any call- 
ers, and his physicians say that he will 
be fortunate if he is able to get ont in a 
week more.

His letter is as fol- 
lows: 

To the Voters of Newton : 

By the advice of my physician and 
through a just regard for my family and 
my business interests, I am forced to de- 
cline to be a candidate for renominatioQ 
to tbe mayoralty. 

This decision has been reached after 
full and careful consideration of the 
obligations which may be thought to 
rest upon me in view of the important 
work inaugurated this year. As the re- 
sult of several years of agitation the 
popular demand, as voieed at the last 
election, was that the city council should 
take definite action upon the great ques- 
tions ot the abolition of grade crossings 
and the widening of Washington street. 
The demand has beeu met.

present administration has been accom- 
plished. 

Tbe duties which the mayor has been 
called upon to discbsiga have, through 
a comoination of circumstances, been 
peculiarly burdensome, and I c*u see no 
prospect that another year will make 
them less so. While 1 have in conse- 
quence been compelled to make serious 
sacrifices, both physically and financially, 
which niu-t justify this letter, 1 shall 
ever feel fully compensated ther«for bv 
the remembrance of tbe cordial and 
earnest support which you have given 
me during the five years that I have 
set yeti you in tbe several positions in the 
city government.

LITTLE INTEREST IN ELECTION RETURNS 
— APPLETON STREET Jl EARING— JOHN 
JOYCE’S BTAIiLK— A LONG LIST OF 

hearings. 


The board of aldermen met Tuesday 
night to receive electiou returns and 
transact other business. There was uo 
crowd around City Hall to watch re- 
turns, and apparently no oue felt any 
doubt about the result. The reading of 
the returns occupied seveial hours and 
it was so late before the meeting was 
over that all the oars had stopped run- 
ning and the members hud to be sent 
home in carriages. 

APPLELON STREET HEARING. 

The first hearing was on the laying 
out of Applelou street, between Austin 
street aud Otis stieet, and u very lively 
opposition to the plaus of the city was 
developed. 

Mrs. D. C. Heath, who has done so 
much to get Appletou street changed 
from a lane into a stieet wide enough 
for a thoroughfare, was the first speak- 
er, aud read her protest, in which she 
described the great amouut of work by 
private individuals, who had contributed 
time aud money to secure a handsome I 
avenue, the ouly oue uot blocked by 
stieet cars between Centre and Chestnut 
streets, leading from the North side of 
the tracks to the new boulevard. Citi- 
zens had given laud, and also money to 
st cure the improvement. From Austiu 
stieet to liighlaud avenue, the city hud 
made a change in the plan to accommo- 
date Mr. Chase’s cow-shed, aud this 
change leaves a strip of laud lo feet 
wide, next to Mr. Merrill, which the 
citizens have paid for, aud which Mr. 
Merrill does uot want, aud it will be of 
uo use to any oue. 

Mr. Fraucis A. Duusou said the change 
was an unwarranted oue, aud the stiip 


on the east side would bo of uo use to 
any one. The improvement was one of 
the greatest ever undei taken in Ward 
Two, as it changed the old laue known as 
Murray street into a broad thoroughfare. 
He sympathized with Mr. and Mrs. 
Chapman aud Mr. I’pham, but the great- 
est good to the greatest number was 
the principle to be considered in making 
public improvements, aud tburigbUof 
private individuals must give way. The 
street ought to be laid out in a straight 
hue. 

Mr. Chapman said it seemed to him 
that an autopsy was being held on the 
action taken a year ago. He was inter- 
ested in the Louise A. Chapman estate, 
and they did not wish ihe throng of 
people who were expected on the street 
to pass right under their windows. It 
was the first street the city had ever 
built, us before streets were accepted it 
was usual for them to be built aud ready 
to use before being accepted. They 
should claim heavy damages, if their 
laud wuh touched, an 1 the widening was 
not needed now and would uot bo for ten 
years. Not time teams a day, aside 
from city caits and grocery wagons, 
passed through the street, aud they 
should claim three times what the land 
was worth for damages. 

Mr. Appletou represented Mr. Chase, 
and said the latter had filed a claim for 
(rial by jury, in time to save his lights. 
Mr. Chase was uii eusy man to settle 
with, and when the street was carried 
over the tracks to Lowell street there 
would have to be a curve, and it might 
as well he at this place as ut any other. 
The park planned there was uot of much 
accouut and it might be done away 
w ith. 

Mrs. Heath said that Worcester stieet 
could not be abandoned on account of 
the costly improvements in the street in 
the way of sewers, pipes aud drains. 
Lowell street was a 50 foot street, and 
Appleton stieet ought lo be made the 
same. By the change there was a useless 
stiip in froul ol the Merrill, Matthews 
and Chase estates, bbe also gave the 
list of some of the contributions to the 
improvement aud said that it was impos- 
sible to move Appletou street to the 
westward. 


Mr, Chapman thought hia land and 
Mr. Chase's might remain as they were 
for the present. Tho oity bad expended 
$11,000 in construction on the street nnd 
still more was needed. The whole 
scheme was promised would cost the 
city only $10, (NX) aud now they have only 
got as far as Otis streot. 

Mrs. Chapman thought a little curvo 
would answer every purpose and would 
not injure the street. The bearing, after 
more desultory remarks from all sidos, 
was closed. 

mr. Joyce’s stable. 

A hearing was given on the application 
of John Joyoe to build a stablo 17x15 
feet on his lot on Thornton street. 

Mr. S. L. Powers represented Mr, 
Joyco and gavo tho history of Mr. Joyco’s 
famous struggle with the board of 
health, which set out to proven t bis 
keeping more than four horsos, tho num- 
ber allowed by law, in his stable, which 
bus accommodations for more than a 
dozon. Uo bought tho placo 10 years 
ago, which has an acre and a half of 
land. The board of health gavo him tho 
contract to remove ashes, put him under 
bonds to do tho work, and knew lie 
would need a largo number of horses and 
had to keep them in this stable, aud then 
turns round and tells him that be can 
not have a license to keep more than 
four horses; has him in court on a com- 
plaint, and when he appealed the higher 
court tells him tho hoard of health is 
supremo under the law of 1S90. When 
he appeals from this to test the constitu- 
tionality of the law, ho wishes to do 
something to protect the horses from tho 
weathor, as they are now kept in a shed, 
and ns the result of tho appeal will prob- 
ably not bo known for six months any- 
way, he wishes to observe the law and 
houco applies to you for license to build 
n stable on his land. Only ouo person 
objects and his houses are on another 
street, hut he has signatures to a peti- 
tion for tho stable from all the other resi- 
dents in tho viciuity. The doctors say 
tho stable is not a nuisance, that no sick- 
ness is caused by it, aud the hoard of 
health does uot touch another stable 
within a stone’s throw that keeps 150 
horses. Uo though tho main troublo 
was that the ageut of the board 
of health, Mr. Brimblecom, was 
not on cordial, visiting relations, with 
Mr. Joyce and some friction resulted 
from this. 

He exhibited a plan of tho land aud 
stablo. 

Dr. Curtis of tho board of health said 
that tho board had only taken action in 
response to complaints. If the law was 
decided to be unconstitutional there 
would be no need of the extra stable. 

Mr. Powers thought that the horses 
now kept in the open shed would have 
to suffer all winter if they waited for 
that. 

The bearing thuu closed. 

OTHER HEARINGS. 

No one appeared at the hearing on 
concrete walk on Edinboro street; ou the 
layiug out of Commonwealth avenue 
near Seaverns street; on taking laud for 
sewer on Birch Hill; on sewer ou private 
way oil' Edinboro stieet. 

Keudall & Stevens asked for licenso to 
build a stablo for Stephen Greene on 
Centro street and hearing was set for 
Nov. 18. 

Ellon Canfield claimed $65 for dam- 
ages from negligence of the sewer do 
partment which flooded her cellar. Re- 
ferred to chairman of sewer committee. 

The N. E. Telephone Co. accepted the 
location granted them on Lake street 
and Myrth aveuue. 

Mary E.’.IIoward called attention to the 
use of her land by tho city without her 
cousont, for which she would hold city 
responsible. Referred to street com- 
mittee. 

John S. Cole petitioned for repayment 
to him of overcharges for connecting his 
house ou Langley road with the sewer. 

The Y. M. C. A. asked for Iicouse to 
attach sign boards to trees iu Newtou- 
ville aud Newton Centre. Granted, pro- 
vided posts are used iu place of trees. 

Harley A. Smith and Frank A. Cham- 
berlain were granted an honorable dis- 
charge from the lire department. 

H. W. Williams and Wilfred Racke- 
tuauu were appointed special policemen 
for duty at Hemlock Gorge. 

Alderman Degen was appointed on the 
public property committee to succeed 
Alderman Bullard, resigned. 

The N. & W. Gas Company asked for 
permit for poles and wires on Suffolk 
road and Kingsbury street, and a hear- 
ing was granted for Nov. IS at 8.20 p. m. 

Nancy Bailey was grauted leave to 
withdraw ou claim for damages. 

The order for tho city election was 
passed.

Washington street, some 38 square feet. 

F. W. Emerson and others asked for 
concrete walks on Bowdoin street.

Au order was passed for concrete walk 
on Hyde street, in front of premises of 
L, A. Ross, et al. 

An order was passed discontinuing a 
portiou of Murray Htreet. 

An order was passed for the laying out 
and acceptance of Claremont street 
under the betterment act.

L. E Collin, et al. A heating was ap- 
pointed for Nov. 18.

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A Few Hensons Why Gymnasiums nre 
A Necessity With Growing 
Civilization. 

A papor read by Mis* M. Caroline Wilson be- 
fore the Watertown Monmn'e Club, October 7, 

1899. 

All the evidence we lmve of primitive 
mnn implies a constant Htriigglo with 
natural forces, and wild beasts, and sav- 
age foos that must have severely taxed 
his physical strength and ondurance. 

Within historic times, the progiess of 
civiliz ition has always dnponded upon 
the overcoming of matorial obstacles. 
Forco mot force, and the energy and 
strength required in cloaring forests, 
breaking! up ground, laying out roads 
aud in building up towns and cities, with 
their myriad trades and industries, have 
given energy and strength to the masses 
m return tor their efforts. The pioneers 
of a new country are invariably a hardy 
peoplo and few suffer for want of physi- 
cal activity. As the country beoomes 
settled, divisiou of labor sends some to 
the fields, others to the workshop, others 
to the office and desk, and so on through 
all the diverse metbods of employment, 
until wo find men scarcely usiug muscles 
enough to keep them in a healthy con- 
dition. 

Thoso are some of the circumstances 
and chaugos of environment which have 
led to variations from the normal phy- 
sique in the pnst and will lead to still 
further variations in the future. Under 
such a regime, tbo muscles become atro- 
phied or wasted away, the vital orgaus 
become enfeebled nnd man enters upon a 
state of physical deterioration. 

This is exactly wlmt is taking place to- 
day in our great cities aud among a 
certain portion of our rural communities. 
The only remedy is a more intimate con- 
tact with nature, a rot uni to simpler 
modes of life, or the universal establish- 
ment of artificial methods of physical 
training. Older civilizations have recog- 
nized this need; the Greeks, the Romans, 
the Egyptians all had their gymnasiums 
and athletic sports. 

The Spartan woman was not allowed 
to marry until she had given evidence of 
her proficiency in gymnastics. In speak- 
ing of a man, we use tbo term in the uni- 
versal sense, including woraau. 

As history has shown us that mau at- 
tains the highest state of physical do 
velopment in the primitive manner of 
living, where his environment forced 
him in his struggle for existence to keep 
all bis muscles in constant use, so Doctor 
Sargent, in lookiug over the records of 
the college students he had examined, 
found those who had been accustomed to 
walk long distances to school aud to 
spend portions of the year doing manual 
labor, geuerally showed a superior phy- 
sique, unless the work had been excessive 
aud begun at too early a period. The 
doctor then devised a system of exercises 
in the gymuasium, resembling actual 
labor, to * accomplish the same fesults, 
and in this way supplement the deficien- 
cies of one’s occupation and to develop 
him where ho is weak. 

I have referred to Dootor Sargent’s 
methods because they seem to be best 
adapted to the American temperament, 
while this matter has received atteutiou 
from educational men from the time of 
Benjamin Franklin tothepreseut time. 

Professor Harris, a commissioner of the 
National Board of Education, says:— “If 
Doctor Sargent’s work were expuuged 
from the field of gymnastics, it would be 
found that Ameiica’s original contribu- 
tions to the cause of physical training 
have been lamentably few. Butwirh his 
inventions, America is able to make a 
very respectable showing of originality. 
His ‘chest weights,’ in their various 
forms, and his other machines in the 
American gymnasium give it an individ- 
uality and a national character that it 
would otherwise lack.” 

A glance at some of the physiological 
workings of the body confirms some of 
the previous observations. The blood 
carries the nouiisbment and oxygen to 
all the tissues of the body, the circula- 
tion also picks up the waste aud elimi- 
nates it through the skin, lungs, renal 
orgaus and part of the intestiual system. 
The lungs, while in a state of rest, breathe 
with but a small part of tbeir breathing 
surface, work with their eutire surface 
as soon ns the chest is expanded, and the 
change of gas becomes the greater, the 
oftcuer we breathe in the same space of 
time. Thus the breathing capacity of 
the lungs while the muscles are aolively 
employed may be twelve, fifteen, aud 
even twenty times greater than wheu 
they are in a state of rest. 

As a rule only about oue half of the 
oxygen which adheres to the red blood 
corpuscles that circulate in our veins is 
consumed while the organs nre in a state 
of rest. The heart, too, increases its ac- 
tivity in a double manner. It carries a 
greater circulation of the blood by in- 
creasing the contraction iu a given lime 
to its highest limits, and by pressing a 
greater quantity of blood into the 
arteries at every contraction. 

The muscle consists of fine fibres, each 
fibre is wrapped in a uetwork of tine 
blood capillaries; wheu the muscle tissue 
is in a state of rest for too long a period, 
these fibres waste away aud other parts 
suiter iu consequence. If contracted 
regularly aud forcibly, the blood circu- 
lates more quickly through it bringing a 
larger amount of nutrition aud oxygen. 
The chemical ebauge or oxidation which 
takes place iu active muscle is a break- 
ing down of old tissue aud building up 
new in larger quantities. Therefore it 
is uecessary that, the muscles should be 
regularly and forcibly contracted, iu 
older that the blood, wliioh is the collec- 
tion aud delivery vehiolo of the body, 
may be enabled to make more trips 
carrying larger quantities of building 
material aud removing more thoroughly 
the waste matter of the body, and that 
the muscle by work, may increase its 
power to do the work. 

Muuy peoplo s. y that they do uot care 
for muscular sueugtli, but want to 
strengthen the heart, lungs, and vital 
orgaus, unmindful of the fact that the 
only way wo can influence these orgaus 
is through the aotiou of the muscles. 

Physical training is most important 
during the growing period, as the 
muscles and vital orgaus do uot grow iu 
size or structure much after that lime. 
Iu the years betweeu twelve aud eigh- 
teen uo organ shows such proportionate 
growth us the heart aud lungs. If these 
orgaus do uot receive the proper atten- 
tion at tliis time it necessarily follows 
that the geueral development and power 
of resistance of the bodv will be imper- 
fect throughout life. What is neglected 
iu these years oan uot bo made good 
later. Then, too, tho teusiou of the will, 
required to perform properly ike require- 
ments of school discipline ami lustrum 
tiou is such as to withdraw the nervous 
energy from thoso groat centres of secre- 
tiou aud circulation, of the stomach, the 


heart, the kidneys, the liver, the lungs, 
sowing seeds of indigestion, renal weak- 
ness, liver complaint, and constipation. 
To remedy these evils a system of artifi- 
cial cxerciso is necessary. 

Auother serious evil met witli in the 
school room is the ill-fitted chair and 
desk. A pupil is seated according to his 
per cent, or deportment, regardless of 
whether the chnir is too high or too low 
for him, tho seal too long or too short, 
the desk too near, too high, or too low. 
The great amount of writing required 
with faulty positions and ill-fitting furni- 
ture combine to produce lateral curva- 
ture, imperfect vision, aud a serious 
cramping of tbo vital organs. With all 
tiiesu serious tendencies of the school 
room, we wonder tho girl does not de- 
velop into tho rugged young woman of 
our grandmothers’ day. The wonder is 
that site develops at ail. 

A move is being made in the right di- 
rection, howover. Vertical scrip is being 
adopted, and a chair end desk have been 
devised, by the Germans and French, 
which is adjustable to a child of any 
height. The Boston school board have 
already begun this change of school 
furnituro. 

Tho gymnasium is quite as necessary 
to supplement the social life of the 
young lady who fills her time with social 
duties, interspersed with fatiguing hours 
of practice aud thoso accomplishments 
winch tax tho nerves to the utmost and 
loav-t no time for those recreations which 
build up and rostoro the wasted energy. 
The same is true of the older woman. 
Ller cares are increased and with anvanc- 
iug years there is more or less sluggish- 
ness of tho system. She needs gentle 
muscular stimulation to overcome these 
tendencies aud renew her youth. The 
wash-tub, sweeping, cleaning paint nud 
washing iloorR are iu tho most beneficial 
pints of the domestic work. Tho head 
of the family, however, lias neither time 
nor strength for such laborious work, 
but she keeps the care and nervous strain 
of the family, housekeeping aud social 
duties; therefore she should go to the 
gymuiiHium for a homeopathic dose of 
tho wash-tub exercise. The result of 
which is an exhilarated, rested feeling, 
with a good muscular force to support 
tho nervous straiu. 

You may hear people say that such 
and such a person lives iu a very un- 
hygienic manner, works bard, yot is well 
aud vigorous. This person has simply 
inherited from her ancestors a largo bank 
account of uerve and muscular force, 
from which she can draw ad libitum 
without overdrawing her account. But 
a large pait of the community having a 
smaller bank account, must replace tho 
nerve aud muscular foice as soon as ex- 
pended. 

These are a few reasons, and many 
more could bo given if time permitted, 
but enough has been said to show that 
t lie exercising of the body is an impera- 
tive necessity of modern times.

LONDON SQUARES. 

Some of the Quaint Breathing Spots In 
the KngliHli Metropolis. 

Some of these are quaint and charm- 
ing enough, being mostly laid out in the 
Dutch fashion. Golden square, near 
Regent street ; Red Lion and Queen 
squares, in Bloomsbury, are capital 
specimens. Tho first, though so close to 
Regent street, might bo a dozen miles 
away. There is a welcome unkempt- 
ness; the grass is rank and wild; there 
are old trees ranged ronud its border in 
a symmetrical way. The houses round 
are picturesque, because each is distinct. 
It is given over to commission agents, 
merchants and trade generally, yet 
within bnt a few years it was a place of 
genteel residence, like a usual square, 
and we find tho late Cardinal Wiseman 
living iu a substantial mansion here. 
Dickeus, it will be remembered, placed 
Ralph Nieklebv’s honso here, which is 
described on the occasion of the party to 
Sir Frederick and Sir Mulberry as hav- 
ing almost palatial apartments and the 
richest furniture. As wo wander round, 
wo are struck with tho melancholy tone 
of the inelosuro, yet everything seems 
brisk enough, but it belongs to the old 
world. 

The square itself is very attractive 
aud original, with a sort of Dutch or 
foreign air. Wo note the fine trees which 
shelter it all ronud iu symmetrical 
lines aud the Roman warrior sort of 
statue iu the center, arrayed in full 
armor and representing Georgo IL The 
grass and walks are laid out with a cer- 
tain free and easy carelessness that is 
very acceptable and contrasts with the 
trim, shaven, soulless treatment of mod- 
em squares. Altogether a visit to Gold- 
en square will interest. 

Berkeley square every oue knows. 
Yet it lias an extraordinary sympathetic 
attraction from its grass and fine shad- 
ing old trees. No one, we may be sure, 
has noted that these leafy putriarchs 
seem to range iu two rows down tiie 
middle, like an avenue. The faot is, it 
was the demesne of the lawn iu front 
of the old Berkeley House, which stood 
at the back of Devonshire House. The 
mansions round are very fiuo, aud the 
iron work, railings, etc., are all admired 
and to bo udinired. There are some 
queer things to be told ubout squares, 
for instance, that there was a Geueral 
Strode who lmd a mania for setting up 
statues iu squares at his own expense. 
We lmve seen equestrian statues in 
Leicester si pi a re propped up witli a 
broomstick, with portions broken away. 
— Gentleman’s Muguzine. 


Rev. Georgo W. Shinn, rector of Grace 
church, this city, began last Sunday 
evening in St. James’ church, Massachu- 
setts avetiuo, Cambridge, a series of sei- 
mons on “Modern Substitutes for 
Christianity.” 

I propose, said he, in tho course of 
these addresses, lo consider the systems 
known under the names of Socialism, 
Christian Science, Theosophy and Spirit- 
ualism, for all these systems have a bear- 
ing upon the religious life. We hoar, he 
continued, the Socialist declaring that 
the Christian church is uot tbo friend of 
tlio workingman, at tho samo time that 
the Christian Scientist dismisses the 
physician and determines to rely on men- 
tal healing, while the Tbeosophist claims 
that he lias something older and grander 
than Christianity, and tho Spiritualist 
tells us of revelations ,of an unseen 
world. There are undoubtedly excellent 
features iu all these four movements. 
Socialism represents one plinse of Christ- 
ian brotherhood ;(:hristiau Science stands 
for tho superiority of the soul over the 
body; Theosophy suggests, even where 
it does not tench, some of the fundamen- 
tal facts of the Divine existence, and 
Spiritualism reminds us that the dead 
are still living iu another sphere. 

Socialism, again, is a protest against 
the Hcllishness of modern society; Christ- 
ian Science, Theosophy and Spiritualism 
are also protests against the materalism 
of tho nge. Still, I claim that any good 
element which is m any one or them, and 
all good elements which arc in all of 
them, are found in Christianity. 

It is true that there are serious minds 
among those who have been led away 
from Christianity by these systems, yet 
there aro also impressionable people in 
their following — persons who rush from 
oue “ism” to another, always in 
search of something new, never knowing 
quite what they are seeking and never 
staying long anywhere. Then there aro 
people who aro making use of the credul- 
ity of others for their own profit — trick- 
sters, for whom 1 have a great contempt. 
Aud there is still auother class for whom 
I have nothiug but pity— those who are 
turning away from the church, nnd find- 
ing in these “isms” something more 
satisfactory than the answers which God 
himself has vouchsafed to give on these 
groat problems. 

Some of the changes proposed by So- 
cialism are very desirable, but others are 
of questionable favor, while still others 
are subversive of all order. There is no 
likelihood, for example, that society can 
ever be reconsti ucted upon a basis other 
than that of the family. Community 
life destroys the family, and the removal 
of all competition would give a death 
blow to efforts at improvement. To 
carry paternalism to its legitimate con- 
sequences would put a premium upou 
laziness aud iutflictency. 

Dr. Shinn deplored the antagonistic 
attitude of many Socialists to the Christ- 
ian church, urging that there was no 
more powerful agency for bringing about 
reforms than that church. He also c >u 
demued the luxurious lives and expendi- 
tures of rich people, often made possible 
at the price of the laborers’ degradation 
and suffering, aud resulting in the linger 
of scorn being pointed at the chinch. 
His closing word was to urge that men

Newton & Needham Street Railroad. 

Newtou Centre, Nov. 0, 189.7. 
To the Kditor of the Graphic:— 

As there seems to be some opposition 
to the proposed line of the Newtou & 
Needham Street Railway Co. through 
Paul street and over ihe Cypress or In- 
stitution aveuue bridges, why could uot 
the line go straight to Newlou Centre by 
way of Ceutre street? Grade crossmgs 
are agaiust the state law; then make the 
street railroad put up an iron frame- 
work over Ihe Albany’s track for their 
line. The rest of the traffic could keep at 
grade as at present. I understand it is 
to be a oue track road aud tor a small 
nmouut, I am uot an engineer, but should 
say four or live thousand dollars or less, 
they could build a good substantial 
viaduct.

MAYOR BOTHFELD DECLINES. 


None but expressions of regret are 
heard that Mayor Bothfeld has declined 
to accept a renomiuation. While it is wise 
for him to decide that his health is a 
matter of the first importance, it is a 
misfortune to the city to be deprived of 
the services of so able, independent and 
conscientious an ofiicial. The confidence 
felt in him has been so great, that the j 
city council has loyally supported him in , 
every question that has come up, and the 
responsibility has beon an unusually 
heavy one during the past yoar, as the 
important improvements that were be- 
fore the couucil demanded the closest 
attention and watchfulness on the part 
of the Mayor.

He is 
an expert in real estate matters, which 
would be of great advantage to a Mayor 
the coming year, and he has every quali- 
fication for the office. He has a business 
like way of pushing things along, which 
would be of great importance in meet- 
ings of the board of aldermen, which aro 
apt to stretch out to midnight uuless the 
Mayor is decided and keeps things going. 
Mayors Bothfeld, Fenno and Hibbard 
had this quality, and the board has been 
kept right down to business of late 
years. There are many others who 
might be mentioned, but so far no 
special boom for any one candidate has 
been developed. The office has so many 
duties, and involves so much labor aud 
responsibility, that it will bo hard work 
to induce the right meu to accept a

Every male citizen of 21 years of age and up- 
wards, who has resided iu the State one yean 
and In the City of Newton six months next pre- 
ceding December 3, 1895, and who shall be able to 
read and write, shall have the right to vote at 
the City election to be held December 3, 1S95. 

All women whose names are not on the lists 
and who wish to register must appear in person 
before the Registrars of Voters, to be qualified 
as required by law.

Away from the beaten paths, when all 
the physical surroundings are harmoni- 
ously adjusted, winged thoughts will 
come, flitting from the unseen, “strange 
bright birds beariug rich hues on their 
pinions.” 

Such a one, in his summer retirement, 
may confess to hours of restful enjoy- 
ment in the society of insects, watching 
their ceaseless errands to and fro, seek- 
ing to penetrate the motive of so much 
motion, and envying their life of bliss, 
coupled with no memories or fears, aud 
no thirBt for unattainable knowledge. 
Under matted grass aud fallen leaves 
another world appears of perfect beings 
filling up with apparent zest their sinless 
existence. Rightly placed they are, in 
their endowments and environment. But 
the stars are not more remote than the 
varied life which surrounds us. With 
all the researches of the ages, past and 
present, man lias not yet mastered the 
simple mechanical mystery, how a 
winged iusect suspends itself in the air, 
or darts so swiftly. Millions of treasure 
to him who first lifts the veil and dis- 
closes the secret, so near, aud yet so far 
off. 

The spider, whose feats Bruce wit- 
nessed and chronicled, was not more 
noticeable than many a pet of hourly 
summer acquaintance. 

“Tlio man to solitude accustomed long 
Perceives in every tiling that lives a tongue: 
He spells them true by intuition’s light, 

And needs no glossary to set him right." 

One would like the gift of metempsy- 
chosis, of which many notable instances 
are given iu the sacred writings, the 
power to lay off at will the house wo live 
in, aud make some excursions into other 
realms of being. One could then make 
that call on the ant, which Solomon 
recommended, and the honeybee, and 
others of the Brahmin families, and thus 
find out liow much they all kuow, and 
what aro their limitations. 

Idle work seemingly for idle heads, 
but an author of celebrity remarks, “it 
is sometimes pleasant to imagine one’s 
self going to the ant for wisdom. Time 
spent in the study of these sagacious 
littlo creatures is uot lost. Books have 
been filled to the glory of their industry 
aud intelligence. 

The absorbing pages of Huber, aud 
the researches of Sir John Lubbock are 
of interest alike to the naturalist and the 
philosopher. Huber it was, who made 
the astouuding discovery, that the ants 
keep slaves, carrying off by main foice 
an entire population as prisoners of war 
to their subterranean city, where they 
are reared in menial servitude. In no 
creature on the globe, is there so great a 
disproportion of size aud intellect. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
at the recent meeting of the American 
Association of Science, reported that 
ants have been discovered near Wash- 
ington, raising mushrooms, their favor- 
ite! food, and employing caterpillars to 
raouut the trees and chew up the leaves, 
and thus prepare the soil for their 
garden beds. (See Bos. Transcript, 
Sept. ’05. 

The ants are a people who prepare in 
summer for winter. How mauy of the 
most distinguished among men have 
come to grief aud ended their days in 
sorrow, for lack of an hour’s early teach- 
ing iu the ant’s summer school of philos- 
ophy. Just this is implied in the in- 
spired encomium upon this special wis- 
dom of the ant. 

Men enjoyiug for many years ample 
incomes, and livlug up to or beyond, find 
in Iheir declining days, that every life 
has four seasons, spriug, summer, 
autumn and winter. This they se* m to 
forget, but the ant iu the longest sum- 
mer day never forgets. One of the sad- 
dest spectacle, and how often we wit- 
ness it. (the processiou is even now pass- 
ing by) is that of a man richly endowed 
with every accomplishment except com- 
mon souse, a permanent tadpole, just a 
littlo better fitted for life’s duties than 
tiie babe whose carriage he is wheeling 
along the path. Bye and bye, with 
silvered locks, and halting gait, he w ill 
moan to himself aud the partner of his 
errors, “the harvest is past, aud the sum- 
mer is ended.” 

Bnrn, coal bin, and wallet will bo 
empty, with nothing to fall back upon, 
but some semi-eleemosynary employ- 
ment or retreat for such cases made aud 
provided. 

This is no faucy sketch. Every year 
obronloles the giviug out, one by oue, of 
heavily loaded men, who fall premature- 
ly by the wayside and perish, wearied 
with the march of life, aud their self- 
imposed baggage. He that is wise, is 
wise for himself, and he that is other- 
wise. he alouo must bear it. 

Just thou, an almost invisible insect, 
(bearing very likely a long Greek name) 
whoso whole body might bo covered with 
the point of a needle, crossed the sheet 
on foot with umnzing swiftness. What a 
marvel of tnocliauical force in bo small a 
compass. Oue cannot deny him intellect, 
for he knows where he is going, and 
what he is going for, aud how much 
mo 13 wo can only coujeoture. 

Proportioned to the size of brain, its 
will powor tianacends “those fiery spirits 
who make men mad by their contagion.” 
As motiou iuevitably consumes ouergy, 
how in such a speck can so much force 
be packed away, aud by wbat process of 
animal chemistry is the incessant drain 
upou it sustained? 

Far below this minute perplexity, iu 
the descending scale of wonder, the 
microscope reveals a carnivorous animal 
raving through a drop of water, with all 
the airs of a monster of the deep sea, 
driviug and slaughtering the smaller 
fry. 

Size iu Nature is merely relative, uot 

absolute. 8ioeU end greet ere only 

words iuvouted by us to express corn 
putative measurements from our stand- 
point of obsoivation iu the scale of be- 
ing. For the sake of illustration, con- 
ceive of suoli au animal endowed with 
reasomug faculties, llaviug thus eu- 
dowed him, it would be edifyiug to kuow 
what ho would necessarily be tbiukiug 
about. If lie was obliged to thiuk, aud 
keep ou thinking, as we are, there 
would be moods of musing, when the 
world iu which be lived aud raved would

centric something, too vast for his limit- 
ed faculties to grasp, or comprehend, 
nnd lie would be right. 

This is just the mental condition of 
the man of science, whom astronomy has | 
overwhelmed.

Dr. Winslow has an article in this week’s 
issue of the Boston Medical and Surgical 
Journal entitled. "Diphtheria Antitoxin 
at the Newton Hospital," in which is de- 
scribed the results of 24 cases of diphtheria 
occuring during the last three months at 
tlie above mentioned institution, fliere 
was not a single fatal case among those 
treated by Dr. Winslow with antitoxin, 
while the morality in Newton, in cases of 
diphtheria not treated with antitoxin, 1ms 
been about one fatal case in every three, as 
stated by Dr. Curtis, chairman of tlte New- 
ton board of health. Another successful 
feature of the report was tlie recovery of 
one case in which the wind pipe was 
opened in order to prevent suffocation, 
which was being caused by the obstruction 
of tile dipiitlieretic membrane ill tlie 
throat. Tins is the fust ca^e of recovery 
out of six such operations previously done 
at the hospital tit these cases, and tin* re- 
sult was attributed largely to tlie antitoxin 
its well as to tlie operatlou. In none of 
these patients were there any serious ill 
effects produced by the autltoxin treat 
ment. Notwithstanding what tuay be >ald 
to the contrary the antitoxin treatment 
yields simply marvelous result-, and It Is 
not strange that one heats so much iu its 
disparagement, wheu even to tills day, there 
uro many who pretends to deny the value 
of vaccination wlieit it hus obliterated the 


most dreadful smurge of mankind. The 
1 results q ti ded above are mo«t flattering to 
the Newton Hospital as they are the be-t 
| yet reported.

rreuldent Degen occupied the chair at 
the absence of Mayor Bothfeld at the 
spocial meeting of the boaid of alder- 
men, Tuesday evening. All the members 
were present. 

The final order for the widening of 
Washington street from Germain street 
to Lincoln Park, West Newton, was 
adapted and the attention of the board 
was also occupied by the report of the 
special committee in the garbage crema- 
tory. 

A communication was received from 
the Garden Ci v Improvement Society, 
and placed on file, reootnraeudtng that 
no further permits for the erection of 
factory buildings be granted in the liue 
of the proposed Charles river boulevard 
of the Metropolitan Park Commission. 

A communication from N)ta Daley, 
claiming damages on accouut of a fal 
on a defective sidewalk on Eliot street, 
Upper Falls, Oct. 11, was received aid 
referred to the claims commit ee. 

On petition the board voted to appor- 
tion the sewer assessment of Timothy 
Cole. Papers were received from the 
common council and disposed of in con- 


currence. 

John A. Potter of West Newton was 
granted an auctioneer’s license and John 
r. Desmond was granted permission to 
move a building from Walnut to Lowell 
street under the usual restrictions. 
James P. Scgreves was referred to the 
license committee on petition for an ex- 


press license. 

A hearing was ordered Dec. 8, on peti- 
tion of the New Eugland Telephone 
Company for permission to attach wires 
to the poles of the Newton & Watertown 
Gas Company on ilawthorue, Laurel 
and Glen avenues. 

Alderman Green presented a petition 
signed by A. H. Soden and others, for a 
hearing ia regard to the abatement of 
an alleged nuisance, caused by a stable 
on Cabot street, Waid 2. He explained 
that those citiz us felt that they had not 
received due consideration from the 
board of health. There was no appeal 
from the board of health and the peti- 
tioners believed that the alleged nuisance 
should be remedied. 

Oa Ins motion a hearing was granted 
on the petition for Dec. 3. 

Oa motion of Alderman Plummer 
Charles A. Miner was granted permission 
to move a building from Severus street 
to Auburndale avenue. Frank Joyal 
was referred to the highway committee 
on petition for concrete sidewalks on 
Crafts street. 

The report of the special committee on 

g arbage crematory, which was presented 
y Alderman White, called forth some 
rather personal remarks. 

The report stated that when the 
Thackerey iuciueratiou iu Montreal was 
visited by the city government commit- 
tee, Oct 13, it was not in operation. Its 
construction was thoroughly examined, 
however, and an opinion on its utility 
was obtained from unbiased persons. 

So much of the recommendation of the 
board of health as related to the advis 
ability of cremating e*»»n«.nc '-as c«* 
ftorsed oy tne com.-< «. out in 
much as the system of the iuciueration 
of garbage was still ia its experimental 
stage the committee did not believe that 
such a plant should at present he estab- 
lished, and recommended that the whole 
matter be referred to the next city gov- 
ernment. 

lie stated that tho Thackerey people 
hid si ace offered to furnish bonds that 
they would construct a trial plant ia 
Newton wit hour cost to the city iu case 
it was not adopted. 

For the benefit of the board of health 
he stated that W. H. Mague had agreed 
to remove the swill at the figures next 
year as hitherto, although the city was 
in uo way bound to him. 

Aldeimaa Dullard took issue with the 
committee on the statement that the 
cremition of garbage was still an ex- 
periment. There were plants in success- 
ful operation. He did not tbii.k the 
committee had sufli :ieut evidence on 
which to bast* such a statement. 

Alderman White said that he well 
knew that Alderman Bullard was repre- 
sented at Montreal on the occasion of 
the committee’s visit to the Thackerey 
plant. A gentleman who stood very 
close to Alderman Bullard, and who was 
greatly interested in garbage incin- 
erators, had been posted by some un- 
known power in regard to the commit- 
tee’s visit, aud was there before it. 


Alderman Green suggested that al- 
though the plant might bi* a success in 
Moutreal, conditions in that city and 
Newton were widely diffeieut. The 
system was still au experiment and the 
Thackerey plant in Montreal was the 
only one iu the country. 

Aldei m m Bullard sai I the chairman of 
the committee had intimated that he was 
represented by proxy at Moutreal. lr 
was true that lie had been interested in 
the question of the cremation of garbage 
tor several years, lie had hoped New- 
ton would adopt some system aud that 
the best, tie thought tne Thackerey 
system an impracticable one for many 
reasons The crem ition of garbage was 
not impraotable. however. A gentle- 
man, who was mteiest**d in a system, 
w hich was nearly perfect, had asked him 
fo: information in legard to the commit- 
tees' visit to Montreal, which Le had 
supplied, and the gentleman had gone to 
Montreal on his o wn authority. 

Alderman Tolmau asked it the alder- 
man from Ward 3 had any financial in- 
teiest in any incinerator, Alderman Bul- 
lard replied, “not the slightest.” 

Alderman Green stated that the Com- 
niit'ee’s report had been made on such 
information as was obtainable. Its visit 
to Montreal had been justified by its re- 
port and the city had been saved a 
doubtful expenditure. Tbe report was 
then adopted. 

Ou motion of Alderman Tolman the 
mayor was authorized to purchase 4.4ff0 
square feet of land of Caroline J. Barker 
for $0,743 for the widening of Washing- 


ton street. 

A petition of the Bingham Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company and others for the 
laying out of a new street between Grove 
and Maple stieets, Ward 4, was received 
and referred to the highway committee. 
O.ders were adopted for the laying of a 
sewer iu Birch hill road and for the con- 
struction of concrete sidewalks on Kdin 
boro stieet.

COMMON COCNCIL. 


SEVERAL HEARINGS GIVEN ANI) CONSID- 
ERABLE CONCCRKEN V BUSINESS DIS- 
POSED OF. 


At the meeting of the common council, 
Monday eveuiug, heatings were given on 
orders providing for the taking of laud 
for sewer purposes, on Birch Hill and 
E liuboro stieet, for the widening of a 
portion of Commonwealth avenue, and 
for the relocation of Appleton street. 
No remonstrants appeared except in the 
c iso ot the proposed relocation of Apple- 
ton street. . Mr. Curtis Abbott appeared 
for Dr. Chase and objected to tbe liue of 
the street as laid out. tie said that it 
would be au inj.iry to the estate owned 
by Dr. Chase, aud suggested locating the 
street farther west. By following out 
that plan, he claimed that tho cost to the 
city ou accouut of laud damages would 
be decreased. 

Mr. W. H. Chapman also appeared in 
opposition. He said that the location of 
the street farther w**st would result iu a 
saving to the city and remove cause for 
objection to tue improvement by those 
whose property would be damaged if the 
fine as origiuully mapped out was au 
hered to. 

Mrs. D. C. Heath advocated the line of 
the street as provided for iu the city 
engineer’s survey, and opposed the carry- 
ing out of the suggestions made by 
Messrs. Abbott aud Chapman. The 
hearing was closed, 

A large amount of concurrent busiucss 
was disposed ot. It was expected that 
the finance committee would report the 
aunual appropriation order, hut as it had 
ouly been able to get it in readiness for 
the printer a few moments before the 
boaid c mveued, actiou upon it was 
necessarily delayed. It was voted, there- 
fore, that when the couucil adj lurned it 
be to meet again this Fiiday eveuiug, 
the deliberation upon the appropriation 
budget beiug especially assigned tor this 
dafe. 

Orders were adopted iu concurrence, 
appropriating $500 for settlement ot 
damages ou account of the Cheesecake 
brook boulevard aud $510 for new water- 
mains in River aud other streets.

Truths Seen by Contrast. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Stowe Twitchell of 
Wollaston Heights gave an address on 
Monday evening at the homo of Mr. C, 

B. Fillebrown, on the subject “Truths 
Secu by Contrast,” to an enthusiastic 
audience. 

A most spirited discussion followed 
the address and almost every hand was 
raised to come again in two weeks to 
contiuuo it. 

Mrs, Twitchell began her lecture by 
spoaking of tho confusion of thought 
which surrouuds almost every social 
questiou today. In this, slowly, surely, 
truth is c imaging from error. By giving 
a patient nnd utiprtjudiced hearing to 
every theory and then judging it for 
one’s self, each is helping onward the 
progress of truth, of civilization. Six- 
teen years ago, after years ot * xham-tive 
study of political economy, after long 
and prayerful wrestling with the pro- 
blem— why, amid all our inJusti ial and 
scientific progress, and this advancing, 
increasing wealth, do we not outrun 
poverty? Alter long wrestling with the 
problem Heniy Geotgo made a vow to 
God that if the solution could be found 
lie would seek for it. lie tells us that 
this problem haunted him night and day 
and would not let him rest. “At last I 
found tho answei !” It came to me ole r 
as tho stars at midniglir, and I knew I 
had found the truth. Iu seeking for this 
solution he discovered some remarkable 
economic laws which as truly iuu 
through and influence our social body as 
the laws of gravitation do our physical 
body. To understand these laws with 
the intellect requires not only some 
previous knowledge if economic teims, 
but a peculiar cast of thought, a miu 1 
capable of pure abstract reisoning, but 
to understnud these laws and their wink- 
ings by means of the moral instil els is 
easy and simple, for they are questions 
of human relations. In seeking these 
laws Henry George also discovered some 
of the fallacies of the present doctrines 
taught in our school**. 

*lrs. Twitchell then proceeded to b* Id 
up before the audience some of the falla- 
cies of tho schools and showed ihe i ffeer 
of these false theories upou society, up- 
ou our attitude toward our fellow men, 
and our feelings toward God. “Tbe^e 
doctrines have led to skepticism and sel- 
fish repose, and also blinding us to that 
solemn responsibility that fits across the 
pathw ay of each, that personal, social re- 
sponsibility for ptesenf cruel, bard contli- 
tions. She then lit-ld up iu contrast the 
ne w theories taught by llenry Geo geand 
showed how these brought back again 
our faith iu a loving heavenly Father 
who truly cares for mankind, how these 
awakened us to a keen sense of the 
sacredness of all human relations. These 
truths are not socialistic, tiny teach that 
there is a moral, a stronger than a legal 
foundation for rho rights of property, 
but that property in the free gifts of God 
is different in essence from property in 
the tilings produced i.y man’s labor, that 
the gifts of God as bestowed upon men 
through the bounties of uature should be 
et joy* d by all equally, since we aie all 
equally bis children, we are all equally 
entitled to his bounty. She then de- 
scribed how unequal aio these conditions 
today. 50.000 families own 50 per cent, 
of the land value of this country. Here 
is a gigantic monopoly which, because it 
displays itst If under different forms, in 
different localities, wo do not recognize 
that at the foundation it is one vast 
monopoly of land valuesor grouud rents. 
In oue locality it appears ns an oil 
monopoly, another a coal, coppm', silver, 
iron, and even our railroad, telegraph, 
telephone, gas, ere., are all indirectly 
laud value monopolies.

industries? Or will you accept our doc- | 

riues of less government instead o' 1 
more, of conforming our laws as uoarly 
as possible to the highest moral ami 
Christian principles, that all men on- 
brothers, and therefore wo believe iu 
equal rights and equal opportunities. 
That the poor do not need governmental 
nursing, hut rather that mouopoly get 
off their hacks. One of these three doc- 
tiines will yet obtain in this country. II 
it he either of the fiist two tho blame 
will he with those who today neglect the 
grave nud solemn responsibility of study- 
ing these great questions while there is 
yet time, and throwing their ii flueuce 
upou the side of truth.

CONSIDER PLANS Foil ITS IMPROVE- 


The Girden City Imurovemnnt Society 
mot in Eliot Lower Hall, SiMnday even- 
ing, wiih Vice President James T. Alio" 
in the chair. Dr. Stearns read a report 
on the work of tho Metropolitan Park 
Commission and renraiks on the neces- 
sity of preventing tint her pollution ot 
the waters and banks of the Charles 
Kivcr were made by .Messrs. Langford. 
Ballou. Chadwick, Lawson, E. W. Gay 
ami Rev. Dr. Shinn. 

The following resolutions presented by 
Mr. Lai gford were unanimously passed: 

Ri hoi.vkp: That the contemplated Improve- 
ments along the Charles Kivcr as set forth in the 
report of the joint commission, consisting of the 
Metropolitan Park C* minission nod the State 
Board of llcalih, presented to the legislature of 
I8t>4 should In; carried forward and that all lands 
recommended l>y wild commission to he required 
for parks and boulevards, as shown upon the 
plans accompanying said report, should l>e 
seized and held for tho future development of 
this grand water parkway in the center of tins 
Metropolitan District. 

Kkkoi.vkd: That the legislature by accepting 
the report of said commission and appropriating 
the sum or j?:wo,ooo for the purchase of lands 
along the Cliarlcs River from “Essex street 
bridge at Cottage Farm towards tlie source of 
th»! ri\er,’' lias t*ho\vn its intention of carrying 
out the recommendations of said commission, 
tnerefore the granting of permits to erect manu- 
factories within the territory set forth, must re- 
sult in increasing the cost of such lands when 
seizure is made without corresponding benefit to 
the municipalities, and that tin* granting of 
such permits should he discontinued. 

Kksoi.vki*: That the Legislature should em- 
power the Metropolitan Park Commission to 
make immediate seizure of ull lands lying be- 
tween Essex street bridge at Cottage Farm and 
the Waltham line, as set forth in the report and 
shown upon plans of the joint commission and 
make necessary appropriations to cover the cost 
of such lands. ‘ 

Kksoi.vi;i>: That tlds society arc in favor of 
the extension of tlie proposed system of parks 
and boulevards along the banks of tho Charles 
Itiver from the Waltham line to Mother Brook 
at Dedham, and earnestly desire that all lands 
necessary to fully complete the proposed water 
parkway be seized and held for public purposes. 

Romi.vi .h : That our Senator and Representa- 
tives to the General Court he requested to take 
such action as may lie necessary to secure for tlie 
public use, all lands along the Charles River 
recommended by the joint commission, t<> be 
taken for that purpose and to carry forward the 
general plan <d improvements along tlie Charles 
as set for li by said joint commission. 

Uk.sol.vkd: That a committee of seven lie ap- 

1 minted to represent this society at any and all 
matings that may l o held upon tills subject, 
and urge forward the work as outlined by the 1 
Metropolitan I’ark Commission and State Hoard 
of Health. 

Kkholykh: That since the City of Newton 
has so large an interest iu tin* work of the 
Metropol tan i’ark Commission, it is desirable 
that one of its citizens he appointed t<» till tlie 
vacancy now existing upon that hoard, anil we 
respectfully request liis Excellency, tho Gov- 
ernor, to consider tho expediency of filling the 
vacancy by appointing thereon a resident of the 
Ciiy of Newton. 

A motkn was passed D> have a com 
mstlee * f seven appointed by I’resident 
Fivncis A. Dewanii, to take charge of tho i 
matter ami represent the socie v at the 
m* et i i gs *.i the Metropolitan P.u k Com 
mission and at legislature hearings. 

The following resolutions furnished by 
Rev. Dr. Shinn were also passed: 

Rksmi.vi i>: That the authorities of Newton 
and Watertown be respectfully requested to 
grant no more permits for tlie erection of 
factories or other buildings along tlie Charles 
River, by which that waterway will be polluted 
and the plans of tlie Metropolitan I’ark Com- 
mission lie thwarted or interfered with.

NOVEMBER 24T!t TIIE DAY FOR THE CON- 
TRIBUTION. 

Tne Finance Committeo of the New- 
ton Hospital respectfully appeal to the 
citizens of Newton for a generous con- 
tribution towards the financial needs on 
tho approaching Hospital Sunday. 

It is one of the most gratifying fea- 
tures of this most worthy institution 
that it has received so generous ilnaucial 
support from our own peoplo, and now 
that its increased labors call for more 
funds to properly tneot, those needs, 
we trust that the wants of the Hospital 
will ho fully met. 

It is a mattor of congratulation that it 
lias done so tioble a work in the past 


the city. Thus every resident of New- 
ton has a personal reason for aiding the 
Hospital, and should help roll up a good 
round sum on the 24th. 


Awhile ago there was considerable in- 
terest shown in our city in favor of pre- 
serving the beauty and preveuting the 
pollution of the Charles River. Apart 
from auy question of whether or not we 
should have any new dam constructed 
further down, all who coiiBidered the 
future of the river came to the con- 
clusion that something must be done to 
keep its water pure and to forbid the 
construction of any more factories 
along the banks. Largely through the 
efforts of Newton gentlemen the State 
Legislature appropriated $300,000 for the 
taking of lauds aloLg the Charles. Un- 
happily for us the mouey has all been 
used up, and our line has not been 
reached. Tho long strip from the Bos- 
ton line to Waltham remains to he ac- 
quired. It is again necessary for New- 
ton people to urge action upon the Legis- 
lature. More mouey must be had, for it 
will never do to let the most beautiful 
part of the river because, as it will, the 
site of soap factories or other maloderous 
establishments. There is plenty of space 
for all such works without having them 
become eye sores on the river banks and 
sources of pollution of its waters. 

The natural beauty of the river must 
be preserved by having control of its 
banks and the health of our citizens 
must be protected by keeping out of the 
waters all sources of contaminatiou. 

It is greatly to be hoped that at the 
next session of the General Court some 
sufficient appropriation may be made to 
euable the commissioners to buy the 
necessary land on both banks. 

In the mean time if our citizens want 
to protect the river from encroachments 
they must protest against the construe, 
tion of factoiies and all other objection- 
able buildings along its banks. 


TIIE MAYORALTY. 


The Republican city convention was 
called to meet the day after the last date 
for filling nominations, and the date has 
had to he changed. The election laws 
are now so complicted that it is hardly 
safe to take any steps without consulting 
City Clerk Kingsbury, or some other 
reliable authority. 


It is said that a stroug effort is being 
made iu behalf of Aldermau Degen as a 
candidate for Mayor, and that his frieuds 
will present bis name to the Republian 
convention. vMr. Henry E. Cobb’s 
friends are very enthusiastic, and are 
talking confidently of hayiDg a clear ma- 
jority ou the formal ballot. 


Since the GRArmc called attention to 
the violation of law by the burning of 
leaves iu the streets, the nuisance has 
been entirely remedied and even the fires 
in the back yards have nearly ceased, to 
that the pall of smoke which bung over 
the city has disappeared. 


Colonel D. W. Fakquhak at his own 
request, has received an honorable dis 
charge from the governors staff. It is 
expected that Colonel BeDj uniu S. 
Lovell, who has bseu elected councillor, 
will also resigu shortly. 


Boston will have two good candidates 
for mayor, in Mayor Curtis and Josiah 
Quincy. It will be a hot campaign and 
the best roan ought to win. 


NONANTUM. 


Judging from what is said of the Citi 
zens* caucuses, there will be no serious 
opposition in that party to Mr. Heuiy E. 
Cobb. The delegates are so divided that 
the Citizens are evidently not contem- 
plating making a separate nomination 
for mayor, and many of the leaders of 
the Citizens’ movement are opeuly ad- 
vocating Mr. Cobb’s nomination, so that 
would uot be surprising if the Citizens’ 
convention nominated Mr. Cobb. 

The delegates to the Republican con- 
vention, elected last night, are reported 
to be unanimous for Mr. Cobb, and the 
general feeling seems to ho that when a 
citizen of Mr, Cobh’s character and 
standing is willing to accept cffice, he 
should he given a unanimous nomina- 
tion. 

Both conventions next week will be 
watched with interest, uot only as re- 
gards the mayoralty candidate, but lor 
the nominations for aldermen, which are 
of great importance, as the mayor next 
year ought to have a strong body of men 
behind him, and a draft should be re- 
Borted to, if good candidates can he se- 
cured iu no other way, All the details 
of the grade crossing abolition will have 
to be carried out, and the railroad will 
have their best men ou hand to watch 
over their interests, and the city should 
be equally caieful to bo represented by 
the best talent it has. As much depeuds 
ou thu aldermen as upon the mayor, and 
iu the contest over tho former the latter 
should uot be lost sight of. 


CHRISTIAN UNITY. 


One of the most remaikahle features 
of the day iu which we live is the in- 
terest tikeu by persons of ull shades of 
religious belief iu Cbristiau unity. 

Although there bus not beeu thus far 
the acceptance of any one scheme upon 
which there can ho brought about the 
reunion of the various portious of the 
now divided Christian church, there is a 
very steady growth iu the direction of 
some kiud of uuity, 

This is shown iu the decline of pre- 
judices agaiust those who hold different 
views, uud iu the disposition to seek 
points of agreement rather thau poiuts 
of difference.

The Tree of Illnotl. 

Tlio most wonderful optical experi- 
ment known to tho eyo experts is that 
which produces the "blood treo, ” or 
"the arborescent figuro of Pnrkiujo. ” 
It is a very simple aud entertaining ex- 
periment and ouo from which no possi- 
ble harm to tho eyo can result. The ex- 
periment is an optical delusion in which 
tho retina of the eye and all the blood 
vessels connected therewith appear to 
stand out in tho air iu such a manner 
that the experimenter has a splendid 
view of them. 

Purkinje, tho great optician, acci- 
dentally made this discovery of tho 
"blood treo," or "arborescont figure” 
which boars his name several years ago, 
and since his time it has been used in 
thousands of curious test experiments. 
Tho projected imago is called the 
"arborescent figure" because of its re- 
semblance to a many branched tree and 
is produced iu the following manner : 
Shut yourself up in a dark room at 
night and move a candlo or lighted 
lamp back and forth very rapidly before 
the eyes. After a few seconds the air 
surrounding the caudle will assume a 
deep pink or reddish color, which rap- 
idly takes upon itself the appearance of 
a sea of blood. Over this red background 
ramifying in all directions may be seen 
tho veins and blood vessels standing out 
in bold relief, while toward the center 
of the figure there appears a dark trunk- 
like line which serves as a "body" for 
your "tree of blood," the trunk being 
most plaiulv visible where the optic 
nerve enters the eye. 

This experiment is chiefly interesting 
because it proves that the parts of the 
retiua which actually receive impres- 
sions aud produce sensations must lie 
behind tho blood vessels, sinco these 
cast their shadow upon it and enuble 
tho experimenter to see them as plainly 
as ho does auy other external object. — 
St. Louis Republic.

Miss Sawyer, a 
niece of Mrs, Sylvester, resided in Fitch- 
burg until within about two years, since 
which time she has been a member of the 
doctor’s family, and by her gentle, refiued 
nature and unseldsh devotion to the coni- 
f.irt and happiueg.* of those whom she daily 
met in her duties to friends and patient*, 
she illustrated an ideal life, tiie inlluence 
ot which will continue as an inspiration. 
And these two so closely connected in life 
aud iu death, leave behind memories that 
prompt the highest and noblest aspirations.

The 
boom took a long time iu ruaohiiig New 
ton, hut it lias evidently arrived and 
several handsome brick blocks will soon 
tie stai n d. Mr. C. B. Lancaster siill 
owns a large block of laud ou the corner 
of Centre aud Ricbardsou streets, and it 
is s lid to be iu tbe market, so tiiut its 
sale aud auotber block is uot impossible, 
it would be au admirable site for an 
apartment hotel with stores beneath.

When the 
tinted industrial town of Depew near 
Buffalo was projected in the interests of 
the New York Central R. R.. and other 
extensive manufacturers of railroad sup- 
plies. the town was not left to shape it- 
self, while the railway nnd other corpora- 
tions built onlv their immense fnctorie*. 
Our own Frederick Lnw Olmstead de- 
veloped the plan of its street* and parks,

Tho board of aldovmcn mot Monday 
night, with all tho members present ex- 
cept Alderman Hamilton. President 
Degen presided, and tho crowd was s > 
great that lato comers could not even 
find standing room in the council 
chamber. The bearings on the petition 
for the increaso of the pay of city labor- 
ers, and on giying the Newtou A- Wal- 
tham Street Railway a location ou Lex 
ington street were the two exciting 
features, and it was almost impossible 
to preserve order, although some of the 
events amused the audience, aud called 
out repeated encores aud applause. The 
hearings dragged along until after 12 
o’clock, when the aldermen had a lunch, 
and then settled down to the approprio- 
tion hill. 

TIIE LABORERS’ PAY, 

Tho hearing on tho petition of ox 
Mayor Kimball and others for the in- 
crease of the pay of city laborers from 
$ 1 . 7 "» to $2 a day was the first business, 
and some 300 interested workmen were 
present. 

Mr. John B. Goodrich presented the 
case of the petitioners, stating iu re- 
sponse to Alderman White that the peti- 
tion was a copy of the original petitions. 

He said tliero were 140 men ou the list 
of the Highway, Water and Sewer de- 
partments, under civil service rules, all 
citizens of Newton, and mauy of them 
tax-payers. The representations of the 
men themselves was the strongest argu- 
ment in favor of the petitiou, as they 
could not make both ends meet on the 
wages they received. They were not 
employed every day, and they did not 
average $1.35 a day. If they got $1.75 
every day, they would he more than 
satisfied, but they did not, and they 
wanted a chance to earn a living. 0 :her 
cities paid $2, such as Boston, Cam- 
bridge, Marlboro, Natick, Chelsea, Fall 
River, Holyoke, Malden, Woburn, Law- 
rence, nud most of the neighboring 
towns, Wellesley, Brookline, Weston. 
Newton ought not to be behind others in 
the march of progress. It has been said 
that this increase would he very expen- 
sive and cost the city $50,000 a year, but 
this is figured on the assumption that 
the increase would affect other em- 
ployes, which is not the case, and the 
increase would not be over $S,000 or 
$ 10 , 000 , and the city would get a return 
in more and better work. These meu 
are citizens, live in their own houses, all 
their money is spent in Newton, they 
have to educate their children, and they 
need the increase to make both ends 
meet. The city would not he likely to 
employ contract labar more than at pres- 
ent, and it should be lemembered that 
for contract labor most of the money 
goes out of the city. 

Ex-Mayor Kimball said the petition 
was brought to him after being signed, 
and he told the committee he would sign 
it with great pleasure, as he had always 
favored paying fair wjges, aud would 
have made the petition stronger still, if 
he had drawu it ud. These meu are call 
men, and are different from other em- 
ployes. Every man of them would be 
glad to take $9 a week for 50 weeks in 
the year, and that would be more thau 
they get now and would bo a certainty. 
When their petition was handed me. I 
had no wish or expectation of an office, 
and h tveu’c now, and my only iuteresl is 
to see that these men are properly paid. 

Mr. Goodrich said more than halt the 
140 men pay a tax on property. 

Timothy M ade said he was a citizen 
aud a tax-payer, and why shouldn’t he 
have work, eveu if his son was ou the 
list. If the rule was applied to him it 
ought to be applied to all. aud then there 
would not bo so many of one family a' 
City Hall. Ilis remarks were so person il 
that the president had to call him to 
order. 

Johu J, Taylor, who represented the 
laborers, was called on and said he did 
not see us he could add anything to what 
ha 1 been so well sni I by Mr. Goodrich 
uu i Mr. Kimball. 

M. C. O’ Hare, of the executive com- 
mittee of the Kuights of Labor, also 
spoke iu favor of the petition, which 
closed the hearing. 

A hearing ou taking private laud for 
sewer, easterly of Lmndry brook, fol- 
lowed out attracted no interest.

A hearing on taking land for the laying 
out aud acceptance of M idisou aveuue,

Robert C. Bridgham said the matter 
had been agitated for 15 years, and the 
petition had the names ot 75 well-known 
tax-payers. It would be a benefit to 
Ward Two nud to the city. 

Herbert M. Chase appeared as the at- 
torney for Mrs, E. J. Simpson, who 
owned 50 000 feet of land on the street. 
One large owner at ono end of tho street 
didn’t want the widening, and the largest 
owner a the other was opposed. Mrs, 
Simpson would ho more damaged thau 
benefitted. Her lot was at the bend of 
the street and the line went through her 
carriage house and stable. Her husband 
is now dangerously ill and on account of 
other complications, she could not afford 
it now. There was no good reason why 
the street should have been laid out be- 
fore, and if there was any now, he had 
not heard of it. It should be done least 
of all this year, on account of the largo 
sums voted for laying out other streets, 
aud the damages asked for ou this would 
be heavy. 

Mr. Kimball said Mr. Simpson had 
favored the widening when he was woll. 

Mr. Bridgham said he had called on 
Mrs. Simpson and she had said she was 
trying to sell tho property and she did 
not see as this would help. 

Mr. Moore said tho ahuttors ought to 
build the street and give it to the city. 

Mr. Slocum said the street would he 
no advantage for travel, as Newtonville 
aveuue and Washington Park were near 
and more conven ent. If the laud owners 
desire to develop their land, they should 
build the road. 

Mr. Mendell said they would wait 
long time if they wailed for that. The 
ahuttors would never agree on a plan 
and the a’ley was now a blot ou the city. 
The alderman alone could do it. 

Mr. Kimball said the loadwasnowa 
good deal travelled. Newtonville people 
were fond of each other, but they never 
could agree on any plau. 

Mr. Chase said the travel on the alloy 
was principally to the 10 stables on it, 
one of which was occupied by a grocer 
aud provision dealer. If tha surround- 
ings were not clean, tho owners could 
hardly expect the city to clean out their 
back yards. Who would waut to live on 
a street that was occupied principally 
by stables? 

Mr. Bridgham said that all but one of 
the stables were occupied by the owner, 
and the owners did not ask the city to 
clean out tbeir back yards, hut people 
from Highland avenue aud elsewhere 
brought their rubbish there and dumped 
it. 

Mr. Chase said he could give the names 
of the owners and occupants of the ten 
stables, which were occupied or had been 
until receutly. If garbage was dumped 
there, complaint should be made to tb 9 
board of health. 

After other desultory remarks tho 
hearing was closed. 

TELEPHONE POLES. 

The telephone company asked for loca- 
tion for poles ou Boylstou, Cook aud 
Crafts street. 

Mr. W. R. Chester, trustee, protested 
against any more overhead wires. 

Alderman Green asked why any more 
poles were needed on Crafts street. 

Supt. Albree said the West Newton 
exchange had been divided and part be- 
low Walnut street connected with New 
ton. Ou account of the changes on 
Washington street, a cable was needed 
on Crafts street, and some additional 
poles, 

Mr. Judkius protested against any 
more poles aud wanted wires put under 
ground. 

The next hearing was on attaching 
wires to electric poles on Highland, 
Franklin, Temple, West aud Hall streets 
aud Oxford road. 

Charles E Eddy sent iu a letter, stat- 
ing that he desired a telephone and was 
in favor of the petition as regards Frauk- 
lin street. 

Wilder M. Bush protested against any 
more wires on Temple street. 

Supt. Albree said the wires were need- 
ed to euablu the company to reach sub- 
scribers. The gas company h id grauted 
leave to attach the wires and the addi 
tioa would hardly be noticed. 

LEXINGTON STREET. 

The hearing on tho petition of the 
Newtou Street Railway for a locition on 
Lexington, Auburn and Charles streets, 
to the Newtou Boat Clubhouse was a 
good deal of circus and one irrepressible 
advocate of the peiition caused much 
amusement aud confusion by his inter- 
ruption. 

Mrs. Ellen A. Plummer sent in a pro- 
test, as Lexington street iu front of her 
house was ouly 25 feet wide and two 
uarrow for electric cars. 

Jacob Childs also protested, as it 


Newton. Auburndale had been on the 
shelf for many years, and needed electrics 
iu every direction. 

Mr. Chase piesented a petition signed 
by 201 people, iu favor of tho loeation, 
but admitted that none of them lived on 
ho streot. 

Mr. Chandler said ho understood that 
most people signed the petition, think 
ing the street was to he widened first. 

Mr. Mayo, ns ono of tho signer*, said 
he was told that if the l ie it ion was 
granted, the city would widen the street. 

Ex- Alderman Frederick Johnson said 
there seemed to be a number of mis 
understandings, and the people on tire 
petition had beon deceived. Several had 
told him they thought it was the Newton 
& Boston roid, and if they had known it 
was tho Waltham road they novel would 
have signed it. It was about time the 
city stopped grauting locations on nar- 
row streets. 

President Winthrop Coffin said he had 
formerly lived in Auburndale, and had 
been asked many times why his road did 
not give Auburndale street car service. 
Tho plan was to stop at tho tunnel 
on Auburn street for.tho present, aDd he 
told about the plans for the road. Lex- 
ington street was 41 feet wide by tho city 
engineers’ plans. 

Alderman Plummer and others said 
the actual measurements showed it was 
ouly a little over 20 in many places. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse said all these objec- 
tions were only the usual ones, heard every 
time a road was talkod of, aud after the 
road was built the objectors wero the 
most enthusiastic in tavor of it. Au- 
burndale wanted n street railway aud 
Lexington street was ns wide as many 
other streets which had railway tracks. 

Mr. McVicar thought it was presump- 
tuous and impertinent in tho last 

peaker to pietend to know so much 
more about what Auburndale wanted 
than the residents. Here are fifty or 
more citizens all protesting, and not one 
Auburndale mau in favor of it except a 
real estate agent who hopes to make 
something out of it. The petitions wero 
got by misrepresentation, aud why don’t 
they have some of tho signers here to 
speak for themselves? 

Mr. Coffin said no misrepresentation 
had been used. 

Mr. A. D. Claflin said the Common- 
wealth avenue street railway would soon 
couuect Auburndale with the other New- 
tons. 

Mr. Fletcher said as ono of the signers, 
that if the cars were to go no farther 
than the tunnel, none of those from 
Riverside would care for it. 

There were a number of other protests, 
after which the Learing closed.

Alderman Green lead a letter from Dr. 
Otis E. Hunt, withdrawing his name 
from the agreement that had been 
signed. 

Mrs. Florence E Curtis, by Fayette 
.Shaw, protested against any of her land 
being taken. 

Ex-Mayor Kimball said the street had 
been called Ash alley and the matter had 
been before the city government for 
many yean*. It whs parallel to Newtou- 
ville aveuue and Washington Pai k, was 
ouly 20 feet wide, aud was used as the 
receptacle for all kiucisof rubbish and 
garbage, and its condition light iu the 
heart of Ward Two was disgraceful. It 
was only 1000 feet long, and by being 
widened and properly laid ou* would 
bring 3200 feet of front laud for house 
lots iuto tbe market, light lutboceutro 
of the village. Of course there were ob 
jectors, there always were to everything, 
but when it was done, they would be us 
glad as ony one. 

Dr. f). E. Hunt said he was not pres- 
ent to oppose tbe building of the street, 
ho was willing to have it done, aud to 
abide by the opinion of the highway 
committee as to benefits and damages, 
but he did object to a plau that put )<) 
r ent laud ou a pur with 40 cent laud, and 
asked to have the work done iu an 
equitable manner. 

Mr. Moore said he was a newcomer, 
and owned a lot ou the corner of Waluut 
aud Spruce street, which was worth 40 
cents a foot. The wideuiug would be no 
Hpeclul benefit to him, us il would to the 
owners further down the alley, hut he 
was willing to give his fair proportion 
towards building the street, but not to 
be put ou the same fooling with the 
owners of 14 cent laud. 

Mr. W, K. Slocum appeared for Mrs. 


protested, on ac- 
count of the narrow street, in some 
places being ouly 20 feet wide, aud 
people would have to drive on the side- 
walk. The street would have to bo 
widened aud this would destroy his 
shade trees. He had suggested to the 
ageut of the street ntilway to go by Pure 
aud Melrose streets, where he would 
reach more patrous. A street railway ou 
Loxingtm street would spoil it for driv 
iug. 

Welles E Holmes appeared for the 
Newtou G <18 Compauy which did not 
want any inter Terence with their poles. 

Mr. Kailuy said he did not live on the 
street, but had beeu told that the street 
was to be widened. He protested auy 
location being granted till the street was 
widened. Only one wide street led to 
Auburndale which was out off by narrow 
streets Coin the rest of the city. A 
street railway ou Lexington street would 
tie a great source of danger, especially iu 
winter, aud lie hoped the legislature 
would pass a law forbidding an electric 
load ou any street less than 60 feet wide. 

W. F. Hudlock, a resident of the street, 
protested agaiust the railway. 

P. A. McVicar obj -cted to tbe road, ou 
account of the inn row street, aud if the 
street hud to he wideuud let the road piy 
part of the cos’. It would ubsorb the 
whole mad bed as the sheet was now. 
The road would spoil the street and the 
square in Auburndale, aud would only 
serve to briug iu u Waltham crowd ou 
•Sunday. 

Thomas Hogan was an enthusiasii j 
advocate of the road, und would give in 
feet of laud for iL. He said a large num- 
ber of girls win king in Waltham had to 
wude through the mud und snow to get 
there, and he kept interrupting the other 
speakers, 


Newton Centre Street Railway’s petition 
for a location 111 Winchester, Centro, 
Paul aud Cypress streets .md Institution 
avenue, also brought out a large number 
of protests, chiefly agaiust its location 
iu L T uion, Cypress aud Paul streets, and 
Institution avenue. 

Frank Edmands protested against In- 
stitution avenue aud Union street as not 
being wide enough tor the travel upon 
them at present. 

J. n. Daniels and a dozen more pro- 
tested agaiust a location in auy of the 
four streets named. 

Mr. Cogswell of Paul streot objected 
on account of the narrowness of Paul 
street aud thought the Centre street 
crossing would haye to be abolished aud 
the road inigb' go that way. 

Claxton Bray said there was no need 
of the street railway, tho boulevard had 
been built with a reservatiou for street 
railways, aud other streets were too nar- 
row for electric cars and the traffic, and 
there was no public demaud for the 
street railway. 

W. B. Young objected as far as Paul 
streot was concerned. 

Edward II. Mason said it was under- 
stood the board did not tavor street rail- 
ways unless streets were 80 feet wide. 
Newtou Centre streets wore too narrow 
tor street rail way tracks tnd if locations 
wero granted, they ou^ht to be for 
reserved spaces ou the side of the street, 
as by that mean great danger would bo 
avoided. Tbe chief of the fire depart 
mont told him that one of the steamers 
was damaged $40 by having to cross the 
street railway tracks on one street So 
many times. 

Mr. Paul spoke iu favor of granting 
the locatiou. 

Ex-Alderman iiiffe said ho had sigued 
a petition for the toad, but had changed 
his position, as the streets were two 11 rr- 
row, the roa I was not needed, and tho 
sharp turns to be made would disturb the 
whole villuge, just us tho one did at tbe 
corner of Beacon and Widow streets. 

HEARINGS 

were giving on the petitions of Kendall 
& Steyaus for a license to erect a stable 
on Centre street, no one appearing the 
petitiou was granted; on the petition of 
the Gas Company for permission to 
attach its wires to poleK of the Tele- 
phone Compauy ou Suffolk road and 
Kingsbury street; no one appearing the 
petitiou was grauted. 

PAPERS 

from the common council weie received 
aud passed iu concurrence. 

ALDERMAN UULI.AltD 
then aioso aud called the attention to 
tho proposed reduction of the appropria- 
tion for schools. He said ho understood 
that the appropriation would be reduced 
to $135,000 which would bo some $0 700 
lesH thau they actually required. Uuless 
$140,500 was obtained tho school board 
would be obliged to dismiss u number of 
teachers which would greatly interfere 
with the efficiency of the department. 

MR. SMITH 

of the school board appeared aud slid 
that the appropriation call d for had 
already hem reduced to tUe lowest possi- 
ble figures on which the work could bo 
carried ou. Any further reduction would 
prevent the proper maiutaiuauce of the 
schools. They must have $138,000 with 
the Interest 011 the dog tax or they would 
be obliged to cut out the typewriter de- 
partment, where they iutetni to give a 
business education equal to th it given 
in any commercial college. The 
cut down would mean the dis- 
missal of four grammar school teachers, 
aud pruveul the opening of uuy more 
kindergartens. 

AM APPLICATION 

was received from the industrial school 
at Newtou Ilighlauds for u tire alarm 
box aud was referred to the fire commit- 
tee. 


A COMMUNICATION 

was received from tho Newton Centre 
Improvement Association requesting the 
presence of tho board nt a hearing to bo 
held Nov. 21. and was accepted. 

ACTION 

wns tnken on tho death of Dr. Smith nud 
a committee of three was chosen to at- 
fetid the funeral services. Aldermen 
White and Bullard and Col Kingsbury 
wore those chosen to ntteud. 

REPORTS 

were received from the committee on 
street lights on the petition of Kimball 
recommending that tho petitioner be 
granted leave to withdraw. 

PETITIONS 

wore received from Mary Ilorrigan for 
permission to move a building across 
Washington street from the south side to 
the north side, granted ; from tho New- 
ton & Watertown Saeet Railway for 
permission to attach its wires to two fire 
alarm poles on Forest street, hearing set 
for Dec. 10; from E C. Butler lor one 
electric light on Lin wood avenue, re- 
ferred to 1 he committee on street lights; 
from W. S. Smith that ArIi streot he 
widened to its full width, referied to the 
highway committee; from W. C. Derusha 
for a license to move a buikliug from 
Morton street to Wnlout street, 
granted; from W. B. U. Dowse 
and others that the city petition the gen- 
eral court for n statute allowing tho city 
of Newton the right to divide the assess- 
ment of bettermeuts for the period of ten 
years, referred to the legislative commit- 
tee; from William Chitlin aud others as 
directors of the Commonwealth avenuo 
street railroad company, asking that the 
said company be granted the right to lay 
its tracks on Centre streer, hearing set 
for Dec. 10: from P. A. McVicar for per- 
mission to move buildings from Lexiug- 
ton street across the laud of Fred John- 
son to Waltham, also to move a building 
across Lexington street, granted.

HKNI1Y K.COnn NOMINATED BY ACCLAHA- 
MATION ANI) A HARMONIOUS CONVEN- 
TION. 


Monday aveninft, at City Hall, was 
called the Republican convention lor the 
nomination of a mayor, Heven aldermen 
and five mombors for tho aohool com- 
mittee, i. e. two from Ward 5; two from 
Ward 0 and ono from Ward 7. Tho call 
was read by Edward Sands, chairman of 
tho Republican ward and city committee. 
Following tho rending of the call, William 
II. Furber was chosen to act as chairman 
of the convention, nnd Ueorgo II. Bourne 
secretary. 

After tho reading of the call for the 
meeting, on motion of Mr. Sheppard, a 
committee of three wore chosen to ex- 
amine tho credentials of the members of 
the convention. This office w is filled by 
Mr.Shopherd of Ward 7;ex-Mayor Fenno 
of Ward 2, and Mellen Bray of Ward 0. 
The results of their examination showed 
31 credentials. Four members who hnd 
mislaid their credentials woro voted in, 
bringiug the number up to 8B, the full 
committee chosen by the caucuses. 

Following the amendment a motion 
by Mr. Geo. A. Blaney, that tho tem- 
porary organization of tho convention be 
made permanent, was passed. 

NOMINATION FOR MAYOR. 

The first nomination for mayor was 
made by Dr. Frisbie of Ward l.who said, 
that with the many improvements uow 
under way the coming year, the city 
would have its hands full. ItB chief 
magistrate should therefore bo a man of 
oareful and sterling business qualities, 
and fitted in every way to hold the reins 
of government. He wished to nominate 
for mayor Mr. H. E. Cobb, whom he felt 
possessed all these qualities, and would 
fill the position to the best of his ability. 

MR. SAMUEL L POWERS 

arose and said that it gave him great 
pleasure to second the motion ot Dr. 
Frisbie. It was a well kuown faot, he 
said, that Newton was and always had 
been one of the best governed cities of 
the Commonwealth, and that it had al- 
ways had honest and faithful men to fill 
its various branches. 

Here he touched on the various recent 
public improvements in different parts of 
the city, and went on to say that they 
were greatly needrd in a city like New- 
ton. While these were under way the 
citizens learned with regret that the 
mayor would be obliged to resign. He 
thought it but right that somothiug be 
said of tho administration of Mr. Both- 
feld. There was no question but what 
his retirement would be greatly regret 
ted. Mr. Cobb had been a resideut of 
Newton for over half a century. He bad 
begun at tbe bottom of the ladder and 
had climbed to the top. He bad by his 
own efforts been successful in bis busi- 
ness life, and all would agree that his 
views were board, moderate and public 
spirited. He believed that if he was 
elected he would give the city a most 
faithful aud earnest administration. 

MR. JOSEPH R. LEESON 
here spoke a word for the south side of 
the city. He said, as he had not heard 
any motion, he could uot let the oppor- 
tunity slip by to assure the convention of 
the hearty support of the south side of 
the city for Mr. Cobb. The nomination 
of Mr. Cobb should be tbe cause of con- 
gratulation to every tax payer in the 
city of Newton, anil of baviug a man 
at tbe bead of affairs of such good busi- 
ness ability and stern integrity. It would 
be a groat pleasure for them to support 
the nomination of Mr. Cobb. On motion 
of ex-Mayor Fenno the secretary was 
authorized to cast oue vote for Mr. Cobb. 

THE NOMINATION OF ALDERMEN 
followed. Capt. Henry W. Downs was 
nominated from Ward 1 by Dr. Frisbie, 
who stated that Mr. Dowus not only pos- 
sessed all tbe sterling qualities of the 
geutleman whom he had nominated for 
mayor, but in addition he held a remind* 
er from tbe U. S. government, testitying 
to his bravery ou the field of battle. 

CAPT. HOWARD 

also spoke. He stated that both Mr. 
Dowus and himself had shed blood for 
the sumo cause, and that he had the 
houor to see the act which won him the 
medal for bravery. Ho wished to say 
that be both appreciated and approve 1 
of tbe wisdom of the uominatiou, aud 
that tbe candidate was >n every way 
titted to till tbe position of alderman. 

Mr. Leesoo was here appointed to act 
as a committee of oue to wait upon Mr. 
Cobb aud request bis presence at the 
convention. 

FURTHER NOMINATIONS 

followed aud Louis E. G. Green was 
nominated from Ward 2 by Chas. S. 
Avery : James T. Alleu from Ward 3 by 
Geo. A. Blauov; Albert F. Noyes from 
Ward 4 by Frank A. Childs; Thomas 
White from Ward 5 by Seward W. JoueH; 
Henry D. Degeu from Ward 0 by E. II. 
Masou, aud Henry Tolmun from Ward 7 
by S. A. D. Sheppard. 

Ou motiou ot Mr. E. B. Wilson one 
ballot was cast by the secretary for each 
ward . 

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

nominations were as follows: For Ward 
5, J, R. Smith and F. J. Hale; Ward 0, 
W. E. Huntington and Samuel Ward; 
Ward 7. J. Edward Hollis. These wore 
uomiuated by oue vote oast by the secre- 
tary. 

On motion of Mr. Farquhar a recess 
was called to await the arrival of Mr. 
Cobb. 

MR. SAMUEL L. POWERS 

during this interval delivered a short 
speech in which he touched on the de- 
sirability of the otllce seeking the man 
rather than the man seeking the odice. 
He said Mr. Cobb had not sought alter 
the otlice ot mayor, but would have de- 
clined the nomination altogether hud he 
uot felt that it was a duty which he 
could uot refuse. 

MR. EDDY, 

the business partner of Mr. Cobb, fol- 
lowed ami made a few remarks ou the 
business qualities of the latter. Ho 
assured them that if Mr. Cobb was elect- 
ed ho would servo the city faithfully and 
to the best of his ability. 

MR. UENliY E. COUP 

arrived at this juncture aud at ouce took 
the platform, amid applause from all 
quarters of the hull. In his speech, 
which wus very brief, he said that he 
highly esteemed the honor which had 
been conferred upon him. He would 
much rather that the young magistrate 
should contiuue iu otlice, but us Mayor 
Botb,feld had declined the reuomiuutiou 


he lmd accepted it. If elected, lie would 
uso the best abilities ho had and try his 
best to (ill the otlice. He would put 
forth Ills best endeavors to carry out the 
pi ins of the city. He had lived in New- 
ton as man and boy for over fifty years 
and ho loved It, nnd he hoped that when 
he loft public office ho would carry with 
him as much respect and honor as the 
man who had been bis predecessor. 
Thorn now being no further business on 
hand the convention was adjourned.

SPARKLING LIQUID CHARGED WITH 
CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 


Million* In the l>llnw Metal R«*rov<»rn<1 

by rercolntlon— A .Simple but Interest- 

In* Prone**, With Result* Which Am 

Nothin* Left* Tlmn Marvelous. 

It is not generally known, ovon in 
California, that millions of dollars iu 
glittering gold are annually taken from 
rude heaps of base looking quartz by 
the gentle flowing of crystal wafer over 
huge piles of broken rockF that contain 
tho precious metal, but such is the fact. 

“The process of robbing the earth of 
its gold 1ms now been reduced to sncli a 
fine point, ” said Professor Price, “that 
tho gentle flowing of water over the ore 
gleans it of its golden treasures, and 
this works well iu cases where tho old 
chloride aud other methods are not so 
useful. ” 

But the water of which Professor 
Price spoke is uot so pnro ns it looks, 
though the eyo conld never distinguish 
it from that which is dipped by tho old 
oaken bucket from a well in the deep 
tangled wild wood. The water used by 
miners in bringing gold from piles of 
mineral hearing quartz is charged with n 
simple chemical which has the potency 
to dissolve uold and hold it in solution. 
In truth, the sparkling liquid which 
flows over hundreds of tons of quartz, 
trickles through the mines and seeks its 
level, laden with gold, is charged with 
a deadly poison, cyanide of potassium, 
a drug which ferrets out the minutest 
particles of tho yellow metal, dissolves 
them and brings tho precious burden to 
tho vats for conversion into refined gold 
ngnin. 

Tho cyanide process is as noiseless and 
unerring as the laws of gravitation, do- 
ing its work as quietly as “the mnjestio 
dance of the hours,” unhindered by 
darkness or weather, by disasters of field 
or flood. 

The state mining bureau of California 
was oue of tho first in the United States 
to investigate the merits of tho cyanide 
process, nnd since the earliest investiga- 
tions tho method has fouud extensive 
application. It is so interesting that its 
results are nothing less than marvelous. 
This method of extracting both gold and 
silver from ores is based on tho fact that 
even a very weak solution of cyauido of 
potassium dissolves gold aud silver, 
forming respectively “nuro - potassic 
cyanide” and “nrgento-potassic cyan- 
ido, ” in tho language of the chemists. 

This interesting process consists of 
treating the ores with a weak solution 
of potassium cyanide, usually by allow- 
ing the solution to percolate through the 
ore, or by agitating a mixture of the 
oro aud solution. When this part of the 
operation is completed, tho solution is 
separated from the solid material, and 
tho gold and silver are precipitated in a 
metallic form. Tho process is modern 
in its application, though it has long 
been known that cyanide of potassium 
would “eat gold.” During the last fiv6 
years, however, tho process has been 
introduced into almost every goldfield 
in Calforuia aud elsewhere, and more 
than $20,000,000 have been recovered 
by the gentle flowing of waters charged 
with the magical chemical over heaps oi 
ore. Asidofrom the thoroughness of the 
permeating water method, its economy 
is a marked feature in mining. It is iu 
great favor with the gold mining com- 
panies of New Zealand and at Johannes- 
burg, Africa, ns well us in California. 

Ono of the most advantageous features 
of tho cyanide method is that it can he 
applied to many gold and si lver ores gen * 
erally called “rebellious” or “refrac- 
tory. ” Tho rebellious ore is placed iu a 
vat for percolation, aud the solution is 
run preferably from tho bottom by a 
pipe, rising slowly through the ore. The 
solution containing gold is carried 
through precipitating appliances into 
the final reservoir, where, robbed of its 
wealth of metal, it may bo ropumped 
into ore vats and again used for search- 
ing out, the coveted metal. 

Ono of tho curious things about tho 
solution is that a total percentage not 
stronger than an eighth of 1 per cent 
will carry uway the gold almost as well 
ns fluid of greater strength. 

Precipitation is effected by the uso of 
lino pieces of zinc, so arrunged that 
when the rich waters flow over them the 
line gold clusters iu rich deposits over 
tho zinc, for which it lias an affinity. 
The gold which thus deserts tho waters 
of cyanide deposits itself in tho form of 
tine dust on the plates of zinc. The per- 
centage of gold extracted by this process 
is very large. A large parcel of line 
sulplmrets from the Utica mines yielded 
au average of 93. 1 8 per cent of the gold 
value under the cyanide treatment, and 
similar results have beou experienced 
elsewhere iu the state. Tho cyanide 
plants are being extended, aud the 
noiseless process is everywhere becoming 
populur. — San Francisco Chronicle.

Ami uow we learn that “Miss 
Ellen S. Atkins, a talented Loudon wo- 
man who lost a spendid contralto voioe 
four years ago from an uttuck of grip, 
hus completely recovered her vix'al pow- 
ers through persisting iu a fruit and nut 
diet for a year aud a half. ” — Now York 
Times.

THE MAYORALTY CANDIDATES. 


Both of the regular conventions havo 
been held, and the result is two caudl 
dates for mayor, a contest over the alder- 
raeu in Wards Two, Three and Four, and 
some scattering contests for the common 
council. Both parties agree on the can- 
didates for the school board. 

The Citizens have the advantage of 
numerous victories iu city elections, hav 
ing elected their candidates with but one 
or two exceptions in every contest, and 
perhaps this is the reason there was such 
a spirited contest in their convention. 
They have an excellent candidate in ex 
Alderman A. H. RoiTe, who made a good 
record in both brauebes of the city coun- 
cil, and who is familiar with city affairs. 
But party ties sit very loosely in city 
politics, and the question is whether 
those who opposed him iu the conven- 
tion and their followers will feel bound 
to support him. He will divide the vote 
in Newton Centre, the strongest Republi 
can ward in the city, as he is one of the 
most popular citizens, and this may 
counterbalance what he will lose in other 
wards. 

The Republican candidate has the ad- 
vantage of having beeu the unanimous 
choice of his party, of an extensive ac 
quaiulance with prominent men, through 
his social position and also by reason of 
haviug been president of the Newton 
Club for several years, the club tnembei 
being enthusiastic in his support. As 
business man his record is au admirable 
one, aud his business and executive abil- 
ity has been demonstrated by the success 
of the drm of which be is a leading 
member. He has also had experience iu 
the city council, although it was in the 
early days of the city’s history. 

It will he an interesting cuutest and 
the result is by no moans so certain as to 
give either party a chance to sit down, 
with the couvictiou of having a sure 
thiug. A good deal of work will have to 
be done, and the ue"xt ten days will 
see some vigorous campaigning. The 
contest is a distiuct advantage to the 
city, as it will rouse a greater interest iu 
city affairs, bring the voters out, aud 
make them fed tuey have a personal iu 
terest in the city government, People 
are apt to lose all interest, when there 
no contest, aud the voters certainly ought 
to have the privilege of a choice as 
w*bo shall he the chief magistrate of the 
city.

uld bo isolated and tenderly cared for, 
receiving better nursing than was possi- 
ble at home, and preventing the exposure 
of others in the family. 

Thero is no doubt that an epidemic of 
diphthoriA has been spared the city by 
this means, as there have been a large 
number of cases, but the prompt action 
has prevented any general spread of this 
dread disease. The care has been such, 
that the great majority of the patients 
have recovered also, and in this respect 
alone the Hospital has been worth much 
more than all it has cost since its founda- 
tion. 

People should remember thisou Hospi- 
tal Sunday, and let this intluouce tho 
size of their contributions, so that the 
Hospital will be better prepared than 
ever to cope with contagious diseases, in 
whatever form they appear. 

The Hospital cannot have too much 
money, aud its good work is uow so 
widely recognized that the demands 
upon its resources increase largely every 
year. People have become acquainted 
with it, and are glad to send their 
patients there, kuowiug that it is for the 
benetit of the patieuts themselves. 

Of the free beds, a certaiu wealthy 
gentleraau gave money for one last year, 
aud the other day was surprised to learn 
of the good it had done. One patient, 
suffering from a painful and dangerous 
disease, necessitating several surgical 
operations, was restored to health and 
strength, aud received treatment which 
iu a private hospital would have cost 
nearly a thousand dollars, and the 
patient could uot have afforded to se- 
cure any relief, without this provision. 
Tuis was only one of the occupants of 
this bed, and the gentleman was so 
grateful for the chance of doing so much 
good that he put his name down for the 
same amount for next year, 

This is ouly one of many cases which 
might be told, were those familiar with 
the hospital to tell of the great help to 
suffering humanity that has beeu giveu 
the past year. 

All who can afford to give, aud every- 
one can give something, should be as 
liberal as possible this year, so that this 
great aud beneficeut institution of New- 
ton, may be well equipped for the com- 
ing year. There are mauy special needs 
outside of the regular expenses, and it is 
hoped some geuerous citizau will look 
them up and make special donations, 
although for Hospital Sunday, money 
for the current expenses is the one thiug 
to be provided.

T. Smith has sold tier Riverside school 
property, possession is not to be given 
uutil July, 'INi, alter tlie close of the pres- 
ent school year. In tlie meantime. Miss 
Smith is looking for another location for 
her school, in some o' her part of Newton, 
or in Wellesley or Wellesley Hills. River- 
side has couie to be so much of a pleasure 
resort as to be, iu some respects, an unde- 
sirable site for a young ladles school, in 
addition to this, tlie possible seizure of the 
entire river front by the Metropolitan Park 
Commission would still further le-seu the 
value of tlie property for school purposes. 
Iu itself the location is one of the most 
beautiful in the olty of Newton. The 
school is now iu its fourteenth yeur. 

—The anuual church meeting occurred 
on Tuesday evening in the Congregations 1 
parish house.

The 
distinction of the mission is a great blow, 
a* for many years, every effort has been 
made to help along tlie work, large sums of 
uumey. etc., being seut from time to lime 
u> well as l ho prayers ami good w ishes of 
all. The buildings w ithin tlie mission in 
closure which were de»lroy«d are esti- 
mated to have been worth from $75,000 to 
$100,000. Thus it may be seeu thut the loss 


to (ho American board of mlnslona In 
buildings alone will be great.

THE AUTHOR OF AMERICA PASSES 

away very suddenly. 


Newton people were shocked to lenrn 
of the sudden death of Kev. Dr. Smith at. 
the N. Y. it N. E. Railroad statiou in 
Boston last Saturday afternoon. 

Dr. Smith, with a friend, boarded the 
4.40 p. m. train for the purpose of iroitiK 
to Readville to preach Sunday, when he 
was suddenly taken ill and died in a very 
few minutes. Death was due to heart 
disease. Dr. Smith had recently passed 
hlsSTth birthday, and was apparently iu 
his usual good health. He and his wife 
were planning to go to Iowa to spend the 
winter with his son, and Dr. May, his 
classmate, had been out to Nowtou Cen- 
tre that day to bid him good by. 

His death has caused groat sorrow 
everywhere, and was the theme in many j ceascif to acquire and impart knowledge,

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

Tho funeral services wero held on 
Tuesday, all tho flags in tho city being at 
half mast, and the tire hells tolling the 
yeais of the deceased. 

Prayers were offered at his home at 
12:15 o’clock and the services at the First 
llaoitst church began at 1:30.

THE COMMON COUNCIL CONSIDER THE

pulpits last Sunday, while expressions of 
regret aud sympathy have come from all 
parts of the country to his family. 

His fame as the author of America has 
made him known all over tho land, and 
It promises to last as long as tho nation 
Itself. 

Samuel Francis Smith was born Oc- 
tober 21, 1S08, in Boston, received his 
education at the noted Boston Latiu 
sobool 1820 25, was graduated at Harvard 
in 1820 aud at Andover Theological Sam 
inary in 1S32, He was ordained to the 
Baptist ministry in 1834, over the First 
church in Waterville, Me., and thero re- 
mained until 1841; he went to tho First 
oburch at Newton in 1842. aud was its 
pastor until 1854, While he was at 
Waterville he was professor of modern 
languages at the college there, uow Colby 
university, and the college, gave him the 
degree of DD. iu 1S54. While minister in 
Newton be was editor of the Ci.ristiao 
Review in Boston 1S42 4S, and after clos- j poet and friend of missions, 
ing his pastorate there he was editor of * * * * * 

the various publications of the Baptist 
missionary unioo from 1854 to 1809. In 


even when it became possible for him to 
avoid public responsibility. 

“But his life was not all work, at least 
in the customary use of the word. How 
often must the gift of soug which was in 
his soul have sent it aloft on wings of 
imagination and delight. IIow deep aud 
pure must have been the joy which filled 
his spirit when ho became couscious of 
power to express his richest thoughts in 
terms of life and notes of sweet accord ! 
If the pleasautest things iu the world are 
pleasant thoughts, nud the great art of 
life is to have as many of them as possi- 
ble, 1 believe that tho greatest ait of life 
is to depict iu lucid words as mauy of 
them as possible iu order that others may 
be partakers of our joy. 

“And one who has iu any large 
measure the gift of poetic thought and 
speech, must often exult at the privilege 
of using it anioug men. 

“But in addition to this, he was per- 
mitted to commune with uaiuro and his 
tory by means of travel and to visit the 
missions iu the far east where ho was re- 
ceived with great honor as a Christian 


1875-70 and 18S0 82 he visited the chief 
Baptist missionary statious in Europe 
aud Asia. Since the latter year he has 
done no regular ministerial work, though 
he has often preached, aud has done a 
great deal of writiug for the religious 
press His literary work has been con- 
siderable, beginning when he was a stu- 
dent at Andover, in the translation of 
books of German songs to oblige Ljwell 
Mason, iu the course of which he wrote 
the famous national hymn. These trans- 
lations aud original verses comprised 
most of tho pieces in the Juvenile Lyre, 
published at Boston iu 4832, and be trans- 
lated from the Conversations-Lexikou 
nearly enough articles to fill au entire 
volume of the Encyclopedia Americana 
(1828 32). His collections of original 
hymns, poetry aud poetical translations 
have been published under the title of 
“Lyric Gems” (Boston, 1843); “The 
Psalmist,” a noted Baptist hymn book 
(1843), aud “R )Qk of Ages” (I860 77). 
Other writings by him are “Life of Rev. 
Joseph Grafton” (1848). “Missionary 
Sketches” ( 1870-83), "History of Newton, 
Mass.” (1880), "Rambles In Mission 
Fields” (1S84). aud contributions to uum- 
erous periodicals. 

Dr. Smith wrote many other hymus 
which are incorporated into a great num- 
ber of books of worship. Among these 
the best huown is the missionary hymn. 
“The morning light is breaking,” of 
which the author once wrote. “1 have 
myself heard it snug iu five or six differ- 
ent languages in Europe and Asia. It is 
a favorite with the Burraans, Karens and 
Telugus, from whose lips I have beard it 
repeatedly.” He also had heard it in 
Brazil. Ocher hymns very well known 
aud loved are thus entitled by their first 
line.-: "Ob uot my own these verdant 
hills,” “Softly fades the twilight ray,” 
“To-day the Savior calls,” "Welcome 
days of solemu meeting.” 

Dr. Smith said to a Boston Post report- 
er lust year that be had written enough 
v^rse to make a large volume, including 
about 150 hymns; many of these were for 
dedications, corner-stone layings aud 
other special occasions. He contributed 
30 to the Psalmist, which was tor many 
years the Baptist hymn book. Nearly 
all these, he said, had been sciibblcd on 
the backs of letters. envelopes aud scraps 
of paper. Amoug his poems other than 
hymns are “The Pilgrims.” "The Stu 
dent Soldiers,” “The Sleep of the Brave.’ 

He bad been urged to make a collection 
of his vtr-e. but uever did. Dr. Holmes 
was his classmate at Harvard, and did not 
fail to recoguizs him iu oue of that uu- 
examp.ud series of poems at the class re- 
unions ot '29; ou the 30th anniversary iu 
1859 be brought in the oft-quoted lines, 
about a youutster whom fate sought to 
conceal by naming him Smith. 

Dr. Smith was u real liuguist, read 15 
laugu tges easily, aud wrote and spoke 
nearly all the Emopean tongues fluently, 
in his 85th year he set himselt to the 
mastery of Russian. He kept young 
throughout his life, and largely through 
bis broad friendships; he was attached to 
Dr. Holmes, especially as in their later 
old age they grew to have a common 
fteliug of being the last of their genera- 
tion, and Holmes’s death was a severe 
blow to him. His life was exceptionally 
happy. He married while in Waterville 
Maiy White Smith of Haverhill, Mass., 
who was not related to him by blood. ami 
they lived together to celebrate their 
goldeu wedding in 1882, aud their 00th 
auuiversary in 1892, ou both occasions 
receiving many messages of congratula- 
tion aud honor. In all his journeys of 
the last 20 years he had been accom- 
panied by his wife. Dr. Smith had fitted 
for college all their six children, three 
boys and three girls. The oldest hju, 
Samuel Fiuucis. is a leading lawyer in 
Davenport, la.; another, Ewing Uuder- i 
wood, is u druggist, iu Chicago; a third, 1 
Daniel Appleton White, is a missionary 
at R iiigoon, Burmah. Oue daughter is 
the wife of a teacher iu Andover; an- 
other died iu Minneapolis, the wife of a 
mercLant there; the third is the widow 
ot Mi. Caudee, editor of the Biidgeport 
Republican, aud she is uow owner of tlm 
paper. Dr. Smith hid been a beloved 
aud houored citizen of Newtou, aud his 
loi»s will be deeplv mourned. 

Dr. Smith received due houor for his 
uatiouul hymn, aud was pleased to re- 
ceive it without ever being stirred in- 
to conceit. lie had numberless requests 
for his autograph, and he was generous 
iu complying With them; often, when lie 
judged the applicant to lie worthy of 
special consideration, willing out a copy 
of his famouN hymn. It pleased him 
that the table at Audover theological 
seminary where lie wrote “America” was 
pointed out to visitors. He wrote verses 
up to his latest year, and addressed a 
poeiu of four stau/. is to his wife on the 
t)0:b anniversary of their marriage, Sep- 
tember 13, 1894. His lutest honors were 
to know that his hymn had been adopted 
into the hymnal ot the iTotestuut Epis- 
copal church aud had been authorized to 


Nor must I tail to mention the extra- 
ordinary tributes of houor and respect 
which were paid to Dr. Smith by his own 
countrymen, especially during the last 
year of his life. 

“They were called forth by public in- 
terest iu the author of “America.” Dr. 
Smith’s heart sung to his native land. It 
was writteu in early manhood, with no 
anticipation of the place it would fill iu 
other hearts tln^t love ‘The land of the 
free and the home of the brave.’ 

“But iu due time it was adopted by the 
people as a true expression of their patri 
otic sentiment, aud there is every reason 
to believe that it will be sung by millions 
of our children with as much delight as 
it his been sung by ourselves. Songs 
which teach the people’s hearts do uot 
die. Aud I am sure that our brother 
who has joined the great assembly and 
church of the first born in beavou was at 
times moved with deep joy by the evi- 
dence that bis words had become dear to 
the people, and would be likely to render 
more noble aud intense this love ot 
country. 

“When I came to Newton Centre 50 
years ago Dr. Smith had beeu pastor ol 
this church about three years. Tho im- 
pressions which I tlieu received have 
been cou firmed through half a ceutury. 
He was a scholar by t<ste and habit. 


Ordiuarilv the main current of his 
thought, always spiritual, flowed steadi- 
ly ou, uot with the wild dash of a moun- 
tain torrent nor with the tremendous 
rush of Niagara, but with a strong, un- 
hesitating, steady movement, as if through 
broad meadows or past shady lawns. 
Such preaching, supported by a pure life, 
aud pastoral faithfulness, was a benedic- 
tion to his flock. 

“Through all his public life. Dr. Smith 
yielded the peu of a ready writer. 

‘Few men have performed more edi- 
torial work than fell to his lot. 

“His fugitive pieces iu the daily aud 
weekly press would amount to volumes. 

“His uow p.-rmaueut contributions to 
Christian reviews are extensive. He 
translated widely from German, French 
aud Swedish writers. 

"The books, historical, biographical 
aud poetical, which came from his pen 
will ensure him a place among the worthy 
writers of this country. 

“But it is especially as a Christian poet 
aud a writer of hymus that he will bb 
best known and most highly honored. 

“With the co-operation of Dr. Baron 
Stow. of blessed memory, he completed 
the Psalmist, dear to the hearts of our 
people iu all the states for uearly half a 
century. 

"Iu this book are enshrined some of 
Dr. Smith’s most valu< d bj inns. 

“All who have read his last volume, 
entitled "Poems of Home and Country,” 
must have beeu delighted with its refer- 
ence to his home life. 

“Blessed is the family that leans on 
such a husband aud father. From child- 
hood Me have all kuown ‘America,’ but 
this is only oue of the songs in which Dr. 
Smith pours out the wealth of his affec- 
tion for tho land that gave him birth. 
Aud, though 1 must not remind you of 
them by the citation of a single verse. 1 
cannot lot bear to read a stanza of his 
noble memorial poem to Abraham Lin- 
coln.

Alter the reading of the records and 
the pnssiug in concurrence of papers 
from the bond of aldermeu, the follow- 
ing business was transacted. 

REMONSTRANCES 

were received from Geo. H. Ellis and 
others, protesting against the construc- 
tion of a sewer in Grant nvenue; referred 
to the sewer committee; from Goo, F. 
Richardson and others protesting against 
the construction of the tracks of the 
Needham & Boston Street It. R., through 
Union, Cypress and sundry other streets 
at Newton Centre. 

PETITIONS 

were received from A, W. Gilmore for 
three street lights ou Derby street ; re- 
ferred to the committee ou street lights; 
from Geo. Lincoln for one street light ou 
Lenox street near Otis street; referred 
to the committee ou street lights. 

A COMMUNICATION 

was received from the Newton Centre 
Improvement Society inviting the mem- 
bers of tho council to be present at a 
meeting of the society, Nov. 21; the in- 
vitation was accepted. 

ORDERS 

were adopted as follows: that the high- 
way committee be authorized to con- 
struct concrete side walks on Hyde street 
with edge stones; that the sum of $100 
be added to the appropriation for the 
eulertaiumeut of the 5th Iufantry last 
October. Au order authorizing the 
mayor, on the paymeut of §1 to release 
aud acquit certain laud to J. N. Bacon 
was laid ou the table. 

APPROPRIATION RILL. 

The total appropriation for 1890 recom- 
mended by the committee was 8934,000, 
against $$J8,S10 for this year, an increase 
of $95,250. The only changes that were 
made was the reduction of the alms 
house appropriation from $4700 to $4000; 
the increasing of the appropriation tin 
parks and squares from $4000 to $4000; 
the reduction of the appropriation for 
trees from $400 to $2t>0. 

The appropriation of $1000 for tho in- 
spector of plumbing was left out of the 
printed list, but anneared in the total. 

The principal items are, Assessors’ 
Department, $14,700; City Eugiueei’s de- 
partment, $11,330; Fire Department, 
$46,922; Highway Department. $107,300; 
luterest ou Water bonds, $91,000; Inter- 
est on sewer bonds, $42,000; luterest on 
Washington street and boulevard loans, 
$40,000; Police, $54,300; schools, $149,750; 
Siuking Fund, $92,000; Street Lights, 
$42,000. 

It was voted to increase the salary of 
the mayor from $1000 to $2500, and an 
iucrease iu salary was refused the mem- 
bers of the police department. 

The principal increase over last year 
was io the sinking fuud and interest, ac- 
count, and was due largely to the great 
public improvements uow in progress. 

The estimated receipts outside of 
taxes are $232,300.

POOR BOBOLINK I 

nnrbaronn Treatment of n Bong lllid by 
the Rcrnpple F.ntem. 

Philadelphia is tho only city in tho 
world where tho reed bird can bo found 
in a state of overrunning obesity, and 
tho only place whero it can ho cooked to 
perfection. In Now York tho French 
cooka conceal its delicate tootliROiueiicHH 
in rich dressing. There they know as 
little about reedhirds ns they do abont 
terrapin, nerupplo and pepper pot. Thero 
was given in this city one dinner in 
which reedhirds were served in 18 dif- 
ferent forms. Among the courses were 
soup made from reedhirds, reedhirds 
staffed with Bine Poin# oysters, reed- 
birds placed inside a hollowed potato 
and ronsted, reedhirds stuffed with herb 
filling and baked, reedhirds stewed 
with fresh mushrooms, reedhirds split 
and broiled — an abominable practice, by 
the way ; reedhirds saute, and a seem- 
ing pie, from which, when tho crust 
was lifted, two dozen reedhirds flew 
forth and around the room. 

But, after all, there is only one way 
to cook and eat the succulent reedies— » 
saute! Select birds which have little 
chimps of yollow fat on both sides of 
tho part last over tho fence. Place them 
in a saucepan-— or, better still, a chafing 
dish — with plenty of the best butter, 
salt, bluck peppor, and a plentiful sprin- 
kling of paprika — the sweet Hnngarinn 
pepper which nowadays can be fonnd in 
any first class grocery. They must not 
he split and thoir heads must not be re- 
moved. Cook them for five or six min- 
utes, according to the size of the bird 
and the heat of the fire, but do not al- 
low' the yellow fat to become browned. 
Nothing could bo simpler, and yet few, 
very few, cooks can prepare the reedbird 
without destroying its toothsomeness. 

There is an art nlso iu the eating of 
his daintiness, hut it can only bo ap- 
plied to birds of tho character and pro- 
pared iu the manner described above. 
Wring off tho head aud sink your teeth 
into and absorb the brains. Then hold 
tho little darling aloft hy the protrud- 
ing bones of both legs, and slipping him 
into a watering mouth crunch your way 
through his carcass until not a bit of him 
remains but tho leg bones. Then cast 
your eyes above and say grace. That’s 
eating reedhirds, that is. — Philadelphia 
Times. 


JOSEPHINE WAS MERCIFUL. 

She Tried tn Prevent the Execution of 
the Due d’Eiigliien. 

Mine. Bonaparte learned with intense 
sorrow of the determination taken by 
her husband. Iu the main his measures 
aud his convictions had been kept a se 
cret, but she confided both to Mme. Do 
Remusat, and the first consul himself 
had told them to Joseph. On the 20th 
the decree for the duke’s imprisonment- 
and trial was dictated by tho first consul 
from the Tnileries, aud iu the early 
afternoon he returned to Malnmison, 
where at 3 o’clock Joseph found him 
strolling in the park, conversing with 
Talleyrand, who limped along at his 
side. “I’m afraid of that cripple,” was 
Josephine’s greeting to her brother-in- 
law. “Interrupt this long talk if yon 
can. ” 

Tho mediation of the elder brother 
was kindly and skillful, aud for a time 
the first consul seemed mftened by the 
memories of his own ana his brother’s 
boyhood, umoug .which came aud went 
the figure of tho Prince of Coude. Bnt 
other feelings prevailed. The brothers 
had differed about Lncieu’s marriage 
aud the question of descent if the con- 
sular power should become hereditary. 
Tho old coolness finally settled down 
and chilled the last hopes in the tender 
hearted advocates for clemency. To 
Josephine’s tearful ontreaties for mercy 
her husband replied : ‘ ‘ fio away. You’re 
a child. You don’t understand public 
duties.” By 5 it was known that the 
duke had arrived at Vincennes, and at 
once Savary was dispatched to the city 
for orders from Murat, the military 
commandant. On his arrival at Murat’s 
office, from which Talleyrand was iu 
the very act of departing, he was in- 
formed that the court martial was al- 
ready convened, and that it would he 
his duty to guard tho prisoner and exe- 
cute whatever sentence was passed. —

These microbes must therefore 
liuve existed iu the filtering material 
uud have beeu developed hy the passuge 
of water through it.

Auhiiriidule Improvement Society. 

Last Friday eveuing a w« 11 atteuded 
and enthusiastic meeting of the Auburn- 
dale Improvement Society was held in 
Auburn hall, tho meeting being called in 
tLe interests of the Charles River Im- 
provement scheme. In calling the moet- 
iug it is the object of the society to co- 
operate with the other Newton societies 
and the Metropolitan 1 ark Commission 
in the laying out of a system of park 
w iys and boulevards along the banks oi 
tho Charles River from Cottage Farm 
to the Dedham line. There were a num- 
ber of speakers, among them being Fred- 
eric Jjbuson E B. Haskell, Mr. Hardy 
and many other leadiug citizens. All 
urged the fakiug of land along the river 
hanks from Watertown, and that imme- 
diate action should be taken before the 
valuation of bordering land increased. A 
committee of three was chosen to act 
with the other improvement societies, 
aud it was the general expression that 
Auhiirmiale would make every effort to 
hold up its end of the matter. 

Reports were received from the com- 
mittee ou the wideuiug aud lengthening 
of Central stieet; also irom the commit 
tee on the purchasing of the Washburn 
block aud removal of P, A. McVioar’s 
property. Iu each case the report was 
favorable, the committees baviug met 
with considerable success. 

A resolution was adopted after a dis- 
cussion, relating to the insufficient light- 
ing of the Boston & Albany raihoad cars 
running from Boston to Auburndale. It 
is as follows: 

Resolved, That whereas, as many of 
the cars on the suburban traius of the 
B. & A. It. It. are very pooily lighted, 
some with oil lamps of old aud worn out 
patterns, and some with three-jet gas 
burners of insufficient power, merely 
rendering said cars uncomfortable to the 
pasteugers, uow therefore, the secretary 
■•f the Auburndale Village improvement 
S iciety is hereby instructed to commu- 
uicate with the officials of the railroad 
and request them iu behalf of the people 
of this village aud of the other parts of 
Newton to equip the cars with good, first 
class lights, of sufficieut power to enable 
the passengers to read comfortably in 
any seat iu the car. 

It is needless to say the above was 
unanimously adopted.

A meeting: of citizens of Nowton and 
adjoining localities interested in the aer 
vioe provided by the Newton circuit 
hrAtich of the BoBton Albany railroad 
was held in Associates Hall, Newton 
Centre, last evening. Many prominent 
citizens wore presont, among others Hon. 
Aldeti Spearo, ox-mayor of Newton; Act- 
ing Mayor Henry 1). Dogen, ex-Alderman 
Roffe, the citizens’ candidate for mayor; 
Hon. J. It. Leeson of the Govornor’a 
council, Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, Adam Claf- 
liu, president Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Railway Compauy, and Mr. Town- 
ley of tiie Westinghouae Electric Com- 
pany. Beforo the regular business of 
the meeting was taken up, Hon, J, R. 
Leeson spoko voiy feelingly of the late 
Rev. Dr. 8. F. Smith, nnd moved that, “a 
committee be appointed to consider tiie 
whole subject of a fitting monument to 
their late honored townsman. The mo- 
tion was unanimously passed, and tho 
following committee was appointed: 
Pres. A. L. Kind, Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association ; Pres. A. F. Hay- 
ward, Newton Highlands Improvement 
Association; Pres. F. A. Dowson. Garden 
City Improvement Association; PreB. W. 
U, Lawson, Hunuewell Hill Improve- 
ment Association; Pres. Edward E. 
Hardy, Auburndale Improvement Asso- 
ciation. 

Tho committee was empowered to add 
to its number as it deemod proper. 

Tho meeting then took up the subjeot 
of improved transit facilities ou the 
circuit. 

Hon. J. F. C. Hyde was the first speak- 
II o referred to his efforts several 
years ago, which resulted in the con- 
struction of the circuit road. He spoke 
in part as follows: ‘‘As we obtained the 
circuit road we will obtain our present 
wish. We need better accommodations. 
Wo have outgrown the circuit road. 

“We know today that the equipment 
of this road is feasible with the Nan- 
tasket beach road in view. Wo ueed a 
train every 15 minutes each way. More 
trains and lighter are needed. We should 
have at least 00 trains each way a day. 
Tho trolley system should bo adopted. 
In the middle of the day when travel is 
light a single car should be run. The 
runniug time to Newton Centre should 
be not more than 15 minutes, and around 
the circuit not move than one hour. 

“Better platform facilities would 
quicken tho ruuning time, and better 
cars should ho provided. Newton is 
growing f ister in both wealth and popu- 
lation than any other city or towu in the 
common wealth. and should lend iu transit 
tucilities as well.” 

When the Boston *fc Albany changes 
its grade ou tiie main line he thought 
would he the best time to make ihe 
change to electi icily. 

Mr. A. S. Towuley, an electrical ex- 
pert, said the only question of the adop- 
tion of electricity to the preseut steam 
railway systems was simply one of adop- 
tion. 

Hon. A. C. Walworth said it would be 
necessary, in order to provide rapid 
trausit by electricity, to run cars at 
least 00 miles au hour. 

Uou. Alden Speare thought one of the 
greatest benefits that could accrue from 
the adoption of electricity would be get- 
ting rid of the smoke of steam engines. 

He presented a set of resolutions, re- 
questing the legislature to euact a law 
permitting cities and towns to require 
street railway corporations to pay for 
locations in the public streets or to tax 
the ens of such corporations, and re- 
questing the city council of Newton to 
grant no more locations in the city until 
the legislature had acted on the matter. 

Hon. J. R. Leeson moved the adoptiou 
of the resolutions. He suggested that it 
was an injustice to require a corporation 
like the Bost >u & Albany to pay for its 
location, while street railways wero al- 
lowed to occupy the public streets free 
of cost. In other states such legislation 
had proved a success, and there was no 
reason that it should uot be adopted in 
Massachusetts. 

Mr. Speare said the West End had pre 
vented the adoption of sucb legislation 
in tiie past. He believed tuat the city 
of Newton could obtaiu such legislation. 

Acting Mayor Uemy D. Degun spoke 
in approval of the first part of Mr. 
Speaib’s lesolutious. He did not i liink, 
however, that all franchises should he 
ret used until the legislature acted. The 
resolutions were adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Adams D. Clatliu, president of the 
Commonwealth Aveuue Street Railway 
Company, thought the application of 
electricity to tho circuit entirely feasible. 
He was followed by several other speak- 
ers, all of whom spoke in favor of the 
application of the olectrio system to the 
circuit. 

The following petition was presented 
to the meeting and approved : 

“To tiie Bostou it Albany Railroad. 

“We, the undersigned, regular patrons 
of the Bostou & Albany railroad circuit, 
respectfully petition for an improved 
train service, to consist of unite frequent 
trains run at regular intervals each hour, 
and shorter trains to insure quicker and 
prompter service. To this end we urge 
the substitution of electricity for steam 
as a motive power.” 

This petition, after being circulated iu 
Newton Centre, will be sent to tho im- 
provement societies in other parts of the 
city.

Mr. Follett said it was well known to all 
th»»t the Republicans had nominated an ex- 
cellent man in Mr. Henry E. Cobh, and be 
thought the Citizens should endorse him. 
He thought it would be ridiculous to put up 
another candidate, just for tiie purpose of 
opposing another part, and by so doing 
they would lose the respect of many In- 
fluential men, who had previously aoted 
with them.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THK COMMON COUNCIL VOTES IN FAVOR 
OF MORE PAY FOR LAI10RKRS. 

Monday evening at City Hall was held 
the regular meeting of the common 
council, President Parker presided. 
After the passing of papers from the 
board of aldermen in concurrence, the 
principle business of the evening were a 
number of hearings. 

A HEARING 

on the petition for the widening of [ 
Spruce street was the first given. 

EX MAYOR KIMIl ALL, 
one of the principal signers, spoke in 
favor of the granting of the petition. He 
said, Spruce street, for its si/.?, was used 
to a greater extent than any street in 
Ward 2 So many teams were daily 
passing through there that there was no 
chance for a single blade of grass to 
grow. The city would not lose any* 
money by putting the street in shape, for 
if wideued, houses would be built and its 
valuation would greatly increase. The 
matter of the citizens getting together 
as abuttors and puttiug the street 
through was impossible, but the legisla- 
ture had provided the ways and means, 
where if the citizens could not agree, the 
city could go ahead in the matter. 
Most of the people were willing to pay 
the calculated assessment and he did not 
see what more could be asked. 

S. E. MOORE 

spoke against the widening of the street 
and stated while at one end a strip of 
land, 105x10 feet, would be taken, a strip 
much larger would be takeu at the other 
end. Therefore to get the beuefit of a 
front street instead of an alley at one end 
it would cost about $187 50 and some $000 
at the other. This the citizens had been 
asked t» contribute as it would be the 
value of the laud takeu. The sta ement 
had been made that a large maj irity of 
abuttors had signed the petition. If 
correct in his figures he had fouud that 
the land represented on the paper, 
amounted to some 1,175 feet, while that 
unrepresented amounted to 17,000 feet. 
Ho had found that the signers, and those 
who had not signed, were about even in 
number and that the value of the laud 
represented on the paper, was much less 
than that not represented. 

Dr. Otis E. Hunt gave the same testi- 
mony as at the preceding heariug. 

Mr. H. M. Chase also spoke strongly 
against the laying out of the street, ap- 
pearing as attorney for Mrs. E. J. Simp- 
son and Mrs. Kumery and said a forty 
foot street was not wanted there. This 
closed the hearing, 

THE LABORER’S PETITION 

for increased pay next came up. Ex- 
Mayor Kimball was the first speaker and 
he declared that the city laborer was as 
necessary to the carrying on of the busi- 
ness of the city as the mayor himself, 
He believed that granting the increase 
aBked for would make better citizens. 
Every official employed by the city re- 
ceives a salary, aud why, he asked, 
doesn’t the laborer with the rest? He 
thought the city had had enough of the 
contract labor policy, inaugurated by ex- 
Mayor Hibbard. 

Thomas Alvin said the city council got 
more work done by paying fair wages, 
and he thought the men deserved to get 
the advance. 

W. H. Mague said he would like to 
correct the statement that he was op- 
posed to raising the pay of the meu. lie 
was in favor of it, aud thought the city 
would be doing right by giving the men 
the increased pay. 

Councilman Sprague of Ward Three 
advocated the increaso of pay, as did 
Councilmen Cranitch and Briston. 

Councilman Briston introduced the fol- 
lowing order, which was unanimously 
passed : 

“Resolved 1 That in the opinion of this 
board, the petitions of J. Wesley Kim- 
ball aud others, citizeus of Newton, for 
an increase of the wages of city laborers 
to $2 a day, and of Thomas Fitzpatrick 
aud 140 other employes of the highway 
department for the same increase, should 
be granted, aud that the per diem com- 
pensation of city laborers should be set 
at $2.” 

Several petitions and agreements were 
filed aud refeired to the proper commit- 
tees. 

Au order authorizing the location of 
electric lights on Surrey, Laugdou aud 
Cabot streets was adopted. 

O.ders authorz'ug the mayor to peti- 
tion the legislature for an act to appor- 
tion street betterment assessments, aud 
appropriating $3 250 for laying certaiu 
water mains weie passed. 

The resolutions ou the death of Dr. 
Smith were unauimously adopted by a 
rising vote. 

The report of Engineer Tudor cou- 
demuing the sanitary couditiou of the 
High school, after a number of tests, 
was referred to the committee ou public 
property. The report was made at tbe 
request of tbe hoard of health, who 
acted in response to a petition from 125 
citizens of West Newton, The report 
was as follows: 

SANITARY CONDITION OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

Dear Sir:— Ir. compliance with your 
request to make a thorough eximination 
of the couditiou of the Newton High 
school house with the view of sliowiug 
the faots as to its healthful condition, 
adequacy of ventilation, etc., 1 herewith 
submit my report. 

O i the 231 ult„ 1 inspected the two 
systems of plumbing and drains now 
serving the building. The syntem in the 
now part (so called) is perfectly designed 
and couBtrac'ed, and is perfectly tight 
under the “Pueumalic Test.” That in 
the uld part is badly designed, the 
fixtures are obsolete in style and unsuit- 
able for use, the construction is as bad 
as it can be, it will not staud tLe “Poeu 
malic Test’’ aud leaks sewer air ut al- 
most every joiut. 

Ou tiiut date the weather was so mild, 
that tiie windows were open more or 
less in all the class rooms and it did not 
appear that a test under such conditions 
would throw much light upon the efli 
oieucy of the ventilating apparatus. 1 
judged best to wuit for colder weather, 
out this uot appearing, 1 decided to com- 
plete my examination a week later, 
Wednesday, Oct, 30th, 

The observations were takeu in such a 
way as to give the most favorable possi- 
ble result; to show the rooms at their 
best. 

Tiie chemical examination of the air 
in the rooms lias therefore turned out 
satisfactory. Tiie result was secured by 
auspicious weather permitting the 
windows to he freely resorted to for 
circulating the air and assisting the 


regular ventilating apparatus. 

The mechanical tests, howevor, show- 
ing what rate of ventilation might be ex- 
pected under normal winter conditions, 
are not at all favorable. It is a require 
ment of a properly designed and efficient 
heating and ventilating apparatus, that 
the windows should form no part of It. 
In this case, however, the ventilation is 
almost wholly by the windows. 

On the 30th of October the purity of 
the air in the vicinity of the High school 
was veiy unusual; this was favorable in 
itself and naturally was not without its 
effect upon the air of the class looms, 
this being bettor than would have been 
predicted. 

The following table explains itself, 
keeping in mind the two first readings, 
as standards:

# Bad air was perceptible to the senses 
in this room; the result of the test in 
this case is manifestly erroneous, al- 
though the room was partly occupied. 

The results show merely that tho 
ventilation of tho building is wholly de- 
pendent upon tho window's and their 
proper minagement, because in every 
case the windows were open and plenty 
of fresh air was obtaiued by means of 
them to prevent the air becoming posi- 
tively bad. 

Turning to the work done by the venti- 
lating apparatus, we find the following 
results, wtiich 1 have arranged in a tabu- 
lar form:

Owiug to the free use of windows no 
other observations of the flue capacities 
were deemed necessary, aud also because 
the flues aud ducts are all too small to 
yield proper results. This is self-evident 
and it is not necessary to confirm it by 
tests. 

CONCLUSION. 

Tho entire plumbing system of the old 
part is condemned. Its use should be 
discontinued and the whole of it should 
be taken out and replaced. 

The ventilating apparatus is entirely 
inadequate. It is moreover unsuitable, 
there being seven furnaces in the old 
part, whose surroundings do uot promise 
immunity from confl igration. It is in- 
capable of such a degree of alteration 
and improvement as would raise i f s effi 
cieucy to the required stadnard. Entire 
reconstruction is demanded in this case 
also.

DAY BEFORE HE DIED. 


REV. 9. F. SMITH’S WILL WAS WRITTEN 
BY HIMSELF— LEAVES ENTIRE PROP- 
ERTY TO HIS WIFE DURING IIER LIFE- 
TIME. 


The will of the late Rev. S. F. Snith, 
author of “Amerioa,” wa* filed last 
Friday in the probate court at East Cam- 
bridge. 

The document is a most remarkable 
one, inasmuch as it is written by Mr. 
Smith himself, in his well known nearly 
feminine hand, aud was written one day 
before he died. 

Accompanying the will is the affidavit 
of tbe executors to the effect that iu 
their opiuion the estate is worth about 
$45,000, oue-third real estate. 

The document, written on what is 
known as foolscap paper, states that 
“Being iu good health, aud a souud - 
miud aud memory, but seusible of the 
^uncertainties of life, do hereby make 
this my last will aud testament.” 

Tbe first paragraph provides for the 
paymeut of all the testator’s just debts, 
aud in the second the eutire propeityis 
bequeathed to his wife, Mary White 
Smith, to be used at her pleasure during 
her lifetime. 

After Mrs. Smith’s death the following 
bequests are made; $8000 each to S. F. 
Smith, Davenport, It.; Sarah B. Candee, 
Bridgeport, Conn.; Uev. D. A. W. Smith, 
Iiiseim, Bui mail; Caroline E. Morton, 

| Andover, N H. ; Erviug W. Smith, Chi 
cag , and Henry W. Junes, Miuueapolis. 

Iu the fourth section S F. Smith, son 
of the deceased, is left $2100, and the 
other sou. E. M. Smith, is given the 
house and lot 7043 Webster avenue, Chi 
cago. 

• To tiie treasurer of tho American 
Baptist missionary union, Bcstou. is left, 
iu trust, $2000, one-half for support of 
young meu, students for ministry iu the 
Karen Theological Seminary iu Inseim, 
Burma’), aud one-half for the support of 
native preachers connected with tho 
. Baptist mission to the Telugus iu 
India. 

To the Richmond Baptist Theological 
Seminary is givan $1000 to found the S. 
F. Smith scholarship, tho interest only to 
be used from year to year for tho support 
of a student at the seminary. 

The eighth section leaves $200 to “my 
dear frieud” Benjamin M. Kendry. 

He will thou give tho executors, S. F. 
Smith of Davenport, la., aud Deacou S. 
I*. Hibbard of Boston, power to dispose 
of all the property to the best of their 
judgment. 

Should tho property prove insufficient 
to pay ull the bequests, or if Mrs. Smith 
should need to use unexpected amounts 
during her lifetime, then the bequests 
are to be made pro ratu. 

Thu residue of the estate is left equal- 
ly to the American Baptist missionary 
union and the trustees of the Colby Uni- 
versity in Wuvei ville, Me., the latiei be- 
quests to be used iu assisting any needy 
young men studying for the ministry of 
the Baptist denomination. 

Thu will io witnessed by Wendell (i. 
CortbelJ, U. M. Kendry and Kl well W. 
Stimpsou, aud was written by Mr. Smith 
himself. 


TIIE SIMILE TAX. 

DISCUSSED 1IY SEVERAL SPEAKERS AT 
MR. C. 11. FII.I.ERROWN’S. 


Another evening was devoted to ‘tlio 
diftcussion of tho Single Tux ou Monday 
at Mr. C. B. Fillebrowu’s, 230 Bellevue 
street. Mr. William Lloyd Garrison, 
Mrs. Eiizr Stowe Twitchell and Rjv. 
Samuel Brazier were tho iuvited speak- 
ers. Iu opeuing, friends wore reminded 
that the continued subjoot of the even- 
ing was the Single T>x, a symmetrical, 
invulnerable system of religious taxa- 
tion, impregnable because perfectly just. 
It is also scientific bocause self-adjusting. 
As someone lias said “equity is tbo law 
of the moral uuivorse as equilibrium is 
the law of the physioal uoivetse.” It is 
not all there is of religion but it is wholly 
and truly religious, scientific enough, it 
is hoped, to commeud it to the home, to 
the social science club, to vestry socie- 
ties, and to lovers of and searchers after 
truth everywhere. 

Those preseut were urged to listen 
critically to the brief Addresses and lot 
uo weak joint in the Single Tax armor 
escapo them. Rev. Samuel Brazier spoke 
on the Religion of the Single Tax in part 
as follows: 

The Single Tax is a proposition for 
securing liberty and social justice by 
means of a just and scientific method of 
raising the public revenues. Strictly 
speaking, it is not a tax at all. It is land 
rent, it is that value iu bare land which 
exists only where society exists, is made 
by the whole community and belongs to 
the whole community, not to landlord or 
teuaut, but to society as a whole, and 
which increases exactly in proportion to 
public ueeds. We regard the preseut 
methods of taxation as a blundering 
system of tyrauny and robbery, which 
causes nearly all the crime that exists. 
We have no nostrums to offer for social 
evils, but we have invincible faith iu 
liberty aud justice which the Single Tax 
vill secure. To us it is more than a mere 
fiscal reform, it is tiie key to solve the 
threatening social problems of the hour, 
it is in fact our religi m. 

Religion is the best man knows, the 
best one thinks, tbe best he can do. Go 
not to the churches for your religiou, 
they never lead, they follow at a safe 
distance. Today they utterly ignore the 
Single Tax. Iu time they will be pro- 
claiming what we teach today, that it is 
in harmony with every principle of true 
religiou. Ministers as a class know less 
about tho cause aud cure of poverty than 
other men, They are comfortable aud 
blind. A few years ago one of the first 
ministers in Boston suggested shooting 
the first tramp that appeared on the 
streets. The Single Taxers have a better 
remedy for poverty than murder. We 
see what lsiaah saw, one class building 
houses aud another class inhabiting 
them, one class planting vineyards aud 
another class eating tbe fruit thereof, 
oue class produciug wealth and auother 
class possessing it, and like him we trace 
these evils to social injustice, uot to 
Adam’s trausgressiou nor to the myster- 
ies of Divine Providence. Like him too 
believe they can be remedied and we 
look and labor for “A uew heaven aud a 
new eurth wherein dwelleth righteous- 
ness.” Is it righteous that one man 
should demand tribute, rent, from au- 
other for permission to live on this 
earth, or toil on this earth? Jesus would 
say No! Buddha would say No! Mo- 
hammed would say No! We Single Tax- 
ers are saying No! When society be- 
comes convinced of the injistico and 
evils following from private property in 
laud then the time will be near 
“W.ien all men shall he free 
And mu* cal as Giver bells 
Their lulling chains shall be." 

Mrs. Eliza Stowe Twitchell was the 
next speaker, She took up poiut by 
Doiut some of the questions asked at the 
last meeting and answered them more 
fully. To the question “I can see how 
all this will help those wishiug to use 
laud; but will you kindly tell me how it 
will help the poor sewing womtu?’’ Mrs, 
Twitchell replied “by lowering her rents 
aud raisiug her wages.” There is laud 
euough iu every city fur each family to 
have a home of its own, bill held out of 
use by the high puce asked for it, If we 
were to collect by taxation the aunual 
rise of these v cant lots the owueis 
would do as they did iu Ntw Zealand, 
hasten to sell, all of which would lower 
the price decidedly. There are thou- 
sand* of cleiks, bookkeepers, teachers 
and merchants who would he glad ol 
houses of their own, but because it uow 
costs nearly as much for the laud as to 
build the house, they cannot atlord ii, 
hut they would gladly seize this oppor- 
tunity of obtaiuiug cue. p lanl advan- 
tageously situat'd, and begin building at 
once. This would empty thousands of 
tenements in the cities, lowering their 
rents, aud this wave would satup ou un- 
til it touched tho room of the poor sew- 
ing woman, lowetiug her reu s. Aud 
again these thousands building Houses 
would start into activity tbe building in- 
dustry, next tbe house furnishing and 
other allied industries. Here would be 
created a demaud for labor, aud this 
activity of labor and capital would tend 
to raise wuges uud increase profits, aud if 
this movement became general, the 
wave would sweep ou uutil it touched tho 
wages of the poor Bewiug womau, for 
many laborers finding employment would 
soon he enabled to satisfy their desirb 
for more uud better clothiug. In short 
it is labor that produjes the demand for 
more labor. 

Itisuatural for us all to regard the 
farmer as the chief user of laud, aud the 
sewing woman as living by sewing, but a 
little reduction will show that though 
her room be upon the tenth Hour it restH, 
upon laud, uud her runt, economically 
speaking, consists of two parts, oue paid 
for the use of the room aud tiie oilier for 
the right to sleep upon that spot of 
earth. Neither does she live by sewing, 
but by eatiug us we all do. Food is tbe 
first necessity. In oilier words tiie farm- 
ing industry is the foundation of all 
others; when that is prosperous the 
country generally is prosperous. The 
ease aud ubuudauco with which food can 
lie produced determines how large will 
he the number in (lie community to en- 
gage iu other industries. This ease and 
abundance dupeuds upon labor-saving 
machine! v uud cheap feililo laud. Thu 
prosperity of this country has been due 
largely to our free Western lauds. This 
condition is now past. Tho farming in- 
dustry is today the most depressed for 
two reasons— first heavy taxation, the 
millionaire class have shifted tbeii taxes 
upon the shoulders of the great middle 
class uud thu farmers feel the load op- 
pressively. Secondly, tho far me is rest 
under a still heavier weight of rents for 
their farms or iuterest on land mort- 
gages; oue million aud a hull teuaut 
farmers iu this couutry. Make the farm- 
er prosperous aud you will improve gou- 
ural conditions. The Single Tux will do 


this by taxing ground rents out of tho I 
pockets of the Lord Scullies and foreign j 
laud syndicates hack into the local public I 
treasury, relieving the farmers of all tax- j 
ation. Wo robelled against a little tux ou 
tea, but think of tho tribute these farm- 
ers me paying. American citizens pay- 
ing to Englishmen for the right to liyo 
upon American soil. This Single Tax 
would also throw into tho maiket mil- 
lions of city lots, millions of farms that 
are now idle for both labor and capital, 
and if this land was cheap enough 1 ibor 
and capital would seizj these opportuni- 
ties quickly and business would revive 
genet ally. You uever heard of men 
wanting work and not being able to find 
it in a country of plenty of free fertile 
land. The demand is for more laborers, 
more capital, mid for that reason wages 
are high and interest is high. In this 
way tho Single Tax will lower rents and 
raise wages and profits, as well us strik- 
ing a death blow at some of our greatest 
monopolies, relieving tiie great middle 
class from the present oppressive burden 
of taxation and abolishing tho cause, the 
incentive for much of our political cor- 
ruption. 

Mr. Garrison spoke of the diffisultv of 
the subject to those unacquainted with 
our terminology, for instance, wo use the 
word rent much different from its com- 
mou usage, meaning not the sum paid for 
tho use of houses, or anything labor has 
produced, but only that paid for tho land 
— this is a yalue produced by society as a 
whole. Our present custom of permit- 
ting social value to be appropriated ex- 
clusively by those who own laud loads to 
such contrasts as the slums of our great 
cities and the loueliness of tbe country, 
whore the first comer takes up all the 
land in sight, so that the neighboring 
houses cannot be seen with a telescope. 

Here in solitude he and his family live 
and work, uutil this laud shall come into 
the market, knowing they can mako more 
by the rise of this land theu by all their 
labor. Every political economist will ad- 
mit the evil effects of this, but they Bay, 
if wo wore to deal with primitive society 
we could begin aright, but uow custom 
and usuuge have settled those things be- 
yond out control, as if there wero no way 
of changing custom and usu igo that 
works so much evil in the world. Sup- 
posing the abolitionists had decided that 
custom and usuage made property iu 
man a right too strong to be attacked 
aud overthrown. 

Some oue asked how this reform was 
to ba first introduced, to which he re- 
plied, “Wo already collect some of this 
grouud rent by taxation, i. e. wherever 
taxes are levied upon land according to 
its value. We have only to lessen the 
tnxes upon houses, stores, stock, etc., 
tbiugs produced by man’s labor, aud in- 
crease them upon laDd according to its 
value. If such a tax was levied in Brook- 
line aud the land were assessed at its 
true value and franchises wero taxed, the 
same revenue we now raise couli be col- 
lected from a two per ceut tux upon land 
values aud the annual rise is far more thau 
that. The present system in iniquitous, 
nowhere justly levied or fairly collected. 
Tho demolition of the Single Tax will 
continue Monday evening, Deo. 9. Mrs. 
Twitchell or Mr. Garrison, or both to be 
present.

TwoiUy-thrre years aco, November 
1872 this Homo for orphan and destitute 
girls was established. During this 
period, of near a quarter century, the 
population and citizens of Newton have 
groatly changed; probably not more than 
ono third, of its present inhabitants, 
wore then living in our city. Under these 
conditions, it is Important that, certain 
facts connected with this chnrity should 
bo stated. It was the first distinctive 
and the only Newton charity, until the 
noble City Hospital was founded. We 
wish the present residents of Newton to 
know our guiding principles and aims, 
and the results thus far accomplished 
through the generous kindness and 
thoughtful benevolence of our numerous 
benefactors. Through the influence of 
the enlightened minds and noblo hearts 
of the late Mrs. Rebecca R. Pomroy, 
Mary C. Shannon and Mrs. Daniel L. 
Furber, this home was opened on Church 
street, Newton, November 8, 1872, the 
day previous to the devastating ♦Ire in 
Boston. Its sole outfit consisted of some 
furniture, donated by the Boston Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society, and seventy five 
dollars in cash. With four little iumates 
the Hume was inaugurated. 

Of rare spirits were these three found- 
ers of this home, all of whom have 
passed to their rest, followed by the 
blessings of the many recipients of their 
loving work, and of- all who knew them. 
It was an inspiration to come into the 
presence of these noble women. Others 
of like spirit, joined iu aid of the Home's 
support. It must not be omitted to 
state that the late Hon. J. Wiley Ed- 
mands, and our venerable friend, Wil- 
liam Morton, were of invaluable aid dur- 
ing its early years. 

Applications rapidly followed and 
homeless little ones were received until 
the limits of the home woro reached. 
The Rectory on Hovey street was then 
secured from Rev. Allston Greene, the 
first rector of Grace church. 

This estate was purchased for the 
hom^ by a friend, who continues to 
minister to our needs with her never 
failing beneficence. Here the Home re 
tramed several years at a rental, when, 
through the generous contributions of 
its numerous friends, under the lead of 
the late Goo. S. Harwood and Royal M. 
Pulsifer, a sum, $13,000, was secured, 
the estate was purchased and donated to 
the Home, as a memorial to Mrs. Rebecca 
R. Pomroy, where it has since remained. 

Whei^applications have been made by 

K ersons outside the city’s limits, your 
oard has acted in accord with the para- 
ble, “Who is my neighbor?” We remem- 
ber, too, that a large part of our dona- 
tions have been from the first, made by 
nonresidents of Newton. Of the 
$2,872.09 contributed the first year of the 
Home’s life, $670 was from persons out- 
side Newton. Nor has this practical 
sympathy ceased to the present time. 
The largest individual donation to our 
tund was by Caroline P. Adams of 
$5,000 in amouut. Heuco not alone 
in accord with broad and true charity, 
but as an act of justice, your directors 
have uot turned a deaf ear to an unfortu- 
nate orphan or destitute girl, who 
knocked at our door, though coming 
from a town or city uot named Newton. 
It is, however, a rule with us that when 
only a single vacancy occurs at the 
Home, it is reserved for a Newtou child. 
The above statement is introduced as 
some may ask why children are received 
from other cities and towns. 

If there be such, wo will refer to the 
tender admonition of Jesus, “Inasmuch 
as ye have done it to one of these little 
ones ye have done it unto me.” 

The system as inaugurated by the in- 
spired trio, was and still remains unique 
among such homes. For more particular 
information regarding its regulations we 
refer to the annual report. After gradu- 
ating from the grammar school, usually 
by the 15th or 16th year, the girl is placed 
uuder special tutorage in kitchen, laun- 
dry and chamber work, also in all 
branchos of plain family sewing, that 
she may ere long, usually in two years, 
be competent to do good service in some 
family requiring such. We have many 
more applicants for these graduates than 
there are girls to leave. We are ihus 
enabled to exercise careful scrutiny of 
the applicants home and its surround- 
ings. Preference is given to country 
homes, other things being equal, believ- 
ing that close contact with nature, its 
flora and fauna, is a constant incitement 
to all the virtues. We seek such as re- 
ceive the gill into their family as a 
daughter, in kitchen, sitting' room and at 
the family table. Only oue of our girls 
left us the past, year, who is enjoying the 
influences of an ideal country family, 
with the parents, children and grand- 
mother. The connection is mutually 
appreciated. 

To avoid every semblance of sectari- 
‘anism, while developing the principles 
of Christianity with our girls the follow 
iug arrangement was inaugura'ed, which 
has satisfied every candid iuquirer in its 
regard. Each of some thirity churches 
of the city has one or more members of 
the board of corporators. This board at 
iis annual meeting in addition to choice 
of officers, etc., elects from their num- 
ber, seven, who constitute the board of 
directors, and who, duriug the year, 
have special control of the Home. It is 
nn unwritten law that, so far as is feasi- 
ble, each of the several denominations 
shall bo represented upon this board. 

Duriug the twenty three years of tbo 
Home’s life, no question of more denomi- 
nutioualism lias arisen, nor would it be 
referred to here, but that certain of the 
solicited, seek thus an excuse for uot 
contributing. Soarcely a year has 
passed when the individual contribu- 
tions have not oxcuedud its uuuuul ex- 
penses, while the additions to its invest- 
ed fuud have been coustant and encour- 
aging. The liviug expeuses of the Home 
are moderate. We deem it of vitul im- 
portance, that rigid economy should be 
iuculculed and practiced as being just to 
its supporters, and just to the girls. 

These contributions are made almost 
exclusively iu small sums from the wo- 
meu of Newton. Thus it should be; it is 
not the amouut but the spirit of the 
given which blessos. The directors are 
confident that the same spirit will con- 
tinue. and I hut this estimable chamy 
will merit aud receive the generous sup- 
port of its friends, the friends of the 
fatherless. In its brief life of twenty- 
three yeurs the Home has met with 
many vicissitudes. Tbieo of its superin- 
tendents, Mrs. Pomroy, the Misses Bovdeu 
aud Robbins have died. Our exeelleut 
superintendent. Mrs. Greene, lately re- 
signed through ill heulth. Though her 
couueotiou was brief she carries with her 
the warm regard uud entire confidence 
of every member of the board, us also 
the love of the girls of the Home. Mrs. 


^ Greono’s Influence witli them wns 
1 wholly uplifting and good. In Miss 
Townsond, our nsalstant, soon to leave, 
wo found a woman, whoso grace of man- 
ner and spirit was a constant example 
for good with the girls. The directors 
are confident that with Mrs. Mary J. 
Williams, superintendent, and Miss 
Helen / Allen, assistant, each having 
largo and unusually successful experi- 
ence in similar woik, the Home starts 
upon its twenty fourth year, under most 
favorable auspices. Tho success attend- 
ing the ministration and influences of 
tho Homo in the lives nr d character of 
its eighty members, with so fow failures, 
is a guaranfeo for tho future. The 
board invites and urges our citizens to 
visit, and, by personal inspection, to be- 
como more familiar with tho admirable 
care given our charge. We have no fear 
that tho good people of Newton will 
abate their confidence in the Rebecca 
Pomroy Newton Homo for orphan and 
destitute girls, or falter in its liberal sup- 
port.

The Newton Club last Saturday nigbt 
defeated the Brooklyn Wliist Club at 
duplicate whist, and thereby gained for 
the game in New England a prestige that 
it has not hitherto possessed.

The railroad directors should not sit 
quietly hy and see other roads adopting 
improvementa, and making effort* to 
keep up with the times, while they 
follow old-fashioned methods, and take 
no step forward that they are not abso- 
lutely forced to take. Newton is their 
best customer, and by some reasonable 
attention to its needs, in the way of im- 
proved facilities for travel, they would 
be able to retain thoir hold on pnblio 
travel, aud need not fear the competition 
of the electric street railways. 

As it is now, if the Oak Square oars 
ran through to Newton and the Chestnut 
Hill cars to Newton Centre, they would 
gather in a large portion of the travel, as 
the street cars run every ten minutes, 
and every traveller had rather take them, 
even if they make less rapid time, than 
to wait around somo station for the in- 
frequent trains. 

The electric trains on the Nantaskot 
branch of the O’.d Colony, the past sum- 
mer, were such a success, that objec- 
tion can not be raised, and there would 
seem to be no good reason why electrioity 
should not be adopted now, instead of 
waiting seyornl years and then adopting 
it. It is au improvement that has got to 
come. 


The mayoralty contest has some 
unusual features, this year, as neither of 
the candidates is connected with the 
city government, and nothing can be 
said against the record or standing of 
either of them. Many citizens have 
been in doubt as to which candidate to 
favor, and have only been able to decide 
after a thorough consideration of the 
situation. 

The city is right in the midst of the 
most important enterprise it lias over 
undertaken, that of wideniug Washing- 
ton street, and the abolition of grade 
crossings, and the coming year the Mayor 
will have opposed to him the sharpest 
men in the Boston & Albany corpora- 
tion, and the interests of the city will 
suffer if the Mayor is not fitted by char- 
acter and previous training to cope with 
them. 

There are a host of details to look 
after, and the amount of money to be 
provided for and expended will mount 
up to an immense sum, so that the city 
will need an expert financier at the head 
of affairs. 

All have seen the result, the past year, 
of the Mayor trying to carry on his own 
business and that of the city, in the 
breaking down of Mayor Bothfeld, and 
until these improvements are completed 
the Mayor ought to be a man who can 
give his whole time to the city. 

All these furnish unanswerable argu- 
ments why voters should throw aside all 
prejudices, and consider only the best 
interests of the city by votiug for Mr. 
Henry E. Cobb. 

His whole training lias been in the line 
of the work to be done, he is used to 
great enterprises, and to coping with the 
keenest minds in the financial world, and 
he is known as one of the most success- 
ful business men in Boston. 

If any business man in Newton had 
the chance to secure such a man to take 
charge of his business, be would not 
hesitate a moment, and there should be 
no hesitation among the voters who are 
really interested in the welfare of the 
city. The best taleut to be found is 
none too good for the present crisis in 
city affairs, aud it would show a sad lack 
of wisdom not to avail ourselves of the 
opportunity thus offered. 

We might mentiou the fact that as the 
centie of activity is to be on the north 
side of the city, the Mayor ought to live 
in the midst of it, where he can be on 
baud at any moment to supervise things, 
aud that as the south side has got their 
boulevard carried through regardless of 
expense, they ought to joiu in aud help 
the north side to secure their contem- 
plated improvement, but this is *00 
evident to need comment, and as the 
south side has as much interest as the 
rest of the city in this great improve 
incut, they can not fail to see the wisdom 
of securing the most experienced aud 
capable manager of city affairs. 

Every voter should consider tbe ques- 
tion iu all its bearings, aud make it a 
patriotic duty to so uiaik his ballot that 
the interests of the city will he most 
carefully aud ably mauaged, aud if he 
does this, he will be sure to vote for Mi. 
Henry E. Cobh 


THE ALDERMANIC TICKET. 


There are only three coutests for aider- 
men, two of them over tbe present in- 
cumbents, aud there would seem to bo 
no good reason why they should not 
both be re-elected. It is a poor time 
now to make any unnecessary changes 
in the board, right in the midst of so 
many important enterprises, when new 
men would be at a great disadvantage, 
as it would take them most of their first 
year to find out what had been done. 

In Ward Two, Alderman Greene has 
well earned a re-election by bis excellent 
record tbe past year, and in any other 
ward than Ward Two lie would have had 
no opposition for a second term. He 
has been one of the best men in the 
board, reliable, courageous and capable, 
watchful of the interests of the city, and 
not to be frightened out of a course he 
had decided was best. He was one of the 
men who knew “where he was at,” and 
not afraid of letting every one else know 
it, and that is saying a good deal. 

The contest in Ward Three is rather 
peculiar as both Mr. Allen and Mr. Whit- 
more are good men. It has been urged 
against Mr. Allen that he pays no taxes, 
on account of the law freeing school 
property, but this is not the case as he 
pays over $500 to the city, only a small 
proportion of tbe men in the city paying 
as much, so that he has a special inter- 
est iu having the city well governed. 
Mr. Whitmore has a high reputation as 
a business man, and in any event Ward 
Three will be well represented. 

Iu Ward Four, Alderman Piummer is 
opposed by Mr. Albert F. Noyes, form- 
erly City Engineer. Alderman Plummer 
holds many important positions, and is 
familiar with the work already done. On 
the committee on the settlement of the 
claims on Washington street, for in- 
stance, be knows all the details of what 
has been done, and it does not seem wise 
to make a change half way in crossing 
this stream. On several other com- 
mittees the same state o! affairs exists, 
he is familiar with the situation, and any 
change would not be for the benefit of 
the city. His opponent, Mr. Noyes, is 
on so many Btate commissions, that it 
would seem that his duties on those 
might conflict with his duties to the city. 
Besides, iu the midst of all his other 
duties, il'i8 difficult to see bow he could 
find time to attend to the arduous duties 
of au alderman, especially in the coming 
year. It would seem to be the wisest 
plan to re elect Alderman Plummer. 

It is of quite as much importance that 
the best aldermen possible should be 
chosen, as to get the best man for mayor, 
as the latter ought to be well supported. 


over addition* aro to be made. These 
plans were ondorsed at the lime, and the 
part that was built seems to answer 
every purpose, and many citizens can 
see no reason for not going on with 
the old plans. Possibly some architect 
might lose a fee, but otborwiso thero 
seems to be uo objection, and the old 
plans provided for a spacious and hand- 
some building, aud any chango now 
would mar the symmetry of the whole, 
and would not serve any vory useful pur- 
pose. 

The supporters of ex-Alderman UofTo 
for Mayor seem to be conducting a still 
hunt, ns uo open evidence of their work 
has been perceived. They make rather 
extravagant claims, in their talk, of 
carrying Wards Throe, Five and Six, and 
have hopes of Wards Two nnd Four. In 
other years, when t ho Citizens’ party was 
united ou a candidate, and had an en- 
thusi istio following, they havo been ahlo 
to carry the city by from 25 to 200 
majority. This year the Citizens aro 
divided, the leaders of other years are 
most of them working for Mr. Cobb, 
both of the newspapers are in favor of 
tbe Republican candidate, and it is diffi- 
cult to see whore Mr. Roffe’a strength is 
to come from. The claim that ho is to 
carry the Republican Btronghold of Ward 
Six, even though he is popular there, is 
almost incredible, to Bay the least. Tbe 
majority of the voters there hold it to be 
a religious duty to vote for the regular 
Republican candidate, in any election, 
and they would feel as though the 
foundation of things bad given way, if 
the ward was to give a majority against 
any Republican candidate, Mr. RofYe 
would seem to have more chanco of 
carrying every other ward in the city, 
then he has of carrying Ward Six. Mr. 
Cobb is certain to be elected, if fbe 
voters turn out, and everybody might as 
well join in the procession. He is the 
man needed for the present crisis, and 
the voters of Newton are too intelligent 
not to avail themselves of the opportunity 
to get the best man possible to take 
charge of city affairs. 


Tiie contest that has arisen over the 
mayoralty will only serve to biing 
out the voters and arouse a deeper 
interest in municipal affairs. Contests 
are a healthy sign, and it is not a 
good thing for a city to be too 
unanimous, as then the voters are apt to 
lose their interest. The appearance of a 
second candidate has aroused the voters, 
and it looks as though a very large vote 
would be polled. It is the duty of every 
citizen to vote, and to thus do their part 
towards electing the best men to the 
city offices. 


The contests over tbe common council 
are largely local ones, of not very great 
general importance. The lower branch 
is regarded as largely a fifth wheel iu 
our city council, whether wrongly or 
not, but as it is a training grouud for the 
higher branch, the character of the men 
chosen is of considerable importance. 


ELECTRICITY ON THE CIRCUIT. 

» 

The meeting at Newton Centre, last 
week, iu favor of baviug the Boston & 
Albany udopt electricity as the motive 
power for circuit trains, was a very suc- 
cessful demonstration, aud showed that 
the sentiment of Newton is iu favor of 
the change. The promiueuce of the 
different speakers, and the advanced 
grouud they took was only what is to be 
expected of Newton men, who are anxi- 
ous that the city should be iu the van of 
progress. 

There is no doubt us to the feasibility 
of electric motors, and ex-Mayor Hyde 
well expressed the needs of Newton, iu 
tbe way of better railway facilities. 
With electric motors, half hour trains 
could be run iu tbe middle of the day, 
instead of hourly as at present, and this 
would be a convenience that would be 
appreciated. Now if one loses a train, 
he is obliged to wait an hour for uuother. 
Iu the early morning aud late afternoon, 
the trains run frequently enough, but in 
the middle of the day, aud ufter 7 o'clock 
in the evening, the iufrequency of the 
trains make it a serious incouveuieuce 
to live iu Newton. 

We may be belter off iu this respect 
than other suhuibs, but Newton isgrow- 
ing so rapidly, and paying such a large 
pait of the revenues of the Bostou A 
Albany, that the bust service that could 


THE HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 

The report of Frederic Tudor, the 
sruitary engineer who investigated the 
condition of the High school buildiug, at 
the request of the board of health, tbe 
latter body being incited to action by the 
petition of some 125 West Newton citi- 
zens, is an interesting but not specially 
important document. Every one knew 
that the old part of the High school 
buildiug could not be iu a perfect condi- 
tion, and for that reason the completion 
of the plans for a new builaing has beeu 
demanded. It is gratifying to learn that 
the new part stood the tests perfectly, 
’aud the report ouly makes more import- 
ant the need of poiug ou with the erec- 
tion of au entire uew buildiug. It will 
not be worth while to goto any great ex 
peuse iu repaiis ou the old building, al- 
though it should certainly be made safe, 
similar ially, for the school children. 

Good veutilatiou is imperative, and so 
is safety from sewer gas, but the air can 
be frequently changed during the day by 
means of the windows, aud the escape of 
sewer gas from the plumbing should be 
remedied. Careful atteutiou to these 
thiugs would allow of the buildiug being 
used until the new part is ready.

Til K FORUM. 

Tito leading article in The Forum for 
December is probably the clearest an- 
alysts ol Hie present financial situation 
iu the United States tint has yet ap- 
peared. The writer is M. Paul Loroy- 
Beaulieti, the distinguished French 
economist, who lays down “Conditions 
for American Commercial and Financial 
Supremacy.” Ho says that there is 
much surprise throughout Europe that 
a great nation like the United States 
should allow its development to be 
trammelled by frequent and severe crises, 
and that it should he either unable to 
discern their causes or lack decision to 
remove ♦betn from its path. He thinks 
that the failure of the American govern- 
ment to redeem its paper currency after 
the War was a great and vital error, 
whose evil iufluenres are still felt. In 
bis opinion, the United States govern- 
ment should cease to Issuo paper money, 
remitting this task to the banks. St. 
Beaulieu points out that the geogra- 
phical position of the United States is 
such that it cau aspire to take from Eug- 
laud, in the course of the next century, 
its commerical aud financial supremacy, 
but that iu order to attnin this surprem 
acy the dollar must be given the qualities 
of the pound sterling: in other words, 
there must be do sort of doubt that it is 
a gold dollar. After warning Ameri- 
cans uot to be duped by the nmbiguous 
expressions as to bimetallism indulged 
iu by European statesmeu for public 
effect, lie calls attention to tba euor 
tnously iucreasitig outyut of gold, and 
says that, iu view of this fact, the 
bimetallism movement is bound to col- 
lapse. 

“THIS GOODLY FRAME TIIE EARTH.” 

This is tho title of Uav. Francis Tif- 
fany’s book descriptive of bis travels 
with Mr. E. B. Haskell in tbe far East. 
It is handsomely printed by Houghton, 
M i ill iu A: Co., and the many friends of 
ttie author in Newton will be charmed 
with tbe impressions of foreigu scones 
here delineated. It is uot a book of 
travels or a guide book, but something 
far better, and we are made to see tbe 
places themselves, ami share theautboi’s 
impressions, some of them delightfully 
humorous, with that delicate kind of 
humor which implies quick sympathies, 
aud which ouly now and thtu elicits a 
smile from the render. To quote another 
writer the author’s deepest impressions 
are evidently uot of “scenes, incidents, 
and persons” so much as of the 
principles, ideas aud persistent forces 
which have moulded tbe couutiies 
through which be has passed. We are 
made to see, uot Chinamen, Hindus and 
Egyptians, but Chma, Iudia aud Egypt. 
Above all, tbe author loves to place be- 
fore us the religion of each laud as tbe 
best expression of its iuterior life. Tbe 
reuewed iuterest iu tbe aucient religions 
of tbe East will make many turn to tbe 
pages where the impressions which each 
makes are recorded. They will fiud here 
what is characteristic of our time, — ready 
sympathy with all forms of faith; aud 
they will find, also, what is more rare,— 
keen discrimination.

Anthony Hope’s new romance, concern 
trates attention upon tbe kuigbtly 
character and action of a single medieval 
figure, who is banished »b au outlaw for 
his love of tbe Lady Lucia, lu heroic 
adventure it illustrates with remarkable 
power over the heart, certain natural 
qualities of maulv duty and honor that 
ell tbe world admires.

Literary Soles. 

At tbe preseDt time a good cyclopaedia 
seems to be a necessary of life, oue of 
those adjuucts of a well-regulated house- 
hold that cau uot be dispensed with if its 
members are to mingle iu intelligent 
society aud uot appear iguoraut or fool- 
ish. The reuewed claimant for public 
favor and everyday usefulness is Johu- 
bou’s Universal Cyclopedia, of which tbe 
eighth and concluding volume has just 
been issued by D. Appletou & Co., of 
New York. 

Messrs. D. Appletou & Co. will pub- 
lish immediately a remarkably tine art 
wmk entitled Annals 'of Westminster 
Abbey, by E. T. Bradley (Mrs. Murray 
Smith), with au iutroduction by her 
tatber, Doau Bradley. Tbe book, which 
has been iu preparation for several years, 
will coutaiu neatly two hundred illustra- 
tions by W. Hatherell, R. 1., aud II. M. 
Paget. The head aud tail pieces, repre- 
senting interesting spots iu the old abbey, 
uud the iuitial letters aud emblematic 
cover, have been specially designed by 
promiueuc artists. The text has beeu 
set in new type, aud the initials are 
priuted iu red aud black. The work con- 
tains an etching by Frauds Walker, A. 
R. P. E. This sumptuous volume gives 
the romuuce aud life of tho ubbey, aud 
does uot deal with urchiteotural details. 

D. Appletou company begin a very iiu- 
portaut series in “Tho Story of the West 
Series,” edited by Ripley Hitchcock. The 
purpose is to present peculiur and char- 
acteristic phases of earlier development 
beyond the Missouri river.

The series 
will he introduced bv “The Story of the 
ludiau,” George B. Grinnoll, who has iu 
tiinate persoual knowledge of his sub- 
ject.

TRIBUTE TO HK. SMITH. 

COLON RL K. H. IIAHKKLL’S ADDRESS HK- 
FOllR Til R BAPTIST SOCIAL UNION. 

On Monday evening, Col. E.II. Haskell j 
delivered a tender and appreciative j 
eulogy of Dr. S. F. Smith, his old ft lend , 
and neighbor, before the Boston Baptist | 
Sacial Union. He began by saying: I 

“As was said so beautifully of the 
lamented Lincoln when he was suddetilv I 
called borne to his glorious leward, ! 
’There are no accidents in the prov. deuce , 
of God,’ so we may say of this honored 
patriot, Dr. Smith, who has paused away 
from us in tho full glory of his ripeued 
years, with his full armor on, 4 There are i 
uo accidents in the provideoce of God.’ 

“My ftieuds, I need not say to you that 
this is not the time nor place for any ex- 
tended eulogy of tbe great life work of 
our honored friend. It would be fitting 
aud proper if a special day be set apart 
for the recognition of his eminent ser- 
vices to the church, to the state and to 
tho nation. It is my privilege to bring 
this special tribute as a neighbor, as a 
persoual friend aud as a tellow member 
of this union. 

“Dr. Smith was a neighbor, quiet, un- 
obtrusive, genial at all times aud under 
all circumstances, helpful to auyone in 
need, ready to assist iu eveiy way be 
could to the wants of his friends, and all 
who came to him for friendly couusel 
aud aid. He was a source of constant in- 
spiration to the very best endeavor, not 
alone in our homes and in the church, 
but as citizens of a country which should 
produce the best possible type of citizeu- 
sbip. 

“He was a typical American citizen 
himself, interested iu every effort made 
to improve and better the condition of 
our people. He believed thoroughly in 
this glorious country, which he loved so 
well, io all its institutions, and in its pro- 
gressive development to the highest 
position yet attained by auy people. 

“He believed in tbe manifest destiny 
of America as tbe leading, controlling 
and dominating influence of the world, in 
producing tbe highest possible type of 
citizuDBbip. He believed that 'lie was a 
citizen of uo mean country,’ and from the 
day he gave to this counlry the immortal 
lyric to the day when the Lord took him 
for his own, his very life was fairly 
aglow, through bis beautiful and mspii- 
ing lyrics and his eloquent appeals, with 
this one dominating and controlling 
sentiment, so beautifully expressed iu 
bis noble and inspiring verse: 

" ‘Mv country, ’tis of thee, 

Hweet land of liberty; 

Of thee I Bing.' 

“I need not say to you aud to m.v com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic in this body that Dr. Smith dearly 
loved tbe soldiers of tbe Uuion and that 
they dearly loved aud honored him, and 
of all tbe tributes of love and respect 
which came to him on that eventful April 
day, none touched him so deeply as the 
great tribute paid him by that great body 
of veterans of the war. 

“We who fought for tbe preservation 
of tbe Uuion realize better than those 
who did not Rliare this experience the 
wonderful aud inspiring force of this 
great national hymn. The boys in blue 
upon tbe land and upon the sea know 
how much this glorious hymn had to do 
with stimulating that patriotic spirit 
which welded together the Graud Army 
aud Navy of the Union. 

After giving a graphic description of 
the singiug of “America” on tho eve of 
the second battle of Bull Run, Mr. Has- 
kell went on to speak with simple tender- 
ness of Dr. Smith’s pastoral wotk, dwel- 
ling especially on hiR deep interest in 
missions aud closing his tribute with the 
following. quoted from Dr. Smith’s last 
public prayer: 

“So let our lives pass peacefully on- 
ward from Sabbath to Sabbath, and from 
year to year, until suddenly, at some ap- 
pointed time, we shall be permitted to 
chance the earthly for the heavenly 
temple, the music of earth fading from 
our ears, ouly to be exchanged for tbe 
music of heaven, whose sweetness shall 
□ever end.”

Electrolysis of Water Pipes. 

With tbe iucrease of tbe electric car 
lines in and ULOUt Newton, so does the 
comparative uew atllicliou of the water 
pipes, kuowu as electrolysis, iucrease. 
This electrolysis is caused by the sur- 
prising tendency of electricity to eat up 
gas aud water pipes, and to corrode them 
us badly ns if they bad beeu immersed iu 
au acid solutiou. Regular tests of tbe 
pipes iu various parts of the city have 
beeu made aud these have developed the 
fact that there is a ceaseless (low of elec- 
tric ourreuts through the earth, aud 
under the cellars and sub basements of 
buildings. The intensity of these cur- 
rents vaty at differeut limes of the day 
and uight aud ate proportional to the 
amouut of electricity which is forced 
over the wires ol the street car hues 
from the power stations. These cur- 
rents ot electricity have necu likened to 
uudergrouud lightning, They naturally 
seek the best couduutors, such us metal 
pipes, which they traverse as loug as 
they lie iu tbe dirtoiiou of the power 
house. At auy sharp angle, diverging 
from the natural line of the current, the 
juice tears itself away from the pipe aud 1 
takes off particles of metal iu the purl- j 
lug. 

Newtou so far has almost wholly es- 
caped, ouly the pipes iu the north side I 
of tbe city being affected. The two 
most dangerous points where the pipes 
have suffered tlie most is aloug the hue 
of the West Eud ou Galeu street. Ward 
Oue, aud at the juuotiou of River street 
aud Adums court, Ward II. Whereever 
the pipes have beeu affected the cur cotu- 
pauys have takeu uctiou iu the matter to 
preveut auy further trouble, by luyiug 
uu extra heavy grouml wire belweeu the 
rails.
